INTRODUCTION 

“The  Annual  Conference  for  its  own  government  may  adopt  rules  and  regulations  not  in 
conflict  with  the  Discipline  of  the  United  Methodist  Church;  provided  that  in  exercise  of  its 
powers  each  Annual  Conference  shall  act  in  all  respects  in  harmony  with  the  policy  of  The 
United  Methodist  Church  with  respect  to  elimination  of  discrimination  on  the  basis  of  race.” 
(II  704.1) 

1.  Matters  relating  to  these  rules: 

(a)  These  rules  shall  be  effective  after  passage  until  they  are  rescinded  or  amended  by 
a two-thirds  vote  of  those  present  and  voting  on  the  next  day  after  the  amendment  has  been 
presented  in  writing. 

(b)  Any  proposed  changes  in  the  Standing  Rules  must  be  received  by  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Rules  no  later  than  February  1. 

(c)  Any  of  these  rules,  except  Rule  1(d)  may  be  suspended  by  a two-thirds  vote  of  those 
present  and  voting. 

(d)  A change  in  the  number  of  districts  may  not  be  made  later  than  the  first  morning 
business  session. 


OFFICERS  OF  THE  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE 

2.  The  conference  secretary  (nominated  from  the  floor  of  the  conference),  the  Journal 
editor,  the  treasurer/statistician  and  the  conference  registrar  (nominated  by  the  Council 
on  Finance  and  Administration)  shall  be  elected  at  the  first  session  of  the  Annual  Conference 
following  the  General  Conference,  with  tenure  of  office  to  begin  on  December  first,  following 
their  election,  and  to  serve  for  the  succeeding  quadrennium.  (Par.  703.6  and  716) 

COMMITTEES  RELATING  TO  THE  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE 

3.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Standing  Rules,  composed  of  the  conference  secretary, 
director  of  Conference  Council  on  Ministries,  Journal  editor  and  five  other  members, 
nominated  by  the  Committee  on  Nominations  and  elected  by  the  Conference.  Other 
nominations  may  be  made  from  the  floor. 

4.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Resolutions  and  Petitions,  composed  of  four  ministers 
and  four  laypersons,  nominated  by  the  Committee  on  Nominations,  which  shall  consider  all 
petitions  addressed  to  the  General,  Jurisdictional  and  Annual  Conferences,  and  the  committee 
after  consideration  shall  submit  them  to  the  Annual  Conference  with  the  committee’s 
recommendation,  for  action  by  the  conference.  Resolutions  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
committee  thirty  days  prior  to  Annual  Conference,  except  in  cases  where  it  can  be  demon- 
strated by  the  author  of  a late  petition  that  the  situation  that  gave  rise  to  making  the  petition 
was  not  apparent  until  after  the  deadline  for  petitions.  Copies  of  all  resolutions  shall  be  made 
available  to  all  members.  No  resolution  will  be  received  on  the  last  day  of  the  session.  Copies 
of  resolutions  shall  be  supplied  by  the  maker  of  the  resolution  if  the  resolution  comes  in  after 
the  Brochure  deadline. 

5.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Nominations,  composed  of  the  resident  bishop,  who  shall 
be  the  chairperson,  the  district  superintendents,  the  conference  secretary,  who  shall  be  the 
secretary  of  the  committee,  the  conference  and  district  presidents  of  United  Methodist 
Women,  the  conference  and  district  lay  leaders,  the  executive  director  of  the  conference 
Council  on  Ministries,  two  youth  from  the  conference  Council  on  Youth  Ministry,  appointed 
by  their  president,  and  one  young  adult  appointed  by  the  Young  Adult  Council.  In  order  to 
perfect  the  representation  of  ethnic  minorities  there  shall  be  two  additional  persons  from 
ethnic  minority  background  elected  at  large  upon  nomination  by  the  Committee  on  Nomina- 
tions. This  committee  shall  nominate  quadrennially  persons  to  Boards  (at  large  members 
of  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries,  at  large  members  of  the  C.C.O.M.  Executive 
Committee,  Board  of  Missions,  Board  of  Education,  Board  of  Church  and  Society,  Board 
of  Evangelism/ Worship,  Board  of  Higher  Education  and  Campus  Ministry) ; Commissions 
(Status  and  Role  of  Women,  Religion  and  Race,  Archives  and  History,  Congregational 
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Development) ; and  Committees  (Standing  Rules,  Resolutions  and  Petitions,  Equitable 
Salaries,  Episcopacy,  Ethnic  Local  Church  Concerns).  It  shall  also  nominate,  according  to 
the  Book  of  Discipline  or  the  charter  of  the  organization,  members  of  the  Conference  Board 
of  Trustees,  the  Assembly  Grounds  Commission,  Board  of  Pastoral  Counseling,  Care  and 
Training,  Board  of  Communications/ Advocate,  Board  of  Managers-Pastor’s  Assembly.  They 
shall  submit  their  nominations  as  early  as  possible  in  the  session.  Other  nominations  may 
be  made  from  the  floor. 

6.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Courtesies  and  Introductions,  composed  of  three  laical 
and  two  clerical  members,  which  shall  be  responsible  for  presentation  of  visitors  to  the 
conference,  and  for  a report  in  the  closing  session  expressing  appreciation  to  persons  and 
groups  who  have  rendered  special  services  in  the  program. 

7.  There  shall  be  appointed  annually  a Committee  on  Journal,  composed  of  two  members, 
which  shall  examine  the  minutes  of  daily  sessions  for  accuracy,  and  report  the  findings  to 
the  conference. 

8.  The  Committee  on  Arrangements: 

The  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  shall  constitute  the  Committee  on  Arrange- 
ments for  entertainment  of  the  conference.  There  shall  be  a Conference  Administration  Fund, 
the  amount  to  be  fixed  annually  by  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration,  with  assess- 
ments for  the  fund  to  be  allocated  annually  to  individual  pastoral  charges  on  the  formula 
basis.  From  this  Administration  Fund  the  conference  treasurer,  upon  instruction  from  the 
council  or  its  executive  committee,  shall  pay  for  the  following: 

First,  the  entertainment  of  the  conference  in  its  annual  and  called  sessions.  This 
entertainment  to  include  room  and  board  for  the  following  persons,  with  the  stipulation  that 
there  be  a $15.00  per  person  charge  for  all  members  who  use  Conference  provided  housing 
on  the  Campus;  (a)  The  presiding  bishop  and  spouse,  all  ministerial  members  in  full 
connection  and  all  probationary  members;  (b)  All  ministers  being  admitted  as  probationary 
members  and  all  transferred  members  from  other  conferences ; (c)  All  associate  members 
and  local  pastors  serving  pastoral  charges ; (d)  All  local  pastors  who  are  scheduled  to  receive 
pastoral  appointments;  (e)  Duly  elected  principal  lay  members  to  the  conference  or  duly 
elected  reserve  lay  members,  provided  the  principal  lay  members  are  not  in  attendance; 
(f)  Wives,  husbands  and  surviving  spouses  of  ministers  who  are  on  our  pension  roll;  (g) 
Ministers  from  other  conferences;  (h)  Diaconal  ministers,  and  (i)  other  distinguished  guests. 
The  annual  letter  on  instructions  from  the  registrar,  concerning  attendance  at  Annual 
Conference,  shall  be  mailed  to  all  ministers,  active  and  retired,  all  lay  members,  officers, 
and  surviving  spouses  of  ministers. 

Second,  expenses  of  the  conference  secretary’s  office. 

Third,  expenses  of  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration. 

Fourth,  all  expenses  of  printing,  honoraria,  and  incidental  expenses  connected  with  Annual 
Conference  sessions,  expenses  of  cabinet  meetings,  expenses  of  all  conference  agencies  and 
special  committees  not  participating  in  the  conference  benevolence  budget,  and  room  and 
board  of  agencies  and  special  committees  meeting  with  the  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration  for  the  purpose  of  making  budget  requests. 

Fifth,  honoraria  of  the  conference  secretary  and  assistants,  the  Journal  editor,  the  registrar 
and  assistants,  with  the  amounts  being  determined  by  the  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration. 

Sixth,  all  expenses  incurred  by  the  Journal  editor  in  preparing  the  Brochure  of  Reports 
and  the  conference  Journal. 

9.  The  Annual  Conference  Session  Planning  Committee: 

(a)  There  shall  be  an  Annual  Conference  Session  Planning  Committee,  composed  of  the 
presiding  bishop  who  shall  serve  as  chairperson,  the  host  district  superintendent,  the 
conference  secretary,  the  Journal  editor  who  shall  serve  as  secretary  of  the  committee,  the 
conference  registrar,  the  conference  treasurer,  the  chairperson  of  the  Committee  on  Worship 
serving  on  the  Conference  Board  of  Evangelism/Worship,  the  executive  director  of  the 
Conference  Council  on  Ministries,  the  conference  lay  leader,  the  host  district  lay  leader, 
the  conference  president  of  United  Methodist  Women,  the  conference  president  of  United 
Methodist  Men,  the  conference  chairperson  of  Ethnic  Local  Church  Concerns  Committee, 
and  conference  president  of  the  Council  on  Youth  Ministry. 

(b)  The  Annual  Conference  Session  Planning  Committee  shall  arrange  tentatively  the 
program  of  the  Annual  Conference  session,  and  shall  submit  the  program  to  the  opening 
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session  for  possible  amendment  and  adoption  as  its  agenda.  The  Sacrament  of  the  Lord’s 
Supper  shall  be  included  in  the  program.  All  program  boards  and  agencies  shall  report  to 
the  Annual  Conference  through  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  in  a consolidated 
presentation. 

(c)  A period  of  recognition  of  retiring  ministers  shall  be  held  during  the  conference  session. 
The  date,  place  and  time  of  this  special  feature  shall  be  printed  in  the  conference  program, 
and  retirees  shall  be  invited  to  be  present.  A suitable  program  shall  be  arranged  by  the  Board 
of  Ordained  Ministry. 

(d)  A service  of  Commemoration  for  the  conference  members,  local  pastors,  wives, 
husbands  or  surviving  spouses  of  clergy,  and  diaconal  ministers  shall  be  held  during  the 
session.  The  Order  of  Worship  for  the  service  shall  be  arranged  by  the  conference  Commission 
on  Archives  and  History.  A memoir  of  each  deceased  minister  or  surviving  spouse  of  a 
minister  and  diaconal  minister  shall  be  provided  by  the  Commission  on  Archives  and  History 
for  publication  in  the  Journal. 

ADMINISTRATIVE  PROCEDURES  OF  THE  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE 

10.  The  rules  of  order  of  the  preceding  General  Conference  shall  govern  parliamentary 
procedure  in  this  conference  in  all  matters  not  covered  by  the  standing  rules.  In  order  to 
be  recognized  to  address  the  conference,  each  person  must  identify  him/herself  as  to  name 
and  the  capacity  in  which  he/she  is  entitled  to  speak  to  the  session. 

11.  Reports  and  resolutions: 

(a)  All  reports  and  resolutions  shall  be  typewritten,  double  spaced,  and  submitted  in 
duplicate;  and  shall  be  placed  on  the  conference  calendar  in  the  order  in  which  they  are 
filed  with  the  Journal  editor,  who  shall  be  the  calendar  secretary,  or  in  the  order  designated 
by  the  Annual  Conference  Session  Planning  Committee.  The  reports  and  resolutions  shall 
lie  on  the  calendar  secretary’s  desk  for  at  least  one  business  session  before  being  acted  upon 
by  the  conference. 

(b)  By  a two-thirds  vote  of  those  present  and  voting  a calendar  item  may  be  taken  up  out 
of  order  for  consideration. 

(c)  All  amendments  to  reports  of  boards  and  agencies  as  printed  in  the  Brochure  of  Reports 
and  all  motions  arising  from  the  floor  of  the  conference  shall  be  made  in  writing  on  a form 
provided  by  the  conference  secretary. 

12.  In  order  to  expedite  the  business  of  the  Conference,  the  Consent  Agenda  Committee, 
composed  of  the  secretary  of  the  Annual  Conference,  the  chairperson  of  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Rules,  and  the  director  of  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries,  in  consultation 
with  agencies  or  individuals  presenting  reports,  recommendations  or  resolutions,  may  present 
in  the  Brochure  of  Reports  a written  list  of  items  which  shall  be  known  as  the  Consent  Agenda. 
Items  on  the  Consent  Agenda  shall  be  considered  as  adopted  by  consent  of  the  Annual 
Conference  unless  they  are  removed  from  this  list  at  a time  set  aside  for  this  purpose  on 
the  second  day  of  the  Conference.  An  individual  item  may  be  removed  from  the  Consent 
Agenda  to  be  placed  on  the  regular  agenda  by  a request  to  remove  it  supported  by  at  least 
one  additional  member  of  the  Annual  Conference.  When  a matter  has  been  removed  from 
the  Consent  Agenda  it  shall  be  placed  on  the  regular  agenda  at  an  appropriate  time  as 
determined  by  the  calendar  aecretary  of  the  Annual  Conference. 

13.  Election  of  General  and  Jurisdictional  delegations: 

(a)  Delegates  to  the  General  and  Jurisdictional  Conferences  shall  be  elected  according 
to  stipulations  in  Par.  602  and  614  respectively  of  the  Book  of  Discipline , and  they  shall  serve 
in  all  sessions  of  these  conferences  held  during  the  quadrennium. 

(b)  In  the  election  of  delegates,  four  teams  of  tellers,  two  clerical  teams  and  two  laical 
teams,  consisting  of  ten  members  each  and  making  a total  of  forty  persons,  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  presiding  bishop,  who  shall  designate  a member  of  each  team  as  chairperson. 

(c)  In  the  election  of  these  delegates,  the  ballots  shall  be  furnished  to  the  conference  by 
the  conference  secretary  at  the  time  of  voting.  No  vote  shall  be  valid  unless  cast  on  the  ballot 
designated  by  the  presiding  officer  for  that  particular  ballot.  Ballots  furnished  to  the  lay 
members  shall  be  different  in  color  from  those  furnished  to  ministerial  members. 

(d)  In  an  election  year,  the  district  superintendent  shall  call  a caucus  of  lay  members 
in  the  district  to  the  upcoming  Annual  Conference  for  selection  of  five  persons  for  places 
in  the  general  and  jurisdictional  delegations.  Disciplinary  stipulations  will  be  made  clear 
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on  the  occasion,  and  availability  of  suggested  persons  determined.  Biographical  data,  business 
and  professional  identity,  and  church  experience  shall  be  provided  by  the  district 
superintendent  for  publication  in  the  Brochure  of  Reports  on  a standard  form  to  be  provided 
by  the  editor.  The  caucus  shall  be  held  prior  to  March  1 and  data  for  publication  shall  be 
provided  the  editor  no  later  than  the  4th  Monday  in  March.  This  procedure  shall  not  preclude 
any  lay  member’s  voting  for  any  person  he  or  she  chooses  as  actual  balloting  at  conference 
takes  place.  Prior  to  Annual  Conference,  and  following  district  caucuses,  an  assembly  of 
all  lay  members  shall  be  called  by  the  conference  lay  leader  to  allow  members  to  become 
acquainted  with  persons  named  at  caucuses  and  others  present  who  may  be  prospects  for 
election. 

14.  Annual  Conference  lay  members : 

(a)  Lay  members  to  the  Annual  Conference  shall  be  elected  yearly  in  the  Charge 
Conferences.  Two  youth  members  to  the  Annual  Conference  (ages  14-24)  shall  be  elected 
from  each  district  by  a district  Youth  Caucus.  The  district  caucus  shall  be  composed  of  one 
voting  member  (ages  14-24)  from  each  local  church  and  shall  be  convened  by  the  district 
coordinator  of  youth  ministries  in  cooperation  with  the  district  superintendent,  and  under 
the  direction  of  the  Conference  Council  on  Youth  Ministry.  The  conference  lay  leader, 
conference  president  of  United  Methodist  Women,  conference  president  of  United  Methodist 
Men,  the  president  of  Conference  Council  on  Youth  Ministry,  district  lay  leaders,  the  president 
of  the  Conference  Young  Adult  Ministries,  and  the  diaconal  ministers  shall  be  lay  members 
to  the  Annual  Conference.  (For  churches  with  more  than  one  minister,  see  Par.  35  of  The 
Book  of  Discipline. ) 

(b)  In  compliance  with  the  disciplinary  requirement  (Par.  35)  of  lay  representation  in 
the  Annual  Conference  session  equal  to  the  clerical  memberships,  the  following  plan  shall 
be  observed  to  keep  the  two  in  balance:  (1)  On  January  first  of  each  year,  the  conference 
secretary  shall  ascertain  whether  the  upcoming  session  will  be  in  balance  with  respect  to 
laical  and  ministerial  membership,  and,  finding  need  to  name  added  laical  members  shall 
follow  this  procedure:  (2)  The  conference  secretary  shall  name  the  needed  number,  taking 
notice  of  these  priorities : (a)  The  first  nine  shall  be  the  district  presidents  of  United  Methodist 
Women.  In  the  event  that  fewer  than  nine  are  needed,  the  secretary  shall  make  the 
determination  on  the  basis  of  the  last  reported  church  membership  totals  of  the  districts, 
moving  from  the  largest  downward  in  scale,  (b)  Next  as  needed  the  secretary  shall  name 
full-time  lay  workers  on  the  staff  of  the  conference  Council  on  Ministries,  (c)  Next  the 
Secretary  shall  name  lay-persons  who  are  chairpersons  of  conference  boards  and  agencies, 
(d)  Next  the  secretary  shall  name  lay  members  of  the  general  and  jurisdictional  delegations 
in  the  order  of  their  election,  (e)  Next,  the  secretary  shall  name  young  adult  lay  members 
from  names  submitted  by  the  Conference  Council  on  Young  Adult  Ministries,  (f ) All  persons 
selected  by  this  process  shall  be  safeguarded  to  serve  by  notice  sent  to  their  Charge 
Conferences  to  replace  them  if  they  have  already  been  elected  as  charge  delegates  to  the 
Annual  Conference.  The  District  Superintendent  and  District  Lay  Leader  of  each  District 
shall  convene  periodic  meetings  of  lay  members  and  alternates  to  include  one  as  soon  as 
possible  after  the  publication  of  the  Brochure  of  Reports  to  serve  as  an  orientation  session 
in  preparation  for  the  Annual  Conference. 

15.  Other  voting  procedures: 

(a)  In  all  matters  of  voting  and  election  other  than  covered  in  Rule  13  a team  of  tellers, 
composed  of  one  ministerial  and  one  laical  member  from  each  district,  shall  be  named  by 
the  chair  to  serve. 

(b)  In  certain  matters,  such  as  voting  on  constitutional  amendments,  the  official  ballots 
shall  be  those  provided  by  the  conference  secretary. 

16.  All  applicants  for  the  local  pastor  relationship,  for  probationary  or  full  membership, 
or  for  reception  into  our  ministry  from  another  Christian  church  shall  present  a certificate 
of  good  health  on  the  approved  form  and  from  a physician  acceptable  to  the  Board  of  Ordained 
Ministry. 

17.  The  character  of  all  ministerial  members  of  the  conference  shall  be  examined  by  the 
Conference  Relations  Section  of  the  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry,  and  the  section’s  report 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  conference  for  action. 

18.  The  conference  Journal  and  Brochure  of  Reports: 

(a)  The  publication  and  distribution  of  the  Annual  Conference  Journal  shall  be  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Journal  editor,  with  the  assistance  of  an  Editorial  Committee,  composed 
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of  the  conference  secretary,  the  treasurer /statistician,  and  the  executive  director  of  the 
Council  on  Ministries.  The  Brochure  of  Reports  shall  contain  an  order  blank  requiring  orders 
to  be  placed  for  the  Conference  Journal.  The  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  shall 
determine  the  cost  of  each  Journal  including  mailing.  The  deadline  for  ordering  a Journal 
shall  be  noon  on  the  last  day  of  Conference  Session. 

(b)  The  conference  shall  elect  a Journal  editor  quadrennialy,  upon  nomination  by  the 
Council  on  Finance  and  Administration. 

(c)  The  Journal  editor  shall  be  responsible  for  preparation  of  the  brochures  of  conference 
board  and  agency  reports  and  for  distribution  of  the  brochures  to  all  persons  eligible  for 
entertainment  at  the  Annual  Conference  as  described  by  Standing  Ride  8. 

(d)  All  names,  addresses,  reports,  resolutions,  and/or  other  material  to  be  included  in 
the  Journal  of  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  shall  be  in  the  hands  of  the  conference 
secretary  not  later  than  thirty  days  after  the  close  of  Annual  Conference. 

19.  Board  Memberships  and  Trusteeships: 

(a)  No  person  may  serve  on  more  than  one  quadrennial  agency  of  this  conference  at  the 
same  time,  except  as  provided  by  the  Book  of  Discipline,  nor  for  a longer  period  than  eight 
consecutive  years,  nor  for  more  than  eight  of  any  consecutive  twelve  years.  The  quadrennial 
agencies  are:  The  Board  of  Missions,  The  Board  of  Education,  The  Board  of  Church  and 
Society,  The  Board  of  Evangelism/Worship,  The  Board  of  Higher  Education/Campus 
Ministry,  The  Committee  on  Ethnic  Local  Church  Concerns,  The  Commission  on  Status  and 
Role  of  Women,  The  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry,  The  Board  of  Diaconal  Ministry,  The 
Commission  on  Equitable  Compensation,  The  Board  of  Pensions  and  Homes  for  Claimants, 
The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Annual  Conference,  The  Assembly  Grounds  Commission,  The 
Council  on  Finance  and  Administration,  The  Area  Board  of  Communication/ Advocate,  The 
Committee  on  the  Episcopacy,  and  The  At-Large  members  of  The  Council  on  Ministries. 
Persons  may  be  enlisted  to  assist  boards  and  agencies  for  specific  tasks  in  advisory  and 
non-voting  capacities  and  shall  be  drawn  from  within  the  bounds  of  the  conference. 

(b)  No  person  shall  serve  on  more  than  one  board  of  trustees  or  board  of  directors  of 
institutions  or  agencies  related  to  this  Annual  Conference  at  the  same  time.  Nothing  in  this 
rule  shall  be  construed  to  mean  that  persons  may  not  serve  concurrently  on  boards  of  trustees 
or  directors  and  as  members  of  quadrennial  boards  and  agencies  or  ex  officio  trustees  or 
directors,  where  disciplinary  provisions  apply. 

(c)  Persons  who  are  inactive,  that  is,  by  failing  to  attend  and  participate  in  the  meetings 
and  programs  of  a given  board  or  agency,  for  one  year  without  legitimate  excuse,  shall  be 
replaced  at  the  end  of  any  current  year. 

(d)  No  ministerial  member  shall  serve  more  than  nine  consecutive  years  (three  terms) 
as  a trustee  of  any  agency  or  institution  related  to  this  Annual  Conference,  nor  shall  this 
person  be  eligible  for  election  again  to  that  board  until  three  years  shall  have  passed  since 
termination  of  the  nine  years  of  service.  Beginning  with  the  Quadrennium  of  1996,  no  member 
shall  serve  more  than  twelve  consecutive  years  as  a trustee  of  any  agency  or  institution 
related  to  this  Annual  Conference. 

20.  Organizational  stipulations  for  boards  and  agencies: 

(a)  All  quadrennial  boards,  commissions  and  committees,  except  as  provided  by  the  Book 
of  Discipline,  shall  continue  through  the  session  of  the  Annual  Conference  immediately 
following  General  Conference  for  the  purpose  of  completing  their  business. 

(b)  Every  year  the  Annual  Conference  Committee  on  Nominations  shall  complete  its  work 
four  weeks  before  the  date  set  for  the  regular  conference  session,  in  order  to  inform  nominees 
pf  their  selection  and  anticipated  confirmation  at  the  session,  so  persons  not  members  to 
Annual  Conference  may  plan  to  be  present  for  the  organizational  meeting  of  all  boards, 
commissions  and  committees  at  the  conference  session.  This  will  allow  the  secretary  of  the 
Committee  on  Nominations  to  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  to  each  nominee 
at  least  two  weeks  before  the  session  opens,  and  to  provide  a list  of  nominees  to  each  proposed 
member  of  a group  so  previous  thought  may  be  given  to  selection  of  officers.  The  time 
requirements  herein  shall  pertain  as  well  to  nominations  made  to  fill  vacancies  at  other 
sessions  of  the  Annual  Conference. 

21.  There  shall  be  nine  districts  in  this  Annual  Conference. 

22.  A District  Conference  shall  be  held  annually  in  each  district  of  this  Annual  Conference 
in  the  last  half  of  the  calendar  year,  with  its  program  year  starting  in  January.  A District 
Conference  shall  be  composed  of  all  preachers  serving  charges  within  its  bounds,  all  retired 
conference  members  and  deaconesses,  ministers  on  disability  leave  ( % 451),  on  family  leave 
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( If  449.1),  on  maternity /paternity  leave  ( If  450)  and  diaconal  ministers  residing  therein;  the 
church  lay  leader,  the  church  school  superintendent,  and  the  presidents  of  United  Methodist 
Women,  United  Methodist  Men  and  United  Methodist  Youth  of  each  local  church  in  the 
district;  the  charge  member  to  annual  conference;  district  stewards  and  trustees;  the  district 
lay  leader  and  associate  leaders;  district  coordinators  of  children,  youth,  adult,  family 
ministries  and  district  secretary  of  education,  plus  six  members  elected  by  each  Charge 
Conference,  including  at  least  one  youth.  (Par.  749  & Par.  750). 

23.  Each  district  shall  have  a District  Committee  on  Nominations  composed  of  the  district 
duperintendent  as  chairperson,  and  with  a membership  of  three  clergy  and  four  lay  persons, 
elected  annually.  No  member  may  serve  for  more  than  three  consecutive  years  with  the 
exception  of  the  district  superintendent.  The  District  Committee  on  Nominations  may  submit 
to  the  District  Conference  the  names  of  one  clergy  and  one  layperson  for  election  for  each 
work  area  and  age  level,  and  such  other  persons  as  are  needed  for  membership  to  the  District 
Council  on  Ministries.  Persons  to  be  nominated  shall  be  consulted  by  the  district  superin- 
tendent prior  to  the  submission  of  names.  Members  are  to  be  elected  for  the  quadrennium 
or  remainder  of  quadrennium  if  replacing  a member.  The  District  Committee  on  Nominations 
may  fill  vacancies  with  replacements  to  take  office  immediately.  Such  persons  shall  be 
confirmed  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  District  Conference.  (Par.  750.1)  District  coordinators 
of  Program  Areas  may  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  corresponding  conference  agency. 

24.  In  harmony  with  Par.  711.1  of  the  Book  of  Discipline,  the  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration  shall  recommend  an  annual  apportionment  sufficient  to  provide  for  support 
of  the  district  superintendents. 

25.  Neither  a district  superintendent  nor  a paid  staff  person  of  the  Annual  Conference  shall 
serve  as  an  elected  member  on  a quadrennial  board,  commission,  or  committee,  except  as 
specifically  provided  by  the  Book  of  Discipline.  Vacancies  occurring  by  appointment  of 
members  of  boards,  commissions  and  committees  to  the  district  superintendency  shall  be 
filled  by  the  conference  session  when  such  appointments  are  made.  There  shall  be  a 
representative  of  the  cabinet  on  each  board  or  agency,  who  shall  be  named  by  the  cabinet. 
District  superintendents  who  are  cabinet  representatives  to  area  and  conference  boards  and 
agencies  shall  have  voice  and  vote  on  the  agencies  which  they  serve.  There  shall  be  a 
representative  on  each  program  agency  named  by  the  executive  director  of  the  Conference 
Council  on  Ministries.  There  shall  be  a representative  to  administrative  agencies  named 
by  the  chief  executive  of  the  Annual  Conference  fiscal  office.  (This  revision  of  Standing  Rule 
25  will  take  effect  with  the  reorganization  of  the  structure  of  the  C.C.O.M.  in  1990.) 

26.  Budget  requests  and  the  Council  on  Ministries. 

(a)  Boards  and  agencies  requesting  funding  items  to  be  included  in  apportionments  shall 
present  their  askings  to  the  Council  on  Ministries  in  writing  on  the  form  provided  by  the 
council;  with  such  requests  to  be  presented  by  a representative  of  the  board  or  agency 
appearing  before  the  Budget  and  Coordinating  Committee  of  the  council;  at  a time  and  place 
set  by  the  Council  on  Ministries,  with  not  less  than  thirty  days  notice  of  such  meetings  being 
given  by  the  council.  The  chairperson  of  each  conference  agency,  or  other  duly  authorized 
person,  shall  have  opportunity  to  represent  the  chairperson’s  agency  before  the  Council  on 
Finance  and  Administration  as  provided  by  the  Book  of  Discipline  (Par.  711). 

(b)  The  Council  on  Ministries  shall  present  the  total  amount  of  the  budget  request  it 
approves  to  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  for  its  action  as  an  item  in  the 
conference  benevolence  budget. 

(c)  The  Council  on  Ministries  may  adjust  program  budget  items  between  Annual  Conference 
sessions  if  the  necessity  arises  because  of  inadequate  income  or  changing  needs  within  the 
council  and  the  Annual  Conference  operation;  provided  the  total  amount  approved  by  the 
Annual  Conference  is  not  exceeded  in  such  changes;  and  provided,  further,  that  such  changes 
must  be  accomplished  by  the  following  means:  The  Budget  and  Coordinating  Committee 
of  the  Council  on  Ministries  shall  confer  with  the  boards  and  agencies  involved,  and,  after 
thorough  study,  shall  present  its  recommendation  to  the  Council  on  Ministries,  which  may 
then  make  adjustments  approved  by  a two-thirds  vote  of  members  present  and  voting. 

27.  In  the  allocation  of  askings  on  the  formula  basis,  the  financial  strength  of  the  church 
shall  not  include  any  monies  expended  for  the  following  items : (Report  #10,  Council  on  Finance 
and  Administration,  1992  Journal  of  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Annual  Conference) 

(a)  Principal  and  Interest  on  capital  indebtedness. 

(b)  Buildings  and  Improvements. 

(c)  General  Advance  Specials  and  World  Service  Special  Gifts. 
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(d)  Conference  Advance  Specials. 

(e)  Remittances  by  United  Methodist  Women  to  the  conference  treasurer. 

(f)  Remittances  to  the  Pension  Funding  Crusade  and  Capital  Fund  Campaign. 

(g)  Remittances  to  the  Birmingham-Southern  College  Scholarship  Fund  and/or  capital 
gifts. 

(h)  Remittances  to  Huntingdon  College  Scholarship  Fund  and/or  capital  gifts. 

(i)  Children’s  Home  White  Christmas  Offering. 

( j)  Special  Day  Offerings : (One  Great  Hour  of  Sharing,  World  Communion  Sunday,  United 
Methodist  Student  Day,  Human  Relations  Sunday,  Peace  With  Justice  Sunday,  Native 
American  Awareness  Sunday,  Golden  Cross  Offering,  Mother’s  Day  Offering  and 
Father’s  Day  Offering). 

(k)  All  apportioned  funds  from  the  general  church,  the  conference  and  the  districts. 

28.  The  treasurer  of  the  Annual  Conference  shall  make  the  final  settlement  and  disburse 
all  funds  to  the  Annual  Conference  boards,  commissions  and  committees  or  treasurers  after 
the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  following  the  guidelines  of  zero  based  budgeting.  (Report  No. 
12,  page  358,  1992  Conference  Journal.) 

PROGRAM  AGENCIES  OF  THE  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE 

29.  There  shall  be  a Conference  Council  on  Ministries,  as  provided  by  the  Book  of  Discipline 
(Par.  726),  and  as  described  in  the  Constitution  of  the  Council  on  Ministries  adopted  by  this 
Annual  Conference  (1990  Journal).  An  updated  copy  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Conference 
Council  on  Ministries  shall  be  printed  in  the  Journal  the  first  year  after  reorganization  for 
the  quadrennium. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  as  the  Personnel 
Committee  shall  establish  uniform  and  equitable  policies  and  practices  in  the  employment 
and  compensation  of  personnel,  in  consultation  and  cooperation  with  other  agencies  which 
employ  staff.  (Par.  726.4) 

Program  Boards  and  Agencies  shall  clear  all  schedules  with  the  Conference  Council  on 
Ministries  to  avoid  conflict. 

30.  The  membership  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  The  Board  of  Education,  the  Board  of  Church 
and  Society,  the  Board  of  Evangelism/ Worship,  and  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  and 
Campus  Ministry,  shall  be  composed  as  follows: 

Chairperson  nominated  by  the  Conference  Nominating  Committee,  nine  members  nomi- 
nated by  the  Conference  Nominating  Committee  on  the  basis  of  inclusiveness,  interest  and 
expertise,  and  such  other  members  as  provided  by  the  Book  of  Discipline.  The  chairperson 
and  the  members  at  large  shall  serve  for  the  entire  quadrennium.  In  the  spirit  of  inclusiveness, 
it  is  recommended  that  one  lay  woman,  one  lay  man  and  one  clergy  from  each  district  serve 
for  a four  year  period  unless  they  move  out  of  the  geographical  bounds  of  the  district.  These 
district  representatives  shall  be  nominated  by  the  District  Committee  on  Nominations  and 
elected  at  the  District  Conference.  One  of  these  three  persons  shall  be  designated  by  that 
Nominating  Committee  to  serve  on  the  District  Council  on  Ministries  representing  the 
concerns  of  his/her  Board,  thus  securing  the  connecting  link  between  the  conference  and 
the  district. 

Also  serving  as  ex-officio  shall  be  members  of  corresponding  general  boards,  a repre- 
sentative from  the  Conference  Board  of  Laity,  one  youth  named  by  the  Council  on  Youth 
Ministries,  one  cabinet  representative  and  a Conference  CCOM  staff  person.  Cabinet  repre- 
sentatives shall  have  voice  and  vote  on  their  appointed  Boards. 

31.  There  shall  be  a Board  of  Missions  as  provided  by  the  Book  of  Discipline  (Par.  731) 
which  shall  be  responsible  for  all  phases  of  the  work  of  missions  and  congregational 
revitalization;  and  shall  be  responsible  for  the  Ministries  of  Health  and  Welfare  (Par 
731.4(26-35)),  United  Methodist  Volunteers  in  Missions  (Par.  1402.14),  Urban  Work  (Par. 
731.4),  Town  and  Country  (Par.  731.5),  and  Christian  Unity  and  Interreligious  Concerns  (Par. 
739).  The  membership  of  this  Board  is  defined  in  Standing  Rule  30. 

32.  There  shall  be  a Board  of  Education  as  provided  by  the  Book  of  Discipline  (Par.  729.2), 
to  include  the  conference  camping  program.  The  membership  of  this  Board  is  defined  in 
Standing  Rule  No.  30. 

33.  There  shall  be  a Board  of  Church  and  Society  as  defined  in  the  Book  of  Discipline  (Par. 
728).  The  membership  of  this  Board  is  defined  in  Standing  Rule  No.  30. 

34.  There  shall  be  a Board  of  Evangelism/Worship  as  defined  in  the  Book  of  Discipline 
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(Par.  729.3,4) . They  shall  be  responsible  for  the  Ministry  of  Spiritual  Formation  (Par.  729.6) . 
The  membership  of  this  Board  is  defined  in  Standing  Rule  No.  30. 

35.  There  shall  be  a Board  of  Higher  Education  and  Campus  Ministry  as  provided  by  the 
Book  of  Discipline  (Par.  732),  to  include  Career/Life  Planning.  The  membership  of  this  Board 
is  defined  in  Standing  Rule  No.  30. 

36.  There  shall  be  a Conference  Board  of  the  Laity  as  provided  in  the  Book  of  Discipline 
(Par.  730),  which  shall  be  composed  of  the  conference  lay  leader,  the  district  lay  leaders, 
the  conference  presidents  of  United  Methodist  Men,  United  Methodist  Women  and  Council 
of  Youth  Ministry,  the  conference  chairpersons  of  work  areas  such  as,  but  not  limited  to, 
lay  speaking,  stewardship  and  evangelism,  with  two  clerical  and  two  youth  members  at  large. 

Additionally,  as  ex  officio  members,  the  presiding  bishop,  the  district  superintendents  and 
the  executive  director  of  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries.  The  Board  of  Laity,  in  its 
discretion  may  from  time  to  time,  add  to  its  membership  or  delete  from  its  membership. 
The  Board  of  Laity  shall  not,  however,  eliminate  from  its  membership  any  of  the  offices 
specifically  required  by  this  rule. 

The  conference  lay  leader  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Conference  Board  of  Laity  and  elected 
by  the  Annual  Conference  at  the  time  of  quadrennial  reorganization.  Additional  nominations 
may  be  made  from  the  floor.  The  conference  lay  leader  may  serve  no  more  than  two 
succeeding  quadrennia.  All  other  officers  within  the  Board  of  the  Laity  shall  be  elected  by 
the  board.  Vacancies  in  the  office  of  conference  lay  leader  shall  be  filled  by  nomination  from 
the  board  in  the  interim  and  confirmed  at  the  next  Annual  Conference. 

(a)  There  shall  be  a Council  on  United  Methodist  Men  ( f 744)  so  as  to  promote  and  organize 
in  every  local  church  in  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  an  organized  fellowship  of 
United  Methodist  Men  chartered  under  the  conference  chartering  procedure  at  the  time  of 
chartering  and  in  connection  with  the  Conference  of  Laity  and  the  General  Board  of 
Discipleship,  so  as  to  provide  another  channel  to  involve  men  in  the  ministry  of  the  total 
church.  United  Methodist  Men  shall  be  a creative,  supportive  fellowship  of  men  who  seek 
to  know  Jesus  Christ,  to  grow  spiritually  and  to  seek  daily  his  will.  Its  primary  purpose  is 
to  declare  the  centrality  of  Christ  in  the  lives  of  men  in  all  their  relationships  in  serving 
Christ  and  the  church.  This  Council  shall  consist  of  the  conference  president  of  United 
Methodist  Men,  the  conference  lay  leader,  all  district  presidents  of  United  Methodist  Men, 
and  conference  chairpersons  of  United  Methodist  Men  Work  Areas,  one  district  superintendent 
and  the  executive  director  of  the  Council  on  Ministries.  Book  of  Discipline  (Par.  744) 

(b)  The  Conference  Board  of  Laity  shall  be  responsible  for  the  Ministries  of  Scouting,  Lay 
Speaking,  and  Stewardship. 

37.  There  shall  be  a Board  of  Managers  of  Pastors’  Assembly  composed  of  twelve  persons 
named  in  four-yearly  classes  to  serve  no  more  than  two  terms  of  service.  They  shall  be 
nominated  by  the  Conference  Committee  on  Nominations  for  election  by  the  Annual  Confer- 
ence after  careful  consultation  with  the  chairperson  of  the  Pastors’  Assembly  to  assure  the 
election  of  directors  who  participate  in  the  assembly.  Clergywomen  and  ethnic  minorities 
shall  be  represented.  One  conference  Council  on  Ministries  staff  person  and  one  cabinet 
member  shall  serve  as  ex-officio  members. 

38.  (a)  There  shall  be  a Commission  on  Religion  and  Race  as  provided  by  the  Book  of 
Discipline  (Par.  740),  composed  of  twelve  members,  the  majority  of  whom  shall  be 
represented  by  racial  and  ethnic  minority  persons  (740.2);  one  of  whom  shall  be  the 
chairperson,  nominated  by  the  Conference  Committee  on  Nominations  and  elected  by  the 
Annual  Conference. 

(b)  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Ethnic  Local  Church  Concerns  as  provided  by  the  Book 
of  Discipline  (Par.  726.5  (a))  amenable  to  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries,  composed 
of  five  laywomen,  five  laymen,  five  clergy,  of  whom  at  least  50  percent  shall  be  racial/ethnic 
minority  persons.  These,  including  the  chairperson,  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Annual  Confer- 
ence Committee  on  Nominations  and  elected  by  the  Annual  Conference. 

39.  There  shall  be  a Commission  on  the  Status  and  Role  of  Women,  as  provided  by  the 
Book  of  Discipline  (Par.  741)  with  the  following  members : one  representative  selected  from 
these  conference  groups  by  their  members  — The  Cabinet,  United  Methodist  Women,  the 
Conference  Board  of  Laity,  the  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race,  the  Board  of  Education, 
The  Board  of  Evangelism/ Worship,  The  Council  on  Youth  Ministry,  Young  Adult  Ministry, 
The  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry,  The  Conference  Staff,  plus  nine  district  representatives 
and  six  members  at  large,  one  of  whom  shall  be  the  chairperson,  nominated  by  the  Conference 
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Committee  on  Nominations  and  elected  by  the  Annual  Conference.  If  a district  representative 
moves  from  the  geographic  bounds  of  a district  he/she  shall  be  replaced  by  another  person 
from  that  district. 

40.  There  shall  be  a Commission  on  New  Congregational  Development  composed  of  nine 
(9)  members-at-large  nominated  by  the  Conference  Nominating  Committee  based  on  their 
expertise  in  the  area  of  congregational  development.  The  Conference  Nominating  Committee 
shall  nominate  one  of  the  nine  as  chairperson.  The  nine  members-at-large  shall  be  placed 
in  three  year  classes.  The  following  shall  serve  as  ex-officio  members  of  the  commission: 
a representative  from  the  cabinet,  a representative  from  the  Conference  Board  of  Missions, 
a member  of  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  program  staff,  a representative  from 
the  Conference  Commission  on  Equitable  Compensation,  and  the  Director  of  the  United 
Methodist  Foundation.  The  commission  shall  develop  standards  and  guidelines  for 
congregational  development  and  annually  establish  the  Conference  priority  (ies)  for  new 
congregational  development.  It  shall  administer  funds  made  available  to  the  Commission 
from  all  sources. 

41.  There  shall  be  a Commission  on  the  Small  Membership  Church  (Par.  742)  composed 
of  one  (1)  representative  from  each  district,  three  (3)  members-at-large  to  assure  inclusive- 
ness, and  a chairperson  nominated  by  the  Conference  Committee  on  Nominations,  a cabinet 
representative  and  a representative  from  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  staff. 

42.  There  shall  be  a conference  organization  of  United  Methodist  Women  as  provided  by 
the  Book  of  Discipline  (Par.  743). 

43.  There  shall  be  a Council  on  Youth  Ministry  as  provided  by  the  Book  of  Discipline  (Par. 
745)  organized  according  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Council  on  Youth  Ministry  as  ratified 
by  the  Conference  Council  on  Youth  Ministry. 

ADMINISTRATIVE  AGENCIES  OF  THE  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE 

44.  There  shall  be  a Board  of  Ordained  Ministry  as  provided  by  the  Book  of  Discipline  (Par. 

733) ,  composed  of  a sufficient  number  of  ministers  in  full  connection  deemed  necessary  by 
the  board  to  do  its  work  effectively,  with  due  recognition  of  disciplinary  guidelines  in  choosing 
its  members. 

45.  There  shall  be  a Board  of  Diaconal  Ministry  as  provided  by  the  Book  of  Discipline  (Par. 

734) ,  composed  of  at  least  nine  persons,  of  whom  at  least  two-thirds  shall  be  in  diaconal 
ministry  careers,  preferably  consecrated  diaconal  ministers,  and  of  whom  one  shall  be  from 
the  Board  of  Education,  one  from  the  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry  and  one  from  the  Board 
of  Higher  Education  and  Campus  Ministry,  the  President  of  the  Conference  Christian 
Educators  Fellowship  and  the  President  of  the  Fellowship  of  United  Methodists  in  Music, 
Worship  and  other  Arts  as  ex-officio. 

46.  There  shall  be  a Commission  on  Equitable  Compensation  as  provided  by  the  Book  of 
Discipline  (Par.  722),  composed  of  twelve  members,  six  laypersons  and  six  ministers,  at 
least  one  of  each  from  churches  with  fewer  than  200  members.  In  addition,  one  superintendent 
named  by  the  Cabinet  and  a staff  person  from  the  fiscal  office  shall  be  members. 

47.  (a)  There  shall  be  a Commission  on  Archives  and  History  as  provided  by  the  Book 
of  Discipline  (Par.  738),  composed  of  twelve  members,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a youth. 

(b)  The  chairperson,  vice  chairperson,  and  recording  secretary/financial  secretary,  shall 
be  elected  by  the  commission  to  fill  a term  of  four  years.  Ex  officio  members  shall  include 
the  nine  district  directors  of  Archives  and  History,  the  conference  archivist,  the  conference 
secretary,  a representative  from  the  cabinet,  a representative  of  the  conference  Board  of 
Trustees,  a member  of  the  Fiscal  Office  staff,  and  the  conference  historian  (to  be  designated 
by  the  commission.) 

(c)  There  shall  be  a Conference  Committee  on  Records  composed  of  the  presiding  bishop, 
the  secretary  of  the  cabinet,  the  registrar  of  the  Membership  and  Ordination  Section  of  the 
Board  of  Ordained  Ministry,  the  registrar  of  the  Board  of  Diaconal  Ministry,  the  chairperson 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  following  conference  officers:  secretary,  statistician/ 
treasurer,  editor  of  the  Journal,  executive  director  of  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries, 
chairperson  of  the  Commission  on  Archives  and  History,  historian,  custodian  of  the  Depository 
and/or  archivist.  The  conference  secretary  shall  be  the  chairperson  of  the  committee.  The 
committee  shall  elect  a vice-chairperson,  a secretary  and  treasurer  who,  along  with  the 
chairperson  and  archivist,  shall  serve  as  the  executive  committee.  The  Records  Committee 
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shall  operate  under  the  constitution  of  the  Commission  on  Archives  and  History. 

48.  There  shall  be  a Board  of  Pensions  and  Homes  for  Claimants  as  provided  by  the  Book 
of  Discipline  (Par.  737),  composed  of  eighteen  members  arranged  in  four-year  classes  to 
include  representatives  of  both  lay  and  clergy  of  both  sexes.  The  Joint  Committee  on  Disability 
shall  be  constituted  as  provided  by  the  Book  of  Discipline  (Par.  746). 

49.  There  shall  be  a Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Annual  Conference,  elected  as  indicated  in 
the  Book  of  Discipline  (Par.  2513). 

50.  There  shall  be  an  Assembly  Grounds  Commission,  constituted  as  authorized  by  a 
Corporation  Charter  from  the  State  of  Alabama,  record  of  which  can  be  found  in  the  1958 
Journal  of  this  Annual  Conference,  page  112,  and  all  amendments  thereto.  An  updated  copy 
of  the  Constitution  shall  be  printed  in  the  conference  Journal  at  the  beginning  of  each 
quadrennium. 

51.  There  shall  be  a Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  as  provided  by  the  Book  of 
Discipline  (Par.  709),  composed  of  eight  laical  and  five  ministerial  members. 

52.  There  shall  be  a Joint  Board  of  Communications/ Advocate  for  the  Alabama-West  Florida 
and  Birmingham  areas  to  be  composed  of  twelve  (12)  persons,  six  from  each  conference, 
so  far  as  possible  to  include  proper  representatives  of  both  lay  and  clergy  of  both  sexes, 
ethnic  minority  and  representatives  from  the  public  media.  Ex  officio  members  would  be 
the  two  Council  on  Ministries  Directors  and  Members  of  General  and  Jurisdictional 
Communications  Committees  or  Boards.  (Report  of  the  Committee  to  Study  the  Offices  of 
Communications  and  the  Advocate,  1980  Journal,  page  224,  number  3,  paragraph  5). 

53.  There  shall  be  a Board  of  Pastoral  Counseling,  Care  and  Training,  Inc.  for  the  Alabama- 
West  Florida  Conference  of  the  United  Methodist  Church  composed  of  representatives  as 
directed  in  the  by-laws  of  that  Board. 

54.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Joint  Concerns  to  address  matters  relating  to  the  Joint 
Board  of  Communications/Advocate  and  any  other  matters  relating  to  the  two  Episcopal 
areas. 

The  representatives  from  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  to  the  Committee  shall  be: 

(a)  a representative  of  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration. 

(b)  a representative  of  the  Bishop’s  Cabinet. 

(c)  two  representatives  of  the  Council  on  Ministries,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a member  of 
the  Budget  and  Coordinating  Committee  of  the  Council  on  Ministries. 

(d)  the  treasurer  of  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  shall  serve  as  ex-officio 
member. 

(e)  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  director  as  ex-officio. 

55.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Episcopacy  as  provided  by  the  Book  of  Discipline  (Par. 
735),  composed  as  there  described. 

56.  There  shall  be  an  Episcopal  Residence  Committee  as  provided  by  the  Book  of  Discipline 
(Par.  736.2),  composed  of  the  chairpersons  of  the  Committee  on  Episcopacy,  Council  on 
Finance  and  Administration,  and  Annual  Conference  Board  of  Trustees  and  two  at  large 
representatives.  At  least  two  of  whom  shall  be  women. 

57.  There  shall  be  a Ministerial  Committee  on  Investigation  as  provided  by  the  Book  of 
Discipline  (Par.  2625.3a),  which  shall  be  composed  of  seven  elders  in  full  connection,  and 
five  reserve  members  of  the  same  status. 

58.  There  shall  be  a Diaconal  Committee  on  Investigation  as  provided  by  the  Book  of 
Discipline  (Par.  2625.4)  which  shall  be  composed  of  three  (3)  diaconal  ministers  and  two 
(2)  alternates. 

59.  There  shall  be  an  Annual  Conference  Parsonage  Committee  whose  purpose  shall  be 
to  recommend  to  the  Conference  Board  of  Trustees  the  utilization  and  maintenance  of  housing 
for  clergy  persons  assigned  to  the  Conference  Headquarters.  This  committee  shall  be 
composed  of  the  chairperson  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  chairperson  of  the  Council  on 
Finance  and  Administration,  the  chairperson  of  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries,  one 
laywoman,  other  than  the  chairperson,  from  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  and 
the  Council  on  Ministries,  named  by  the  two  Councils;  the  following  members  without  vote: 
the  resident  bishop,  the  executive  director  of  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries,  and  the 
conference  treasurer. 

The  committee  shall  elect  a chairperson  and  secretary. 

60.  There  shall  be  a Joint  Review  Committee  as  provided  by  the  Book  of  Discipline  (Par. 
454.1(c)),  composed  as  described  therein.

VISION  2000.”  Bishop  Paul  A.  Duffey,  Retired  Bishop  of  the  United  Methodist  Church, 
preached  on  “With  Hands  Outstretched,”  using  the  Biblical  Lessons  from  Isaiah  43:8-18; 
Philippians  3:  7-15  (J.B.  Philips). 

A free-will  offering  was  taken  for  the  Conference  to  send  to  U.M.C.O.R.  for  relief  ministry 
in  Florida. 

Special  music  was  provided  by  the  Phenix  City  Area  United  Methodist  Churches  Choir, 
directed  by  Mr.  Rusty  Courson,  and  The  Covenant  Hand-Bell  Ringers  of  First  United 
Methodist  Church  of  Greenville,  Alabama. 

BUSINESS  SESSION 

OPENING  OF  CONFERENCE  - The  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  of  the  South- 
eastern Jurisdiction  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  convened  in  its  annual  session  (the 
165th  annual  session  since  the  organization  of  the  Alabama  Conference  of  The  Methodist 
Protestant  Church  and  the  165th  annual  session  since  the  organization  of  the  Alabama  Annual 
Conference  of  The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and  the  55th  annual  session  since  the 
unification  of  the  three  major  branches  of  The  Methodist  Church  and  the  25th  annual  session 
since  the  merger  with  the  Evangelical  United  Brethren  Church  to  form  the  United  Methodist 
Church  and  the  21st  annual  session  since  the  merger  with  the  Central  Alabama  Conference 
and  5th  annual  session  following  the  establishment  of  The  Alabama-West  Florida  Episcopal 
Area)  at  the  Delchamps  Center,  Huntingdon  College,  Montgomery,  Alabama,  on  June  6, 1993 
at  7:00  p.m.  with  Bishop  William  Morris  presiding. 

THE  OPENING  HYMN  — The  business  session  was  opened  with  the  singing  of  the 
traditional  hymn:  “AND  ARE  WE  YET  ALIVE.” 

PRAYER  — Bishop  William  Wesley  Morris  called  on  Mr.  Duane  Keck,  Conference  Lay 
Leader,  to  lead  the  Conference  in  prayer. 

PERSONAL  PRIVILEGE  — The  Reverend  Dr.  William  Pickard  asked  for  personal 
privilege  to  make  presentations  to  Bishop  William  Wesley  Morris.  Dr.  Pickard  asked  Mr. 
Duane  Keck,  Conference  Lay  Leader  and  The  Reverend  Dr.  J.  Lamar  Brown,  Chairperson 
of  the  Episcopal  Committee  to  join  him.  Dr.  Pickard  presented  Bishop  Morris  with  a copy 
of  the  book,  Set  Apart  To  Serve  and  a gavel  made  of  Philippine  mahogany  as  a symbol  of : 
1.  the  church  being  a world  parish;  2.  the  authority  of  the  office;  and  3.  as  a welcome  to 
Alabama-West  Florida  area. 

ORGANIZATION  OF  CONFERENCE  — Bishop  William  Wesley  Morris,  resident  Bishop 
of  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Area  of  The  United  Methodist  Church,  recognized  The  Reverend 
Mr.  Fred  Zeigler,  Jr.,  Conference  Secretary,  for  Enabling  Motions  to  organize  the  Conference. 

ELECTION  OF  ASSISTANT  SECRETARIES  - The  Reverend  W.  Thad  Chesser,  The 
Reverend  Neil  C.  Epler,  The  Reverend  Gorman  Houston,  III,  The  Reverend  Misty  Edwards, 
and  The  Reverend  Tonya  Elmore  were  nominated  as  assistant  secretaries  to  the  Conference. 
They  were  elected. 

BAR  OF  THE  CONFERENCE  — The  Reverend  Mr.  Fred  Zeigler,  Conference  Secretary, 
moved  that  the  Bar  of  the  Conference  be  the  area  inside  the  ropes  on  the  main  floor,  the 
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platform,  the  secretaries’  work  area,  except  the  rows  of  chairs  reserved  for  the  Bishops’ 
spouses,  the  District  Superintendents’  spouses,  and  their  guests.  That  during  the  periods 
when  a vote  is  being  taken,  the  area  to  the  right  of  the  presiding  officer  be  the  clergy  side 
for  voting.  It  was  approved. 

PRESENTATION  BY  NON-CONFERENCE  MEMBERS  - The  Reverend  Mr.  Fred 
Zeigler  moved  that  persons  who  are  not  Conference  members  representing  boards  and 
agencies  of  the  church,  such  as  listed  in  the  Conference  agenda,  be  given  the  privilege  of 
making  their  presentations.  Permission  was  granted. 

SPEECH  LIMITS  — The  Reverend  Mr.  Fred  Zeigler  moved  that  all  speeches  and 
arguments  made  from  the  floor  of  the  Conference  be  limited  to  three  minutes  and  that  the 
traffic  light  be  used  as  deemed  necessary  by  the  Conference  lay  leaders  to  signal  time.  It 
was  approved. 

CONFERENCE  REGISTRATION  - The  Reverend  Fred  Zeigler  moved  that  the  roll 
call  of  the  1993  Session  of  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  be  taken  from  the  registration 
of  the  delegates.  It  was  approved. 

ADOPTION  OF  AGENDA  — The  Reverend  Mr.  Don  Brill,  Calendar  Secretary  for  the 
Journal,  presented  the  printed  agenda  from  Pages  8-14  in  the  Brochure  of  Reports.  Change 
Bishop  Tullis  to  Bishop  Earl  Hunt.  It  was  approved. 

APPROVAL  OF  1992  JOURNAL  — The  Reverend  Mr.  Don  Brill,  Journal  editor,  moved 
the  approval  of  the  1992  Journal.  The  motion  was  seconded.  It  was  approved. 

STANDING  RULES  — Bishop  William  Wesley  Morris  asked  The  Reverend  Dr.  Syd  Lock, 
Chairperson,  Committee  on  Standing  Rules,  to  present  the  committee  report.  He  noted  the 
changes  listed  on  Pages  30  through  41,  plus  printed  sheet  from  packet.  These  are  to  be  on 
the  table  overnight. 

LAY  ORIENTATION  — The  Lay  Delegates  are  to  go  to  the  Flowers  Chapel  for  orientation 
by  the  Board  of  Laity. 

CLERGY  SESSION  — The  Clergy  Delegates  are  to  remain  in  the  Delchamps  Center 
for  the  clergy  session.  (Refer  to  the  minute  questions  for  the  questions  answered  at  the  clergy 
session.) 


SECOND  DAY  — MORNING  SESSION 

Montgomery,  Alabama 
June  7,  1993 

BIBLE  STUDY  — The  morning  session  of  the  second  day  opened  at  8:30  a.m.  in  the 
Delchamps  Center.  The  members  of  the  Conference  joined  in  the  singing  of  the  hymn,  “Great 
Is  Thy  Faithfulness.”  Dr.  Evelyn  Laycock  led  the  members  of  the  Conference  in  a Bible 
study  on  the  theme,  “Celebrate  God’s  Witness:  The  Kingdom  As  Lived  Reality.”  The 
Reverend  Mr.  Joe  Bullington,  Jr.  served  as  song  leader,  and  morning  prayers  were  offered 
by  Mr.  John  Favor. 

WELCOME  — Bishop  Morris  introduced  and  welcomed  Dr.  Wanda  Bigham,  the  new 
president  of  Huntingdon  College. 

Dr.  Bignam  welcomed  the  members  of  the  Conference  and  expressed  her  joy  in  being 
named  the  new  president  of  Huntingdon  College. 

COMMITTEE  ON  JOURNAL  — Bishop  Morris  recognized  Dr.  A1  Bruner,  Conference 
Committee  on  Journal.  Dr.  Bruner  reported  that  the  Committee  on  Journal  had  read  the 
minutes  of  Sunday,  June  6,  1993,  and  move  their  approval.  The  minutes  were  approved. 

CONSENT  AGENDA  — The  Reverend  Mr.  Don  Brill,  Calendar  Secretary,  moved  the 
adoption  of  the  Consent  Agenda.

Montgomery,  Alabama 
June  8,  1993 

The  Reverend  Joe  Bullington,  Jr.  opened  the  morning  session  by  leading  the  Conference 
in  a medley  of  hymns.  Miss  Samantha  Casey,  CCYM  president,  led  the  Conference  in  our 
morning  prayer.  Mrs.  Marjorie  Ann  Ellisor  served  as  Conference  organist. 

BIBLE  STUDY  — Dr.  Evelyn  Laycock  served  as  Bible  study  leader.  She  spoke  on  “The 
Witness  of  Love”  using  Matthew  25:31-46  as  the  scripture  text. 

Bishop  Morris  thanked  Dr.  Laycock.  He  presented  to  the  Conference  her  book  entitled 
“Awaking  the  Giant.”  Bishop  Morris  called  the  Conference  to  order. 

COMMITTEE  ON  JOURNAL  — Dr.  A1  Bruner  reported  that  the  Committee  on  Journal 
had  read  the  minutes  from  the  previous  day  and  asked  that  they  be  approved.  The  Conference 
voted  and  approved. 

COKESBURY  BOOKSTORE  REPRESENTATIVE  - Dr.  Walter  McKelvey,  Vice 
President  from  the  United  Methodist  Publishing  House  began  his  report  with  the  purpose 
of  the  Publishing  House.  He  stated  that  as  of  the  present  they  have  sold  over  2.5  million 
hymnals.  Dr.  McKelvey  presented  Bishop  Morris  a check  for  $11,285.00  for  pensions.  He  also 
presented  the  Bishop  a leather  Book  of  Worship.  Bishop  Morris  accepted  the  check  for  pensions 
and  the  personal  Book  of  Worship.  The  Conference  applauded. 

Dr.  Walter  McKelvey  asked  The  Reverend  Mr.  Steve  Warren  to  come  to  the  stage;  he 
was  presented  the  1992  Circuit  Rider  Finalist  Award.  The  Reverend  Warren  is  the  minister 
of  Westside  Church  in  Mobile,  Alabama.  The  Conference  applauded. 

ANNOUNCEMENTS  — The  Reverend  Fred  Zeigler  addressed  the  Conference.  He  called 
all  tellers  and  alternates  to  meet  behind  the  stage. 

UNITED  METHODIST  FOUNDATION  - Mr.  David  Crawford,  president  of  the  United 
Methodist  Foundation  gave  a glowing  report  of  how  the  foundation  is  reaching  its  goal.  They 
are  listed  as  one  of  the  top  10  foundations.  Mr.  Crawford  said  money  is  available  to  loan 
to  churches.  He  asked  the  Board  of  Directors  and  the  director  of  development  to  stand; 
conference  applauded.  He  asked  those  who  had  invited  the  development  fund  to  come  into 
their  church  to  stand;  applause  from  the  Conference.  He  recognized  Mrs.  Terri  Turner  for 
all  her  fine  work  and  sent  her  greetings.  Vote  was  called  for  approval  of  the  report  and 
nominations.  It  was  approved.  Mr.  Crawford  took  a personal  privilege  and  lifted  up  the  family 
of  Mrs.  Eloise  Martin,  wife  of  Mr.  Frank  Martin,  past  president  and  founder.  Mrs.  Martin 
died  Sunday  June  6,  1993. 

CONSTITUTIONAL  AMENDMENTS  — Bishop  Morris  explained  the  voting  procedures 
of  the  Conference.  The  Reverend  Fred  Zeigler  offered  additional  instructions.  He  also  asked 
that  we  extend  the  bar  of  the  Conference  to  include  the  sound  table.  It  was  approved. 
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QUESTION  — Mr.  Duane  Keck  asked  for  a definition  as  to  the  word  “status”  in 
Amendment  #1.  Bishop  Morris  responded  to  the  question  by  reading  a letter  from  the  authors 
of  the  amendment. 

QUESTION  — Mrs.  Vera  Moore  asked  a question  regarding  her  vote.  Reverend  Fred 
Zeigler  responded  that  neither  she,  nor  anyone,  needs  to  sit  in  a certain  district  area. 

Tellers  distributed  the  ballots. 

QUESTION  — The  Reverend  John  Bryan  asked  if  delegates  were  voting  on  every 
amendment.  Bishop  responded;  yes. 

QUESTION  — Mr.  Charles  Holston  asked  for  reconsideration  to  allow  everyone  to  vote 
on  the  amendments  one  at  a time.  Bishop  Morris  responded  — after  the  vote  was  completed 
then  they  could  vote  to  start  over. 

RECOGNIZED  — The  Reverend  Dr.  Langdon  Garrison  addressed  the  Conference.  He 
stated  that  the  amendments  were  in  the  Brochure  of  Reports  and  persons  had  plenty  of  time 
to  review  these;  so  he,  therefore,  spoke  against  reconsideration.  Bishop  Morris  called  for 
a vote.  The  Conference  voted  on  further  discussion;  it  did  not  pass.  The  vote  took  place  and 
the  tellers  collected  the  ballots  and  were  excused  to  count. 

QUESTION  — The  Reverend  Dr.  Oscar  Brooks  asked  for  the  proper  procedure  for  making 
a resolution.  Bishop  Morris  responded. 

BLACK  COLLEGE  FUND  — Mr.  Curtis  Henderson  gave  the  report  of  the  Black  College 
Fund.  He  then  introduced  Miss  Joy  McCoy,  a senior  at  Paine  College  in  Augusta,  Georgia. 
She  enlightened  the  Conference  as  to  the  black  colleges  that  are  affiliated  with  the  United 
Methodist  Church.  The  Bishop  called  for  a vote  to  accept  the  report.  It  was  approved. 

TASK  FORCE  STUDY  — Mr.  Curtis  Henderson  gave  the  report  on  the  task  force  study. 
He  discussed  the  election  process,  and  explained  the  makeup  and  the  purpose  of  this  task 
force.  Mr.  Henderson  introduced  the  members  of  the  task  force:  Mr.  Curtis  Henderson,  chair; 
The  Reverend  Joe  Lay;  Mr.  Billy  Joe  Rish;  The  Reverend  Daniel  Morris;  Mrs.  Mary  W. 
Prim  and  The  Reverend  Dr.  Frank  Hyles,  Jr.  He  asked  that  the  report  be  received  as 
information  only.  It  would  be  acted  on  more  fully  in  1994. 

MOTION  — Judge  Dale  Segrest  moved  to  have  the  report  referred  to  the  Standing  Rules 
Committee.  Mr.  Charles  Holston  seconded.  Judge  Segrest  spoke  in  favor  of  the  motion.  Curtis 
Henderson  responded.  The  Reverend  Fred  Zeigler  spoke  against  the  motion.  What  would 
it  do  to  the  task  force?  The  Reverend  Syd  Lock  spoke  against  the  motion.  Vote  was  called. 
It  did  not  pass. 

BOARD  OF  HIGHER  EDUCATION  AND  CAMPUS  MINISTRY  - The  Reverend  Dr. 
John  Ed  Mathison  presented  the  report  on  Higher  Education.  He  welcomed  the  new  President 
of  Huntingdon  College,  Dr.  Wanda  Bigham.  She  gave  a wonderful  report  of  her  impressions, 
and  also  told  what  several  professionals  thought  of  Huntingdon.  Dr.  Bigham  highlighted 
several  items  in  the  report  in  the  Brochure  of  Reports.  Upon  conclusion,  she  received  a 
standing  ovation. 

The  Reverend  Dr.  John  Ed  Mathison  introduced  Dr.  Bob  Wingard  from  Birmingham-

WHEREAS,  St.  Francis  Street  United  Methodist  Church  has  been  serving  Christ  at  the 
same  location  for  more  than  one  hundred  and  fifty-two  years.  Christ  calls  a church  to  go 
into  all  the  world  with  the  Good  News  and  to  make  disciples.  The  Congregation  of  St.  Francis 
Street  United  Methodist  Church  has  steadily  declined,  despite  exhaustive  efforts  on  the  part 
of  its  membership,  so  as  to  make  it  both  physically  and  financially  unable  to  continue  to 
fulfill  its  designated  mission  to  Christ  and  to  the  people  of  the  City  of  Mobile,  AND 
WHEREAS,  the  Charge  Conference  of  St.  Francis  Street  United  Methodist  Church 
meeting  in  a duly  called  session  on  March  24,  1993,  voted  in  a majority  to  discontinue  as 
a congregation  under  Paragraph  2549  of  The  Book  of  Discipline , 1992,  AND 
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WHEREAS,  the  Charge  Conference  of  the  St.  Francis  Street  United  Methodist  Church 
meeting  in  a duly  called  session  on  May  30,  1993,  voted  in  a majority  to  request  that  The 
Methodist  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension,  Inc.,  of  the  Mobile  District,  a religious 
corporation,  which  is  the  District  Union  for  the  Mobile  District,  accept  all  title  to  all  church 
property,  real,  personal,  and  mixed,  contents,  cash  and  securities,  AND 

WHEREAS,  the  Charge  Conference  requested  that  memberships  not  transferred  from 
St.  Francis  Street  United  Methodist  Church  by  June  13, 1993,  be  accounted  for  by  the  District 
Superintendent  and  his  staff  until  December  31, 1993,  after  which  time  all  memberships  not 
Transferred  will  be  placed  in  a United  Methodist  Church  geographically  nearest  to  a 
member’s  residence,  AND 

WHEREAS,  Edwin  R.  Sells,  District  Superintendent  of  the  Mobile  District  has  recom- 
mended that  the  St.  Francis  Street  United  Methodist  Church  be  discontinued,  the  Bishop 
of  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  and  a majority  of  the  District  Superintendents 
thereof  have  consented  to  the  discontinuance,  AND 

WHEREAS,  the  Mobile  District  Board  of  Church  Location  and  Building  has  consented 
to  the  discontinuance  of  St.  Francis  Street  United  Methodist  Church;

Mrs.  Doyle  introduced  The  Reverend  Mr.  Tom  Sowell.  He  addressed  the  conference 
concerning  the  Conference  Golden  Cross  Program.  He  asked  that  we  continue  to  give  on 
Golden  Cross  Sunday. 
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Mrs.  Doyle  asked  that  the  nomination  for  the  Health  and  Welfare  Ministries  be  approved 
and  that  Tom  Sowell  be  elected.  The  conference  voted  and  it  passed. 

ADVOCATE  — The  Reverend  Mr.  Walter  Albritton  asked  the  board  members  to  stand. 
He  asked  Mr.  Charles  Rountree  to  come  to  the  stage.  The  conference  applauded  Mr.  Rountree 
for  his  fine  work  as  Editor /Director.  Rev.  Albritton  asked  to  suspend  the  rules  to  consider 
their  resolution.  The  rules  were  suspended  and  the  resolution  was  presented.  He  said  the 
subscriptions  jointly  are  about  5,500-5,600  — 2,700  for  Alabama-West  Florida.

The  Reverend  Mr.  Dick  Sigler  called  for  the  question,  second,  the  vote  was  taken.  The 
resolution  passed. 

COMMISSION  ON  ARCHIVES  AND  HISTORY  - The  Reverend  Dr.  Charles  Britt 
addressed  the  conference.  Rev.  Dr.  Britt  introduced  The  Reverend  Mr.  Joe  Curtis.  Rev.  Curtis 
addressed  the  conference  as  the  newly  appointed  conference  historian. 

Mrs.  Julia  Norton  presented  awards  and  recognition  to  the  churches  for  good  history 
records  kept.  Mrs.  Helen  Wilkes  from  Forrest  Hills  accepted  the  award.  The  Church  Heritage 
award  went  to  the  Seale  church.  They  received  this  award  after  celebrating  their  150th 
anniversary  on  December  6,  1992.  Receiving  the  award  on  behalf  of  the  church  was  Mrs. 
Martha  Teal,  church  historian. 

CONFERENCE  TREASURER  & STATISTICIAN  REPORT  - The  Reverend  Mr.  Gerald 
Maddox  gave  his  report  on  the  statistics  of  the  church. 

Mr.  Ken  Horn  addressed  the  conference  on  behalf  of  the  Society  of  St.  Andrew,  a mission 
organization. 

Bishop  Morris  announced  that  the  ballots  had  been  counted  and  all  the  constitutional 
amendments  passed  except  number  1.  He  explained  their  passing  or  defeat.  Report  was  voted 
and  passed  by  the  conference. 

ANNOUNCEMENTS  — The  Reverend  Mr.  Fred  Zeigler  announced  that  Seale  had 
celebrated  their  150th  anniversary.  He  also  said  that  all  Huntingdon  College  alumni  are  invited 
to  the  large  private  dining  room  on  Wednesday  at  7:00  a.m.  for  breakfast. 

Bishop  Morris  announced  there  are  998  persons  at  conference  — 544  clergy,  454  laity. 

Bishop  Morris  asked  The  Reverend  Dr.  Addie  June  Hall  to  give  the  closing  prayer  for 
the  afternoon  session.

Clyde  Mahaffey,  Vice-President  of  the  Council  introduced  The  Reverend  Mr.  Glen  Martin, 
Associate  Administrative  Director.  He  addressed  the  Conference  concerning  the  work  of 
the  Council.  The  Conference  applauded.  Mr.  Clyde  Mahaffey  addressed  the  Conference 
concerning  upcoming  events  and  programs  at  Lake  Junaluska.  The  Conference  applauded. 
The  report  was  approved. 

CONFERENCE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES  — The  Reverend  Mr.  Don  Fuller.  Chairperson 
of  the  Board,  presented  the  report  to  the  Conference.

Mr.  Michael  Owenby  led  the  Conference 
in  singing  the  hymn  “0  God,  Our  Help  In  Ages  Past.”  Mrs.  Marjorie  Ann  Ellisor  accompanied 
on  the  organ  and  Mr.  Dale  Daniels  accompanied  on  the  piano.  After  an  affirmation  of  faith, 
Mr.  Jimmy  Scruggs  led  the  Conference  in  prayer.

Reports  of  Boards  and  Agencies 

BOARD  OF  ORDAINED  MINISTRY 

Report  No.  1 

Because  this  has  been  the  first  year  of  a new  quadrennium,  the  1992-93  Board  of  Ordained 
Ministry  has  new  officers  and  a large  number  of  new  members.  This  has  been  a year  of 
training  for  Board  leadership,  becoming  familiar  with  new  legislation,  and  orientation  for 
new  Board  members.  The  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry  operates  with  three  principal  sections 

— Membership  and  Ordination,  Local  Pastors,  and  Conference  Relations  — to  fulfill  its  duties 
in  those  primary  areas.  It  also  has  a large  number  of  committees  — Loans  and  Scholarships, 
Continuing  Education,  Recruitment,  etc.,  all  toward  the  end  of  providing  competent  and 
committed  clergy  for  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference. 

One  concern  of  the  Board  is  the  recognition  that  this  quadrennium  will  see  the  largest 
number  of  retirees  in  the  Conference’s  history.  Sixty-nine  ministers  will  reach  retirement 
age  between  1993-1996.  The  resultant  shortfall  of  trained  ministers  makes  recruitment  a Board 
priority.  I am  happy  to  report  that  progress  is  being  made  in  this  area.  Exploration  ’92, 
November  13-15,  in  Louisville,  Kentucky,  had  as  its  theme,  “How  Is  God  Calling  You?”  There 
were  750  youth  and  young  adults  at  the  conference,  20  from  Alabama-West  Florida  and  all 
20  came  forward  to  make  commitments  to  diaconal  or  ordained  ministry.  On  January  22-23, 
our  Conference  held  the  Convocation  on  Call  to  Ministry  at  Blue  Lake.  Thirty-five  persons 
were  present  and  twenty  made  decisions  for  ministry.  Reverend  Randy  Woodham  is  to  be 
commended  for  his  leadership  in  the  Board’s  efforts  to  find  outstanding  young  people  God 
is  calling,  and  Diane  Lothrop  has  given  excellent  guidance  from  the  Conference  Office.  Our 
Board’s  commitment  is  not  only  to  provide  additional  numbers  of  clergy,  but  more  able  ones 

— not  just  quantity,  but  quality. 

A corollary  concern  to  recruitment  is  the  Ministerial  Education  Fund.  Those  who  are 
called  must  also  be  trained,  and  the  cost  of  a seminary  education  means  that  many  of  our 
graduates  leave  school  owing  20-30  thousand  dollars  for  their  schooling.  It  is  vital  that  churches 
pay  this  apportionment  which  is  used  to  provide  scholarships  and  loans.  I am  pleased  to 
report  Alabama-West  Florida  paid  73.5%  of  the  apportionment  in  1992,  an  improvement  of 
3.9%  over  1991.  This  apportionment  is  an  investment  in  effective  ministerial  leadership. 

The  1992  Discipline  mandates  two  (or  more)  lay  members  of  the  Board  of  Ordained 
Ministry.  We  are  pleased  to  have  James  Carroll  and  Marcia  Clayton,  lay  observers  of  the 
Board  for  1988-1992,  as  voting  members  for  1992-1996. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Reverend  Lynn  Nesbitt  the  handbook,  “So  You  Want  To  Be  a 
United  Methodist  Minister,”  has  been  revised.  This  handbook  gives  all  necessary  information 
for  the  entire  process  from  inquiring  candidate  to  full  connection. 

Ordained  ministry  requires  the  call  of  God  and  necessary  gifts  for  ministry.  The  goal 
of  the  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry  is  to  verify  and  enhance  in  candidates  both  call  and 
competence,  for  unless  both  these  qualities  are  present,  the  church  will  not  have  the  leadership 
it  needs  into  the  21st  century.

BOARD  OF  DIACONAL  MINISTRY 

Because  of  the  excellent  leadership  provided  by  the  previous  quadrennium's  Board  of 
Diaconal  Ministry,  this  first  year  for  the  new  board  has  been  a productive  time  as  we  carry 
on  the  various  responsibilities  of  the  board.  Our  sincere  gratitude  is  expressed  to  those  who 
have  served  in  the  past  and  we  appreciate  those  who  are  now  assisting  the  board  in 
accomplishing  its  tasks. 

The  responsibilities  of  the  Board  of  Diaconal  Ministry  include  recruitment  interviewing, 
supporting  and  enabling  all  diaconal  ministers  within  our  conference  and  overseeing  the 
certification  and  re-certification  process  for  persons  certified  in  Christian  Education.  Music: 
Youth  Ministry  and  Evangelism.  The  board  also  provides  mentors  for  each  official  diaconal 
candidate  to  help  them  throughout  the  candidacy  process.  In  addition,  the  board  prepares 
and  communicates  the  guidelines  for  continuing  education  credits  which  are  required  of  all 
Diaconal  Ministers.

(2)  becoming  more  effective  advocates  for  diaconal  ministry  and  the  benefits  to  the 
United  Methodist  Church  this  vital  form  of  representative  ministry  can  bring: 

(3)  enhancing  forms  of  recruitment,  especially  in  smaller  membership  churches  where 
a diaconal  minister  is  less  likely  to  be  employed; 

(4)  providing  up-to-date  input  to  the  Council  of  Bishops  v through  Bishop  Morris 
regarding  our  thoughts  and  reactions  to  ideas  and  concepts  being  considered  by 
the  committee  to  study  forms  of  ministry  for  the  UMC : 

(5)  continue  to  strengthen  and  enrich  the  concept  of  "team  ministry-"  with  ordained 
persons  through  informal  gatherings  and  joint  educational  events. 

The  Board  of  Diaconal  Ministry-  has  again  participated  in  the  "Convocation  on  God’s 
Call  To  Ministry-’’  held  at  Blue  Lake.  This  unique  recruitment  and  information-sharing  event 
has  helped  many  persons  discover  and  explore  their  own  call  to  ministry-  and  the  form  of 
representative  ministry-  that  call  may  take.  Another  helpful  event  attended  by  several  diaconal 
board  members  was  the  Southeastern  Jurisdictional  Training  for  Conference  Boards  of 
Diaconal  Ministry  held  in  December  of  1992.  These  kinds  of  events  help  our  board  be  more 
effective  in  its  work. 

The  Board  of  Diaconal  Ministry  stands  ready  to  do  anything  and  everything  it  can  to 
spread  the  Kingdom  of  God  in  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference.  With  continuation  of 
the  conference-wide  support  we  have  enjoyed  in  the  past,  we  look  forward  to  serving  the 
United  Methodist  Church  even  more  effectively  in  the  years  to  come.

The  purpose  of  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  (CCOM)  is  to  coordinate  the  plans 
and  activities  of  the  program  agencies  of  the  Annual  Conference.  The  year  began  with  a 
very  effective  Planning  Retreat  for  the  members  of  the  boards  and  commissions.  We  express 
appreciation  to  the  members  who  have  served  faithfully  during  the  past  quadrennium,  and 
we  welcome  the  new  members  as  we  begin  the  1993-1996  quadrennium. 

We  welcome  our  new  episcopal  leader,  Bishop  William  W.  Morris.  He  is  already  very 
much  involved  with  the  council,  and  we  express  appreciation  for  his  leadership  and  his  warm 
spirit. 

The  following  officers  completed  a two-year  term  in  1992:  Mrs.  Edna  L.  Williams, 
Chairperson;  Dr.  Lawson  Bryan,  Vice-Chairperson;  the  Reverend  Charles  M.  Langford, 
Secretary.  We  say  a great  big  “Thank  You”  for  their  excellent  leadership. 

We  are  fortunate  to  have  an  outstanding  CCOM  Program  Staff  and  efficient  workers 
on  the  Support  Staff.  There  has  been  one  change  in  the  Support  Staff  during  the  past  year. 
We  express  appreciation  for  the  service  of  Mrs.  Karen  Culverhouse,  who  left  the  support 
staff  when  her  family  moved  from  the  Andalusia  area.  The  vacated  position  is  now  filled 
by  a former  employee,  Mrs.  Debbie  Stanley,  and  we  warmly  welcome  her  back  to  the  CCOM 
Support  Staff. 

The  major  emphasis  in  which  the  Council  is  presently  involved  is  Vision  2000.  Our  staff 
has  worked  with  the  Conference  Vision  2000  Task  Force  from  the  inception  of  this  new 
approach  to  ministry.  We  have  had  two  extremely  successful  Conference-wide  events,  the 
Launch  Event  on  October  31, 1992,  and  the  Intensive  Training  Workshops  on  February  20, 
1993.  Each  session  was  attended  by  some  2,500  persons  from  across  the  Conference.  Much 
of  the  preliminary  work  for  these  events  was  done  by  the  Program  Staff.  Each  district  has 
a Vision  2000  Committee,  and  approximately  85%  of  the  local  churches  have  a Vision  2000 
Committee  in  place. 

Intensive  Training  Events  for  1994  are  scheduled  in  Pensacola  (Saturday,  February  12, 
1994)  and  Montgomery  (Saturday,  February  19, 1994).  A third  Intensive  Training  Event  will 
be  held  in  Dothan  (Sunday,  February  20,  1994). 

New  congregational  development  continues  to  be  a priority  for  the  Council.  The  Reverend 
Norman  Carr  and  his  committee  are  giving  superb  direction  to  this  work.  The  CCOM  continues 
to  give  its  full  support  to  the  Vision  For  the  21st  Century  campaign  to  increase  the  funding 
for  new  congregations.  Individuals,  churches,  Sunday  School  classes  or  other  groups  are 
encouraged  to  make  a pledge  to  this  most  worthy  cause. 

The  Council  Staff  coordinates  the  dates  and  events  planned  by  the  program  boards, 
commissions  and  committees  at  the  Planning  Retreat.  The  calendar  for  the  year  is  approved 
by  CCOM.  The  date  of  any  event  scheduled  by  a program  agency  must  be  submitted  to  the 
CCOM  for  approval. 

Your  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  continues  to  give  its  full  endorsement  to  Vision 
2000  as  the  primary  emphasis  for  the  next  quadrennium  and  asks  the  annual  conference 
to  continue  to  give  its  strong  support  to  this  exciting  approach  to  ministry.

Except  for  the  ice  and  snow  weekend,  March  13  and  14, 
attendance  in  all  the  churches  over  the  first  seven  Sundays  increased  by  an  average 
of  140. 

(2)  During  the  third  week  in  August  1992,  a series  of  workshops  for  preachers  was  held 
in  Evergreen,  Florala,  and  Frisco  City.  The  workshops  were  led  by  Frank  and  Martha 
Hyles  on  (1)  “The  Critical  Importance  of  Pastoral  Visitation”  and  (2)  “Correcting 
Common  Errors  in  Spoken  English.” 

(3)  The  District  Conference  was  held  on  Sunday,  October  18,  3:30  P.M.,  First  United 
Methodist  Church,  Monroeville,  Alabama.  Delegates  and  attenders  welcomed  our  new 
episcopal  family,  Bishop  and  Mrs.  William  Wesley  Morris  and  their  son,  Mark  Morris, 
in  a service  of  investiture  and  celebration. 

(4)  Work  was  completed  on  repairing /remodeling  the  fire-damaged  home  of  Mrs. 
Horatio  Matthews  in  Evergreen,  Alabama.  Numerous  work  teams,  some  from  other 
districts  — including  one  from  the  Children’s  Home  in  Selma,  participated  in  this  project. 

(5)  A series  of  work  teams  from  district  churches  is  involved  in  repairing  the  home  of 
a member  of  the  Coley  Chapel  United  Methodist  Church.  The  home  has  been  willed  to 
the  Annual  Conference. 

(6)  The  District  Super  Sunday  was  held  at  the  Crestview  United  Methodist  Church  on 
Sunday,  January  24, 3:30-6:00  P.M.  Classes  were  held  on  (1)  Stewardship  in  the  Local 
Church  (Leader  — Ed  Chandler) ; (2)  The  PPR  Committee  (Leader  — Frank  Hyles) ; 
(3)  Introducing  the  New  Book  of  Worship  (Leaders  — Bob  Crumbley  and  Pam  Huff) ; 
and  (4)  Reaching  Children  through  the  Small  Membership  Church  School  (Leader 
— Diane  Lothrop).  The  Rev.  Dr.  Karl  Stegall,  pastor  of  the  First  United  Methodist 
Church,  Montgomery,  Alabama,  was  the  preacher  during  the  worship  hour.  The  Chancel 
Choir  of  Crestview,  First,  directed  by  Jerry  Padgett,  presented  choral  music. 

(7)  The  District  Council  on  Ministries  hosted  Dr.  Mark  Ledbetter  and  planned  with  him 
possible  continuing  education  settings  in  which  he  and  others  from  Huntingdon  College 
would  lead  district  ministers  in  study. 

(8)  Four  sub-district  Mission  Celebrations  were  held  on  March  1,  2, 15,  and  16  in  the  St. 
Mark,  Crestview;  Samson;  Bermuda;  and  McKenzie  United  Methodist  Churches.  The 
preacher  for  each  evening  was  the  Rev.  Bill  Davis,  pastor  of  the  Excel  and  Megargel 
United  Methodist  Churches  and  a former  missionary  (28  years)  with  the  Board  of  Global 
Ministries,  serving  with  his  wife  for  more  than  20  years  in  Zaire.  Also  participating 
in  leading  the  Celebrations  was  the  Rev.  Donald  Brill,  Conference  Missionary  Secretary, 
who  awarded  recognition  certificates  and  spoke  concerning  our  Conference’s  program 
of  mission  outreach. 

(9)  During  the  District  Preachers’  Meeting  in  the  Elba  United  Methodist  Church  on 
Saturday,  May  22,  Bishop  William  Morris,  Dr.  Bill  Calhoun,  and  Rev.  Donald  Brill  led 
those  attending  in  considering  the  vital  importance  of  supporting  the  benevolence 
program  of  the  United  Methodist  Church. 

Plans  are  being  made  for: 

(1)  An  effective  lay  program  involving  a Lay  Council  and  regular  meetings  of  the  laity 
for  inspiration,  education,  and  missional  activities. 

(2)  Continuing  Spiritual  Renewal  Settings  for  ministers  and  lay  persons  on  a regular  basis. 

(3)  Continuing  Education  Events  led  and/or  coordinated  by  Dr.  Mark  Ledbetter  of 
Huntingdon  College. 

(4)  Additional  work  teams  for  local  and  foreign  missions  projects. 
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(5)  .An  investigation  of  local  churches  and  parsonages  where  work  teams  might  be  effective 
in  making  needed  repairs  and  improvements. 

DEMOPOLIS  DISTRICT 

Our  District  had  an  active  year  in  the  area  of  Christian  Missions.  Churches  in  the  District 
shared  the  expenses  of  a Volunteer  in  ^fissions  team  of  college  students  from  the  Livingston 
Wesley  Foundation  who  went  to  Costa  Rica.  This  work  team  also  went  to  Louisiana  to  help 
in  the  aftermath  of  Hurricane  Andrew  and  to  Pensacola  to  work  with  Habitat  for  Humanity. 
The  District  adopted  the  following  list  of  missions  to  be  supported  by  each  church  in  the 
District: 

World:  Costa  Rica  — New  Church  Buildings 

National:  Tim  and  Carol  Crawford  — Henderson  Settlement 

Conference:  Livingston  Wesley  Foundation 

UMCOR:  Hunger  Project  through  Heifer  Project  International 

The  District  has  actively  supported  the  VISION  2000  program.  Each  church  was 
encouraged  to  participate  in  the  training  events  and  the  District  was  well  represented.  The 
District  added  an  emphasis  to  Sunday  School  attendance  with  the  spring  attendance 
campaign.  Two  training  sessions  were  held  for  pastors  to  help  them  plan  and  implement 
a successful  attendance  campaign  in  their  local  church.  Two  churches  were  nominated  to 
participate  in  the  Growth  Plus  program  and  there  were  also  nominations  for  pastors  to  become 
Growth  Plus  consultants. 

Our  new  Bishop.  Bishop  Morris,  and  his  wife  were  in  our  District  for  our  District 
Conference.  Bishop  Morris  preached  during  the  worship  sendee.  A reception  was  held  for 
them  after  the  service,  giving  persons  in  our  District  a chance  to  greet  and  meet  them. 

Our  District  continues  to  work  on  a sense  of  connection.  In  some  areas,  churches  are 
joining  together  for  special  worship  and  preaching  services.  The  District  COM  is  encouraging 
this  and  hopes  to  have  all  churches  in  the  District  participating  in  joint  singing  and  preaching 
services  several  times  a year. 

Our  future  plans  include:  Inviting  A1  Bruner  to  do  a profile  and  study  of  the  District; 
Hold  a Super  Sunday  Training  event  in  January;  Send  several  pastors  to  the  Hinton  Rural 
Life  Center  for  training;  Plan  a Mission  Saturation  event;  and  Continuing  Education  events 
in  the  areas  of  managerial  skills  and  pastoral  counseling. 

DOTHAN  DISTRICT 

1992  has  shown  itself  to  be  a year  in  which  the  Dothan  District  has  reached  out  further 
than  the  boundaries  of  its  District  or  Conference  to  show  its  warm  and  loving  Christian  spirit 
with  helping  fellow  man  in  times  of  need.  In  August,  1992,  when  Hurricane  Andrew  ripped 
through  Florida  and  parts  of  Louisiana  leaving  a trail  of  destruction  along  the  Gulf  of  Mexico, 
time  was  of  the  essence  in  helping  the  stranded  hurricane  victims  with  food  and  clothing. 
The  DCOM  quickly  responded.  Dr.  Robert  McKibben,  Pastor  of  Tabernacle  UMC  and  Family 
Ministries  Representative  on  the  DCOM,  coordinated  the  District’s  Relief  Efforts.  Johnny 
and  Janice  Baker,  members  of  Tabernacle  UMC  and  owners  of  Circle  City  Transport,  Inc. 
(a  trucking  firm  in  Dothan,  ALj,  donated  two  trucks  and  drivers  to  deliver  supplies  to 
hurricane  victims.  Collection  points  were  set  up  at  Dothan  FUMC,  Headland  UMC,  Ashford 
UMC,  Heritage  UMC  in  Enterprise,  Westview  Heights  UMC  in  Ozark,  and  Tabernacle  UMC 
in  Dothan.  Television  and  newspapers  advertised  the  campaign.  Signs-To-Go  donated  banners 
which  were  attached  to  the  trucks  advertising  the  District’s  response  to  the  hurricane  victims. 
In  less  than  a week,  approximately  28,000  lbs.  of  supplies  were  collected  and  delivered  to 
Florida  and  Louisiana.  The  success  of  this  relief  effort  was  attributed  to  the  loving  and  caring 
spirit  of  the  Dothan  District  United  Methodists  to  help  those  in  need  and  to  the  other 
denominations  who  not  only  contributed  relief  supplies,  but  gave  of  their  time  and  help,  as 
well,  in  a combined  effort  to  respond  to  the  hurricane  victims’  call  for  assistance. 

The  joy  and  warmth  felt  from  helping  those  in  time  of  great  need  seemed  to  surge  in 
the  blood  of  the  District  and  hence  the  Habitat  for  Humanity  house  project  presented  by 
Covenant  United  Methodist  Church  was  unanimously  approved.  The  churches  and  laity  of 
the  District  have  joined  together  to  fund  and  construct  a house  for  a needy  family  to  be  built 
in  1993.  The  project,  coordinated  through  the  Wiregrass  Habitat  for  Humanity  and  which 
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is  part  of  an  International  Christian  Ministry  dedicated  to  eliminating  poverty  housing,  will 
enable  one  of  God’s  families  in  need  to  help  themselves.  The  Mission  Committee  at  Covenant 
United  Methodist  Church,  which  was  instrumental  in  coming  up  with  this  idea,  has  pledged 
to  raise  half  of  the  money  needed  to  fund  this  project.  The  Dothan  District  is  raising  the 
other  half.  Construction  is  now  set  to  begin  May  15,  1993. 

With  so  many  exciting  things  happening,  we  cannot  forget  to  mention  the  “Celebrate 
Life  Crusade”  which  was  held  April  5-8th  at  the  First  United  Methodist  Church  in  Dothan 
and  featured  the  popularly  celebrated  guest  speaker,  Dr.  Eddie  Fox.  Such  revivals  having 
begun  in  1990,  the  DCOM  established  a standard  of  having  a District-wide  revival  every  other 
year.  Being  very  well  attended  and  supported  by  District  clergy  and  laity,  1992  marks  the 
second  of  such  revivals. 

How  proud  we  are  to  be  United  Methodists  and  be  here  in  the  Dothan  District.  Under 
the  leadership  of  what  we  consider  an  exceptional  District  Superintendent,  Dr.  J.  Walter 
Ellisor,  the  District  has  excelled  beyond  other  Districts  in  participating  in  the  AWFC  Vision 
2000  program.  Numerically  and  percentage-wise,  the  Dothan  District  has  had  the  most  in 
attendance  at  the  two  Vision  2000  Events  held  in  Montgomery. 

With  so  much  enthusiasm  in  what  we  have  been  able  to  accomplish  in  1992,  the  Dothan 
District  has  many  new  projects  on  the  horizon.  A Sunday  School  Saturday  Training  Event 
is  planned  for  February,  1993;  a Fun  Day  at  Landmark  Park  is  planned  for  the  Spring  of 
1993  ; another  District  Revival  is  planned  for  April,  1994;  and  a Missions  Saturation  Weekend 
will  be  held  in  October,  1994. 

So  it  is  with  great  pride  and  enthusiasm  that  the  Dothan  District  Council  on  Ministries 
submits  this  report  for  the  1992  year.

MARIANNA/PANAMA  CITY  DISTRICT 

During  the  past  year,  our  Council  on  Ministries  has  been  very  active.  Among  the  things 
done  in  the  District  were  the  following: 

We  have  given  support  to  the  new  churches  at  Emmaus  and  Bayou  George  and  the 
beginning  of  services  in  the  Santa  Rosa/San  Destin  area. 

The  Lay  Speaking  Program  continues  to  grow.  A beginning  lay  speaker  training  event 
was  held  at  Williams  Memorial,  and  the  beginning  and  advance  sessions  at  Blue  Lake  were 
promoted. 

The  United  Methodist  Women  continue  their  good  work.  They  held  a spiritual  retreat 
within  the  District  and  worked  with  the  Conference  programs. 

Recently,  a fine  youth  rally  and  retreat  was  held  in  the  Panama  City  area. 

A very  fine  Super  Sunday  training  event  took  place  in  January.  It  was  held  at  First  Church 
Panama  City  and  was  well  attended. 

The  Bishop  has  been  in  the  District  several  times  from  the  beginning  reception,  to  the 
fall  District  Conference,  to  Super  Sunday,  to  consecrating  the  two  new  churches,  and  to 
preaching  in  several  of  the  churches. 

A Spiritual  Day  Apart  was  recently  enjoyed  as  a part  of  the  Vision  2000  emphasis.  Rev. 
Carl  Coullette  gave  effective  leadership  to  that  helpful  event.  Most  of  the  churches  of  the 
District  are  participating  in  Vision  2000. 

We  rejoice  in  increased  membership  in  the  churches  of  the  District.  For  five  of  the  last 
six  years,  there  has  been  a good  increase. 

Finally,  we  are  happy  to  have  five  people  becoming  Full-Time  Local  Pastors  and  others 
entering  candidacy  during  the  year. 

MONTGOMERY  DISTRICT 

The  Montgomery  District  Council  on  Ministries  began  1992  with  each  ministry  repre- 
sentative focusing  on  the  major  objectives  each  wished  to  accomplish  during  the  year.  The 
council  developed  a total  of  48  objectives  to  work  on  during  the  year.  These  objectives  ranged 
from  informing  and  promoting  the  training  events  at  Blue  Lake  to  increasing  our  district 
contributions  to  the  Methodist  Children’s  Home  by  10  percent  over  the  previous  year.  All 
the  objectives  were  reasonable  and  obtainable,  and  each  ministry  area  representative  has 
been  working  diligently  on  these  during  the  year. 
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The  Annual  District  Conference  was  held  on  November  15, 1992,  at  Dexter  Avenue  UMC. 
Over  250  persons  attended  and  our  Bishop,  William  Morris,  preached  the  sermon. 

Much  of  the  work  of  the  Council  on  Ministries  (COM)  for  this  year  has  been  centered 
around  the  Conference-wide  Vision  2000  emphasis  for  the  quadrennium.  The  Montgomery 
District  got  a head  start  on  Vision  2000  by  conducting  a district  rally  on  August  31, 1992,  at 
Dalraida  UMC  with  over  250  attending.  The  Vision  2000  concept  was  presented  by  Bill  Calhoun 
and  Rudy  Heintzelman.  Bishop  Morris  brought  greetings  to  the  gathering  and  gave  his 
enthusiastic  support  of  the  Vision  2000  focus.  Our  district  also  had  a large  representation 
at  the  October  31, 1992,  launch  event  at  Frazer  Memorial  UMC,  as  well  as  the  February  20, 
1993,  training  event  also  held  at  Frazer  Memorial.  The  district  is  also  participating  in  the 
Conference  Attendance  Campaign. 

In  keeping  with  the  Vision  2000  emphasis,  and  to  provide  continuity,  the  Montgomery 
District  launched  a new  approach  to  the  annual  training  event,  “Super  Sunday,”  for  1993. 
It  was  held  on  January  10,  1993,  at  Frazer  Memorial  UMC.  The  theme  of  the  training  was 
“Keeping  the  Main  Thing  the  Main  Thing,”  and  the  schedule  consisted  of  eight  informational 
and  inspirational  modules  designed  to  enable  each  church  to  plan  for  and  implement  growth 
within  their  congregation.  Topics  compatible  with  the  Vision  2000  emphasis  consisted  of 
Stewardship,  Evangelism,  Education,  Creative  Needs/Support  Groups,  Missions,  The  Vision, 
Worship,  Volunteers,  and  Spiritual  Gifts.  A Ministry  Fair  was  displayed  before  and  after 
the  conference  to  highlight  each  COM  ministry  area.  Tables  were  set  up  with  displays,  maps, 
materials,  and  other  pertinent  information.  Each  COM  member  received  the  information 
they  needed  for  their  area  of  responsibility. 

The  Vision  2000  focus  has  been  a strong,  cohesive  one,  not  only  for  the  conference,  but 
for  our  district.  The  district  Vision  2000  committee  has  worked  diligently  to  make  certain 
that  every  church  in  the  district  is  aware  of  Vision  2000,  what  it  is,  and  what  it  can  mean 
for  each  individual  church.  This  emphasis  will  continue  for  the  rest  of  the  quadrennium. 

The  Montgomery  District  had  a net  membership  gain  for  1992  of  335. 

MOBILE  DISTRICT 

The  DCOM  in  the  Mobile  District  has  experienced  a high  degree  of  enthusiasm  and 
interest.  Our  attendance  at  meetings  averages  about  80%  of  our  members. 

Under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Garry  Williams  we  had  an  excellent  Super  Sunday  in  1993 
with  some  750  persons  in  attendance. 

The  District  UMM  Rally  was  held  in  March  with  150  persons  in  attendance. 

The  Hinton  Rural  Life  Center  conducted  a Small  Membership  Workshop  in  Washington 
County  with  four  classes  for  local  church  leaders. 

A district  wide  YAW  is  planned  for  July  with  plans  for  missional  emphasis  at  the  Inner 
City  Mission. 

A Christian  Enrichment  School  is  scheduled  for  September  26-28  with  leaders  such  as: 
Rev.  Ed  Chandler,  Dr.  Mark  Ledbetter,  Bishop  William  Morris,  Dr.  Duane  Ewers,  Rev.  Jeff 
Spiller,  and  Mr.  Rudy  Heintzelman. 

A District  Vacation  Church  School  Workshop  was  recently  held  for  church  leaders  in  1993. 

Innovative  plans  for  district  events  in  Vision  2000  programs  are  being  planned. 

PENSACOLA  DISTRICT 

The  Pensacola  District  Council  on  Ministries  through  the  District  Planning  Council 
adopted  for  continued  emphasis  programs  and  projects  including  the  Campus  Ministry  at 
the  University  of  West  Florida ; better  interpretation  of  apportionments  translating  into  higher 
percentages  of  participation;  and  joint  ministries  models  with  churches  combining  efforts 
to  meet  specific  needs  in  singles  ministries  among  many  others.  Additionally,  we  celebrate 
the  success  of  our  new  congregation  at  Orange  Beach. 

For  special  emphasis  this  year,  the  Pensacola  District  Council  is  sponsoring  District 
wide  training  events  in  small  group  ministries  and  special  ministries  for  small  membership 
churches.  A model  is  developed  from  a district  church  that  has  had  success  with  these  issues, 
and  will  serve  as  host  to  the  training  event  for  the  district.  These  training  events  are  open 
to  all  interested  participants  throughout  the  annual  conference.  An  additional  training 
program  dealing  with  marketing  the  church  will  be  offered  in  late  1993. 
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For  primary  emphasis  in  1993  our  district  has  adopted  the  Little  Zion  Project.  The 
buildings  of  the  Little  Zion  Church  in  north  Baldwin  County  have  been  determined  to  be  beyond 
reasonable  repair.  The  Pensacola  District  is  undertaking  fund  raising  and  mobilization  of 
all  available  resources  to  build  a new  facility  for  this  congregation.

1.  We  held  our  own  “Super  Sunday”  with  an  emphasis  on  Bible  study  and  the  Sunday 
School.  Over  400  persons  attended  including  125  youth. 

2.  We  held  our  first  annual  Children’s  Home  Dinner  which  successfully  highlighted  the 
needs  of  the  Home. 

3.  We  enjoyed  good  support  for  Vision  2000. 

TROY  DISTRICT 

The  Troy  District  Council  on  Ministries  is  made  up  of  leaders,  both  lay  and  clergy,  from 
all  across  the  District.  Gratitude  must  be  expressed  for  the  commitment  of  these  people 
representing  the  seventy-five  churches  located  in  twelve  different  counties. 

Some  of  the  efforts  and  direction  of  the  DCOM  may  be  seen  in  the  following: 

1.  The  participation  in  the  Vision  2000  program 

(a)  Churches  are  developing  strategies. 

(b)  The  Troy  District  was  well  represented  at  the  two  Conference-wide  events  held 
in  Montgomery. 

(c)  The  churches  participated  in  and  reaped  benefits  from  the  Attendance  Crusade. 

(d)  There  was  a special  program  for  the  ministers  to  grow  and  pray  and  develop 
along  spiritual  lines  as  it  relates  to  Vision  2000. 

2.  The  District  Rally  and  Conference  was  a grand  event  with  almost  400  people  in 
attendance.  Bishop  William  Morris  was  the  preacher  for  the  Rally.  A reception  was 
held  to  welcome  Bishop  and  Mrs.  Morris  to  our  District. 

3.  A retreat  for  ministers  was  held.  Twenty-four  ministers  participated  in  the  24  hour 
retreat  held  at  Holy  Trinity,  Alabama. 

4.  The  District  emphasized  the  work  of  the  Children’s  Home.  Special  receptions  were 
held  at  three  locations  in  the  District  and  about  200  people  attended  the  receptions. 
It  is  almost  certain  that  the  giving  to  the  Children’s  Home  through  the  White  Christmas 
offering  will  increase  again  this  year. 

5.  The  Lay  Speaker  program,  under  the  direction  of  Barbara  Smith,  continues  to  be 
a vital  area  of  service. 

6.  There  was  an  intentional  effort  made  to  get  more  of  the  churches  to  give  more  support 
to  the  apportionment  programs.  There  has  been  a slow  increase  in  the  number  of 
100%  Churches. 

7.  The  Denman  Award  program  is  under  the  auspices  of  the  District  Director  for 
Evangelism.  We  will  have  nominees  to  make  for  1993. 

8.  The  Troy  State  Wesley  Foundation  continues  to  be  a special  project  in  the  District. 
The  Wesley  Foundation  continues  to  be  one  of  our  District  Mission  projects  and  the 
offering  at  the  District  Conference  was  earmarked  for  work  at  the  Wesley  Foundation. 

Report  No.  3 — RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS,  75.8%  of  the  congregations  within  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference 
have  two  hundred  (200)  members  or  less,  and  60.6%  of  our  congregations  have  a membership 
of  one  hundred  (100)  or  less, 

THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that,  in  keeping  with  par.  742  of  the  1992 Discipline, 
a Commission  on  the  Small  Membership  Church  be  established  as  a part  of  the  Alabama- 
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West  Florida  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  for  the  purpose  of  coordinating  ministries 
for  the  small  membership  church. 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the  membership  of  said  Commission  be  composed 
of  one  (1)  representative  from  each  District,  three  (3)  members-at-large  to  assure 
inclusiveness,  nominated  by  the  Conference  Committee  on  Nominations,  a Cabinet 
representative  and  a representative  from  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  Program 
Staff.  The  Chairperson  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Conference  Committee  on  Nominations. 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the  1993  and  1994  expenses  for  this  Commission  be 
drawn  from  the  Conference  Program  Reserve  Fund,  and  that,  beginning  in  1995,  the 
Commission  be  funded  as  a line  item  in  the  Conference  Benevolence  Budget. 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that,  upon  adoption  of  this  resolution,  it  shall  be  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Standing  Rules  for  necessary  action. 

Report  No.  4 — RESOLUTION 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  a task  force  be  formed  to  develop  a Conference  policy  on  sexual 
ethics/harassment. 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the  membership  of  the  task  force  be  composed  of : 
the  Bishop,  the  Chairperson  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  Chairperson  of  the  Board  of  Ordained 
Ministry,  the  Chairperson  of  the  Board  of  Diaconal  Ministry,  the  Chairperson  of  the  Committee 
on  Episcopacy,  two  members  of  the  CCOM  Executive/Personnel  Committee,  the  Executive 
Director  of  the  CCOM,  the  Conference  Treasurer  and  three  (3)  members-at-large,  named 
by  the  Conference  Committee  on  Nominations  to  ensure  inclusiveness.  The  chairperson  of 
an  agency  or  committee  may  designate  another  member  of  the  agency  to  sit  on  the  task 
force  in  his/her  place. 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  Conference  agencies  which  already  have  a sexual 
ethics/harassment  policy  in  place  submit  a copy  of  the  policy  to  the  Conference  task  force 
by  June  30,  1993. 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the  Conference  Council  on  Finance  and  Adminis- 
tration provide  the  necessary  funds  for  the  work  of  this  task  force. 

(The  following  motion  was  made  by  the  Rev.  T.  Leo  Brannon,  accepted  by  the  Conference 
Council  on  Ministries,  and  approved  by  the  Annual  Conference): 

“I  move  the  report  be  amended  that  we  urge  the  Committee  on  Nominations  be 
sensitive  to  the  need  for  adequate  representation  of  women  on  the  Task  Force.” 


BOARD  OF  EVANGELISM/WORSHIP 

The  year  1992-1993  was  a good  year  considering  that  we  had  a “bumper  year”  in  1991-1992. 
We  saw  a continued  effort  of  our  pastors  and  lay  persons  striving  to  fulfill  the  great 
commission.  There  are  many  priorities  of  the  church,  but  scripturally  we  believe  that  Jesus 
has  asked  that  our  top  priority  be  Evangelism,  i.e.,  “winning  persons  to  Jesus.” 

He  has  a neat  plan  if  we  would  but  only  work  His  plan.  He  tells  us  to  “get  all  excited 
and  go  tell  everybody  that  Jesus  Christ  is  Lord.”  We,  as  lay  persons,  need  to  be  faithful 
to  the  task  that  He  has  called  us  to.

Our  net  gain  for  1992-1993  was  1,450.  We  supported  the  Vision  2000  Launch  Event  and 
Intensive  Training.  This  can  be  so  helpful  to  the  local  church,  small  and  large,  if  we  believe 
and  work  the  program  to  its  fullest.  We  would  like  to  see  and  believe  that  it  is  possible  to 
have  a net  increase  of  2,000  for  the  1993-1994  calendar  year.  We  should  want  to  be  the  best 
we  can  be  for  our  Lord.  We  have  planned  the  School  of  Evangelism  for  1995.  The  committee 
is  working  with  both  the  Board  of  Discipleship  and  Bishop  Morris  in  coordinating  the  dates. 

A variety  of  free  resources  relative  to  evangelism  are  available  for  you  on  the  display 
table  in  the  lobby. 

The  Worship  Committee  has  planned  the  Communion  Services,  Tuesday  evening  worship 
and  special  events  during  Conference.  We  hope  they  will  be  meaningful  to  you. 

The  Harry  Denman  Awards  for  1992  went  to  the  Rev.  Bill  Leavens  and  Mr.  Charles 
Hols  ton.  The  two  conference  winners  were  presented  with  18K  gold  lapel  pins.  All  district 
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winners  were  honored  at  our  annual  luncheon  during  Conference  with  Bishop  Paul  Duffey 
as  our  speaker.  This  program  continues  to  grow  and  reflect  genuine  interest.  The  clergy 
and  lay  winner  are  announced  at  the  Tuesday  evening  service. 

We  are  blessed  with  nine  wonderful  district  secretaries  and  a very  cooperative  and 
dedicated  Cabinet  representative  in  Dr.  Walter  Ellisor.  Rev.  Don  Brill,  our  CCOM  staff  person 
with  whom  it  is  so  easy  to  work,  continues  to  give  us  excellent  leadership.  We  have  a 
tremendous  board  with  much  love  and  respect  for  one  another. 

The  Lay  Witness  Mission  Board,  under  the  fine  leadership  of  Charles  Nelson,  has  again 
planned  a 72-hour  Prayer  Vigil  during  Annual  Conference.  We  continue  to  support  Ashram, 
Walk  to  Emmaus,  College  & Youth  Chrysallis,  and  if  there  is  a need  for  the  continuation 
of  the  Spiritual  Formation  Academy,  we  will  undergird  this  also. 

I am  humbled  to  have  been  elected  as  chair  of  the  board.  I am  in  no  way  qualified  except 
that  evangelism  is  the  love  of  my  life  because  of  His  great  love  for  a sinner  such  as  I.  It 
is  a privilege  for  me  to  work  with  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Evangelism.

Report  No.  2 — LEADERSHIP  DEVELOPMENT  COMMITTEE 

As  new  and  effective  emphases  are  brought  to  the  forefront  through  the  outstanding  Vision 
2000  program  the  Leader  Development  Committee  plans  to  work  with  the  Bishop  and  with 
the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  to  provide  any  leadership  training  that  is  needed.  One 
such  training  event  was  the  Discipleship  Training  last  spring.  Another  training  event  comes 
about  because  of  a new  committee  that  has  been  added  to  local  church  boards  and  agencies 
in  1993.  This  new  Committee  on  Volunteers  must  not  be  just  another  committee  where  a name 
is  turned  in,  but  no  work  is  done.  The  purpose  of  this  new  committee  must  be  clear  to  the 
nominating  committees  and  to  the  volunteer  committee  itself.  Ideas  must  be  shared  and 
success  stories  must  be  told.  The  Leader  Development  Committee  plans  to  have  a one  day 
training  event  to  train  local  committees  on  their  responsibilities  in  this  new  local  office. 

We  support  Vision  2000’s  work  in  the  area  of  volunteerism  and  plan  to  work  with  a new 
vision  to  provide  training  as  needed.  We  have  a vision  for  Christ’s  Kingdom  to  come  within 
the  bounds  of  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  of  the  United  Methodist  Church. 

The  workshop  on  Mobilizing  Volunteers  for  Ministry  was  relinquished  by  the  Board  of 
Education  since  this  was  a model  for  the  Conference  Vision  2000  program.  Rudy  Heintzelman 
led  a workshop  in  this  area  for  the  conference  Vision  2000  training  in  February,  1993. 
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To  be  completed  by  Annual  Conference,  1993,  the  committee  is  now  working  on  a program 

entitled  “REACH TEACH WITNESS”  (Requirements  for  a Visionary  Teacher) . This 

program  is  being  developed  to  encourage  Sunday  Schools  to  answer  for  themselves  the 
question,  “Are  we  willing  to  pay  the  price  to  have  an  effective  Sunday  School?”  It  has  been 
proven  that  a Sunday  School  is  no  more  effective  than  its  teachers.  The  amount  of  time  the 
teacher  is  willing  to  give  in  growing  and  planning  determines  the  success  of  the  class. 
Recognition  will  be  given  at  Annual  Conference  to  those  local  churches  attaining  given 
percentages  in  each  designated  area.

The  sharing  of  ideas  for  programs  and  events  would  enable  other  churches 
to  try  new  opportunities  for  ministry.

Report  No.  6 — FAMILY  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

The  Family  Committee  has  cooperated  with  several  other  committees  for  the  past  several 
years.  However,  it  has  decided  to  have  a special  family  outing  event  for  1994.  It  would  begin 
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on  Friday  night  and  close  on  Sunday  afternoon.  The  activities  would  include  workshops,  a 
platform  speaker,  recreation  and  other  family  related  activities. 

The  Committee  is  encouraging  all  of  our  churches  to  center  attention  on  families  during 
Family  Week,  Mother’s  Day  and  Father’s  Day.  A special  Sunday  should  also  be  observed 
for  single  parent  families.  Other  events  should  be  planned  locally  for  single  parents  as  they 
attempt  to  cope  with  problems  related  to  their  situations.  If  any  such  events  are  already 
being  carried  on,  this  committee  would  like  to  know  so  that  we  can  pass  the  ideas  along 
to  other  local  churches. 

There  is  a need  for  Christian  guidance  on  films  and  videos  to  be  seen  by  our  families. 
The  ratings  are  not  always  sufficient  since  they  are  done  mainly  by  those  who  have  no  interest 
in  Christian  values.  We  are  proposing  that  the  Christian  Advocate  sponsor  a column  of  reviews 
of  movies  and  videos.  This  column  should  be  written  by  a person  committed  to  Christian 
family  values. 

Attention  needs  to  be  paid  to  the  family  videos  that  are  in  the  Conference  Library.  These 
videos  can  be  of  great  support  to  our  church  families. 

In  the  area  of  Family  Values  the  Board  of  Education  is  sponsoring  a task  force  on  Moral 
Development  called  “Guidelines  for  Moral  Development.”  This  task  force  has  worked  to 
find  out  the  moral  issues  which  face  lay  persons  today.  Now  they  are  developing  some 
curriculum  to  be  made  available  to  churches.  Among  the  first  areas  to  be  addressed  will 
be  the  top  issues  as  reported  through  a survey.  These  include:  Commitment,  forgiveness, 
faithfulness,  dedication,  self  esteem,  materialism,  and  honesty /lying.  These  will  provide 
individuals  and  groups  with  Moral  Development  material  that  is  biblically  based  and  studied 
from  a Christian  perspective.

Some 
of  the  areas  discussed  were  parents  as  servants  of  God;  positive,  preventive  discipline  in 
the  home;  helpful  tips  and  “how-to’s”  for  family  devotions;  helping  children  to  handle  money 
wisely  ; help  at  home,  cooperate  and  forgive  each  other,  learn  Bible  games  and  Bible  centered 
music  and  learning  centers  for  children.

1.  March  21st  at  First  United  Methodist  Church  in  Crestview.  This  rally  was  planned 
by  Mrs.  Diane  Lothrop. 

This  rally  was  planned  by 
The  Reverend  Linwood  Lewis. 

We  had  about  120  young  people  participate  in  these  two  rallies.  They  participated  in  four 
workshops:

WEEKDAY  TEACHER  CERTIFICATION: 

As  a part  of  our  Children’s  Ministries  Weekend  in  1993,  we  hope  to  be  able  to  begin  an 
on-going  program  of  providing  teacher  certification  for  teachers  working  in  church  related 
weekday  children’s  programs. 
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The  Council  looks  forward  to  providing  training  and  inspiration  for  the  leaders  of  children 
in  the  churches  of  our  conference  during  the  new  year.

Report  No.  8 — CAMPING  COMMITTEE 

Camping  is  a vital  program  component  of  The  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference.  All 
of  our  conference  camps  are  situated  at  Blue  Lake  Methodist  Assembly  Grounds  near 
Andalusia,  Alabama  in  The  Conecuh  National  Forest.  Blue  Lake  Director,  The  Reverend 
Mr.  Linwood  Lewis,  is  responsible  for  the  welfare  of  our  camping  program.  Credit  is  due 
him  for  his  many  years  of  service  in  every  capacity  of  camping  having  served  as  a counselor, 
camp  dean,  resource  person,  and  director  of  camping.  He  and  his  Blue  Lake  staff  do  an 
excellent  work  relating  to  the  needs  of  our  conference  camping  program. 

In  1992  there  were  some  1,193  campers  involved  at  Blue  Lake:  633  in  seven  elementary; 
111  Quarternote  I & II;  106  Youth  Choir;  210  in  four  Junior  High;  and  239  in  Special  Ministry 
Camps.  The  curriculum  for  1993  has  been  chosen  from  Cooperative  Publication  Association 
with  the  theme  “We  Are  Created  in  God’s  Image.”  Camping  dates  have  been  set  and  publicity 
is  generated  through  proper  channels. 

There  is  a great  deal  of  optimism  about  our  camping  program.  In  1993  there  will  be  an 
additional  week  of  elementary  camping  devoted  to  an  emphasis  upon  “mission”  that  will 
run  during  the  same  week  of  The  Cooperative  School  of  Christian  Mission.  This  represents 
a first  effort.  The  concept  of  a Family  Camp  for  Inner  City  persons  was  first  attempted  with 
success  in  1992  and  again  in  1993  will  be  expanded  upon.  Also  in  1993  there  will  be  a Blue 
Lake  Aldersgate  Camp  for  youth  7-12  grades.  This  evangelical  camp  has  a history  of  some 
thirty  years  meeting  at  various  places,  but  in  1993  will  be  a part  of  our  conference  camping 
program  offering  a distinctive  camp  in  its  own  right.  Combined  with  the  already  proven 
track  record  of  camps  in  place,  these  additional  camps  will  continue  to  provide  new  oppor- 
tunities for  the  children,  youth,  and  adults  who  will  come  to  Blue  Lake  to  have  an  experience 
with  God. 

When  our  committee  held  its  evaluation  meeting  on  September  1,  1992,  there  was  an 
air  of  accomplishment  and  excitement  about  the  camping  program  of  the  conference.  We 
feel  our  vision  for  the  future  is  expanding  and  our  best  days  are  ahead.  Your  continued  support 
is  needed.  Make  sure  the  camping  information  packet  gets  into  the  hands  of  those  who  are 
eager  to  promote  camping  in  your  local  church.  Please  continue  the  financial  support  for 
Special  Ministry  Camps  that  could  not  otherwise  be  held.  With  an  attitude  of  servant  ministry 
by  all  of  us  involved  in  camping,  God  will  bless  our  efforts  for  His  Kingdom’s  sake.

BOARD  OF  CHURCH  AND  SOCIETY 

Report  No.  1 

We  started  the  year  with  almost  a brand  new  board.  The  first  meetings  were  mainly 
to  get  organized  and  acquainted  with  each  other.  The  third  meeting  we  really  got  down  to 
business  and  set  some  priorities  to  strive  for  during  this  quadrennium. 

We  feel  there  is  a need  for  a lot  more  people  to  get  involved  in  things  that  affect  the 
church  and  the  society  together.  The  United  Methodist  Church  has  a long  history  of  concern 
for  social  justice.  Its  members  have  often  taken  forthright  positions  on  controversial  issues 
involving  Christian  principles.  Early  Methodists  expressed  their  opposition  to  the  slave  trade, 
to  smuggling,  and  to  the  cruel  treatment  of  prisoners.  The  members  of  today’s  church  are 
no  different.  Just  the  issues  have  changed.  Today  we  are  concerned  about  the  natural  world, 
the  nurturing  community,  the  social  community,  the  economic  community,  the  political 
community  and  the  world  community.  The  one  concern  that  is  most  controversial  in  today’s 
world  seems  to  be  the  nurturing  community.  This  concern  deals  with  the  family,  marriage, 
divorce,  single  persons,  human  sexuality,  rights  of  homosexual  persons,  abortion  and 
adoption. 

Our  number  one  concern  for  right  now  is  the  gambling  controversy  in  Alabama.  Wayne 
Bradshaw  is  chairman  of  the  committee  on  gambling  and  he  is  working  with  other  groups 
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throughout  the  state  of  Alabama.  Then  next  year  we  hope  to  focus  on  the  AIDS  problem  in 
our  conference.  It  is  felt  that  we  need  to  do  some  training  on  how  to  minister  to  not  only 
the  AIDS  victims  but  also  to  the  families  of  those  individuals  that  are  infected  with  the  virus. 

As  the  chairman  of  this  board  I will  do  whatever  is  necessary  to  keep  the  Alabama-West 
Florida  Conference  informed  of  the  many  issues  facing  our  society  today.  If  you  have  any 
concerns  or  questions  please  contact  me.

Report  No.  2 — CRIMINAL  JUSTICE  AND  MERCY  TASK  FORCE 

The  Criminal  Justice  and  Mercy  Task  Force  under  the  Board  of  Church  and  Society 
was  reconstituted  at  Annual  Conference,  1992.  It  had  been  active  1990-1991. 

Four  meetings  were  held:  in  August,  October,  November,  1992,  and  January,  1993.  The 
meetings  included  visits  and  conversations  with  inmates  in  a county  jail,  and  a major  prison. 
We  also  visited  a facility  that  houses  the  administrative  offices  for  prison  and  after-care 
ministry  and  heard  from  the  director  of  a Mobile  Christian  Home  for  released  offenders. 
Each  of  these  left  indelible  impressions  on  members  of  the  task  force,  raising  varied  concerns. 

The  October  meeting  was  held  in  conjunction  with  a jurisdictional  criminal  justice  and 
mercy  conference  at  Lake  Junaluska.  The  keynoter  was  Howard  Zehr,  author  of  Changing 
Lenses : A New  Focus  for  Crime  and  Justice.  The  focus  of  the  event  was  to  look  at  the  criminal 
justice  system  through  a restorative  rather  than  retributive  view  of  justice.  Six  members 
of  the  task  force  attended  that  event.  That  was  a great  increase  from  one  person  who  attended 
a similar  event  from  our  conference  in  1991  and  1990. 

In  May,  1993  churches  were  asked  to  provide  recognition  for  employees  of  jails  and  prisons 
as  part  of  Correctional  Officers  Appreciation  Week.  In  most  cases  this  included  having 
refreshments  for  all  shifts. 

A project  still  in  the  planning  stages  is  a video  produced  by  our  conference  that  will 
give  people  an  overview  of  the  criminal  justice  system.  The  emerging  organization  and 
effectiveness  of  a jurisdictional  criminal  justice  and  mercy  agency  will  help  conferences 
immeasurably. 

The  concerns  of  victims  were  only  peripherally  addressed  and  continue  to  an  be  important 
element  in  the  full  spectrum  of  criminal  justice  and  mercy. 

In  working  on  issues  of  criminal  justice,  one  must  always  remember  that  although  most 
employees  within  the  system  are  capable,  caring,  and  professional,  the  core  questions  are: 
What  is  the  system  based  on  and  how  can  we  bring  to  the  system  the  concept  of  God’s  justice, 
while  respecting  the  need  to  follow  laws  of  our  society? 

There  were  ten  active  members  on  the  task  force.  Co-chairs  are:  The  Reverend  Jamie 
E.  Pickard  and  The  Reverend  Louise  Stowe  Johns.

ETHNIC  LOCAL  CHURCH  CONCERNS  COMMITTEE 

Report  No.  1 

The  1992-1993  session  of  the  Ethnic  Local  Church  Concerns  Committee  has  had  the 
unbelievable  task  of  “starting  from  scratch”  with  a committee  composed  entirely  of  new 
members.  Being  an  inexperienced  group  as  pertaining  to  the  task  and  expectations  of  the 
Ethnic  Local  Church  Concerns  Committee,  we  have  therefore  struggled  to  define  our  task 
and  refine  our  strategy  for  accomplishing  it.  The  resignation  of  our  chairperson  for  health 
reasons  has  also  been  somewhat  of  a set-back.  At  the  time  of  this  printing,  we  are  still  awaiting 
the  appointment  of  a new  chairperson.  Mr.  Curtis  Henderson,  the  Conference  Council  on 
Ministries  representative  for  our  committee,  has  been  invaluable  with  his  input  and  support 
for  carrying  out  our  task.  We  express  to  him  our  deep  gratitude  for  his  contribution  to  our 
work. 

We  have  met  a total  of  four  times  this  past  year.  We  met  first  during  the  1992  Annual 
Conference  session  where  we  elected  our  officers  and  discussed  broadly  what  our  respon- 
sibilities as  a Conference  Committee  would  be.  We  met  again  at  Blue  Lake  in  July  1992  to 
plan  and  set  our  course  for  the  remainder  of  the  Conference  year.  Our  third  meeting  was 
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at  Grove  Hill  United  Methodist  Church  in  September  1992  where  we  assigned  a sub-committee, 
to  be  chaired  by  Rev.  Michael  White,  to  begin  compilation  and  composition  of  our  Conference 
Comprehensive  Plan  for  ministry  to  ethnic  minorities  within  our  Conference.  A proposed 
abstract  of  the  Comprehensive  Plan  is  presented  with  this  report  as  Report  #2  for  Conference 
approval.  We  expect  to  present  the  completed  document  for  approval  to  the  1994  session 
of  Annual  Conference. 

Our  fourth  meeting  was  held  in  conjunction  with  the  annual  planning  retreat  of  the 
Conference  Council  on  Ministries  at  Blue  Lake  in  January  1993.  During  this  planning  retreat, 
we  planned  a clergy  retreat  specifically  for  African-American  clergy  in  our  Conference  to 
take  place  October  8-9, 1993,  with  our  own  Bishop  William  W.  Morris  as  the  resource  person. 
The  essential  goal  for  this  retreat  is  to  define  the  ministry,  within  the  scope  of  The  United 
Methodist  Church,  from  the  African-American  Church  perspective,  and  then  determine  where 
we  go  from  here.  To  complement  this  program,  we  planned  an  ethnic  lay  leadership  training 
workshop  to  be  held  in  the  Demopolis  district  in  August  1993.  The  goal  is  to  strengthen  ethnic 
lay  leadership  for  greater  effectiveness  within  their  local  churches  and  across  our  Conference. 
Then,  as  a next  step,  we  planned  a workshop  for  February  1994  designed  to  build  community 
between  ethnic  minority  churches  and  their  local  communities. 

Besides  these  accomplishments,  we  have  also  revised  the  grant  application  for  ethnic 
local  church  ministry  support.  These  revised  applications  will  be  available  through  the  district 
superintendents.  We  are  guided  in  making  grants  by  the  following  policies,  established  by 
the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  in  its  March  7, 1992,  meeting:  (1)  Ethnic  Local  Church 
Concerns  grants  shall  be  made  for  the  support  of  programs  of  ministry  offered  by  ethnic 
local  churches  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  church  and  community ; (2)  no  Ethnic  Local  Church 
Concerns  grants  shall  be  made  for  capital  improvements;  these  requests  shall  be  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Congregational  Revitalization  of  the  Board  of  Missions;  and  (3)  Ethnic 
Local  Church  Concerns  grants  may  be  made  for  pastor’s  salary  support  under  the  following 
provisions:  (a)  that  the  Ethnic  Local  Church  Concerns,  upon  investigation,  deems  that  salary 
support  enhances  the  local  church’s  program  of  ministry  in  demonstrable  ways,  and  (b) 
that  the  salary  support  grant  serves  only  to  bring  the  salary  up  to  the  level  of  80%  of  minimum 
salary  required  to  make  the  pastor  eligible  for  Equitable  Salary  funds.  In  addition  to  these 
policies,  the  Ethnic  Local  Church  Concerns  Committee  has  also  placed  limits  upon  amounts 
to  be  granted  which  are  delineated  in  the  instructions  portion  on  the  reverse  of  the  application 
form. 

While  we  realize  we  yet  have  a long  distance  to  go  in  meeting  our  goals  and  completing 
our  task,  we  feel  we  have  made  a significant  beginning  and  have  continued  this  progress 
very  well  so  far.  With  God’s  help,  and  your  support  as  an  Annual  Conference  of  The  United 
Methodist  Church,  we  will  continue  to  grow  together.

Report  No.  2 — ALABAMA-WEST  FLORIDA  CONFERENCE 
COMPREHENSIVE  PLAN  ABSTRACT 

INTRODUCTION 

A.  There  shall  be  organized  in  each  Annual  Conference  a Committee  on  Ethic  Local 
Church  Concerns.  It  shall  relate  to  all  conference  agencies  to  enable  the  incorporation  of 
the  work  and  concerns  of  the  ethnic  local  church  in  the  agencies’  agenda,  programs,  budgets, 
and  assist  in  the  implementation  of  the  conference’s  Comprehensive  Plan  for  the  continued 
development  and  strengthening  of  the  ethnic  local  church. 

1.  The  Committee  shall  have  representation  on  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries. 
It  shall  develop  criteria  for  use  in  evaluating  racial/ethnic  projects  and  programs  within 
the  conference  and  in  reporting  on  its  work  to  the  Council  on  Ministries. 

2.  In  accordance  with  Standing  Rule  38(b),  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Ethnic  Local 
Church  Concerns  as  provided  by  The  Book  of  Discipline,  amenable  to  the  Conference  Council 
on  Ministries,  composed  of  five  laywomen,  five  laymen,  and  five  clergy,  of  whom  at  least 
50  percent  shall  be  racial/ethnic  minority  persons.  These,  including  the  chairperson,  shall 
be  nominated  by  the  Annual  Conference  Committee  on  Nominations  and  elected  by  the  Annual 
Conference.  It  is  further  recommended  that  two  youth  be  included  and  that  it  shall 
include  a cabinet  representative. 
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3.  The  committee’s  findings  will  be  referred  to  the  Conference  Commission  on  Religion 
and  Race.  It  will  cooperate  with  the  commission’s  efforts  to  monitor  the  implementation 
of  the  Comprehensive  Plan  and  racial  inclusiveness  of  the  conference  as  it  develops  and 
supports  various  ministries. 

4.  General: 

a.  The  ELCC  committee  shall  meet  once  a quarter. 

b.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers,  and  chairpersons  of 
standing  committees,  the  Council  on  Ministries  Executive  Director,  the  Council  on  Ministries 
staff  associate  related  to  the  Committee,  and  the  cabinet  representative.  The  Council  on 
Ministries  Executive  Director,  the  staff  associate,  and  the  cabinet  representative  are  ex- 
officio  members  with  voice  and  vote. 

B.  Biblical/Theological  Foundation.  — 

The  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference,  in  a true  sense  of  the  phrase,  is  a “Rainbow 
Conference.”  We  represent  all  the  colors  and  talents  that  America  has  to  offer.  We  celebrate 
and  applaud  God’s  creation  in  its  many  faceted  diversities.  Our  one  true  aim  and  purpose 
is  a continued  harmonious,  loving,  caring  and  nurturing  relationship  among  our  persons. 
We  believe  that  there  is  “unity  in  diversity.” 

Proverbs  29:18  states,  “where  there  is  no  vision ...  the  people  perish.”  Our  strength  as 
a conference  grows  out  of  living  the  vision  of  a fully  functioning  Body  of  Christ.  The  scriptures 
call  us  to  build  up  the  whole  body  of  Christ ...  to  work  together  in  strength  and  harmony  so 
that  the  body  flourishes  and  blesses  both  heaven  and  earth.  The  body  of  Christ,  like  an 
organism,  demands  that  the  diverse  aspects  engage  one  another  in  their  distinct  functions 
and  bear  witness  to  another’s  burden  (I  Corinthians  12:14-26).  Thus,  the  scriptures  challenge 
all  to  build  up  the  ethnic  minority  local  church  — a church  that  brings  to  the  body  specific 
values,  beliefs,  and  actions  conditioned  by  its  experiences  related  to  race,  ethnicity,  gender, 
and  historical  experiences  with  the  dominant  culture.  The  scriptures  also  challenge  us  to 
affirm  for  each  other  the  very  rightness  of  each  person’s  being,  despite  the  pain,  sorrow, 
and  struggles  of  becoming  one  in  the  body  of  Christ.  “Each  is  made  in  the  Maker’s  image 
and  (All)  are  the  Creator’s  children.” 

God  also  commands  us  to  do  His  will.  “The  spirit  of  the  Lord  is  upon  me  because  he 
has  anointed  me  to  preach  good  news  to  the  poor.  He  sent  me  to  proclaim  release  to  the 
captives  and  recovering  of  sight  to  the  blind;  to  set  at  liberty  those  who  are  oppressed;  and 
to  proclaim  the  acceptable  year  of  the  Lord.”  Despite  trials  and  tribulations  and  in  celebration 
of  joys  and  hopes,  God  calls  the  AWFC  to  be  in  mutual  ministry  with  ethnic  minority  local 
churches.  Our  forebears  did  this.  We  can  do  no  less! 

Our  theme  toward  the  remainder  of  the  quadrennium  shall  be  “A  Celebration  of  God’s 
Creation.”

III.  Assessment  of  needs  for  all  ethnic  minorities  within  the  Conference. 

A.  Leadership  needs  and  development  training: 

1.  Conduct  workshops  at  Livingston  University  for  the  western/northern  areas  of  the 
conference  and  at  Blue  Lake  for  the  eastern/southern  areas  of  the  conference. 

2.  Develop  district  level  program  planning  dealing  with  ethnic  minority  males,  especially 
African-American  males. 

B.  Outreach/missional  dimensions  of  prospective  ministries: 

1.  Develop  liturgy  and  programming  adapted  for  use  in  ethnic  local  churches. 

2.  Conduct  workshops  on  proposal  writing;  financial  planning  and  management;  and 
budget  preparation. 

3.  Conduct  training  for  children  and  youth  on  UMC  structure  and  theology. 

4.  Sponsor  two  events  annually  for  children  and  youth  fellowship. 

C.  Ethnic  minority  congregations: 

1.  Encourage  each  ethnic  minority  congregation  to  set  goals  for  membership  and 
attendance  through  growth  seminars  and  workshops. 

2.  Encourage  each  ethnic  minority  congregation  to  set  goals  for  establishing  new  ethnic 
minority  congregations. 

D.  Determine  congregations  needing  help  in  redevelopment/revitalization. 

E.  Define  budgetary  needs  and  develop  additional  sources  for  funding 

1.  As  allowed  by  the  annual  conference  legislation,  all  funds  contributed  by  the  churches 
for  the  Ethnic  Local  Church  Concerns  (ELCC)  Committee  shall  be  retained  for  use  in  the 
AWFC. 

2.  Fund  ethnic  minority  programs  and  supplement  the  salary  of  some  clergy  as  defined 
by  the  Comprehensive  Plan. 

3.  The  ELCC  Committee  shall  develop  methods  to  promote  and  solicit  payment  of  the 
ELCC  Committee  apportionment  by  the  churches  of  the  conference. 

4.  Not  more  than  10%  of  the  ELCC  Committee  funds  shall  be  used  for  research  and 
Committee  programming  each  year. 

5.  The  ELCC  Committee  shall  provide  information  and  guidance  to  pastors  and  lay 
persons  regarding  resources  and  programs  for  strengthening  ethnic  minority  churches. 

6.  Emphasize  to  boards,  agencies  and  districts  that  ELCC  Committee  funds  are  for  use 
with  other  agency  funds.  ELCC  Committee  funds  are  not  to  be  considered  an  exclusive  source 
of  funding  despite  other  funds. 

7.  A line  item  budget  to  more  accurately  define  program  expenditure  requirements  will 
be  used. 

8.  Recommend  scholarships  for  attendance  of  committee  chair  and/or  other  members 
to  Conference  on  National,  Jurisdictional,  Annual  Conference,  and  District  levels,  e.g.,  Caucus 
Training  Events  for  Black  Methodist  for  Church  Renewal  (BMCR) ; Native  Americans 
International  Caucus  (NAIC);  Hispanics;  and  Asian-Americans. 
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9.  Provide  scholarships  for  youth  to  attend  youth  conferences  on  National,  Jurisdictional, 
Annual  Conference  and  District  levels. 

IV.  Goals  and  a projected  timeline  for  accomplishing  these  goals: 

A.  Witness: 

1.  Conduct  demographic  research  and  analysis  to  determine  the  need  for  ethnic  minority 
churches  in  the  AWFC.  This  shall  be  done  in  consultation  and  coordination  with  the  Committee 
on  Planning  and  Research,  the  Committee  on  New  Church  Development  and  a representative 
from  an  ELCC  Committee  Task  Force.  Districts  to  investigate  will  be  the  following:  A. 
Dothan;  B.  Demopolis;  C.  Marianna-Panama  City;  D.  Troy;  E.  Montgomery.  These  things 
shall  be  done  besides  planning  “Strategies  for  Growth.” 

2.  With  respect  to  the  research  and  analysis  and  in  consultation  with  the  Committee 
on  New  Church  Development,  the  Women’s  Program  Division,  Section  on  Mission  and 
Membership  Development,  and  the  Congregational  Development/New  Church  Development 
of  the  General  Board  of  Global  Ministries,  set  goals  for  establishing  new  ethnic  minority 
congregations  during  the  next  five  years. 

3.  Encourage  each  ethnic  minority  congregation  to  set  goals  for  membership  and 
attendance  growth,  both  long-term  and  short-term  bases.  Report  progress  on  the  goals  at 
each  Charge  Conference  and  to  the  ELCC  Committee  yearly.  Congregational  growth  seminars 
have  been  and  continue  to  be  provided  both  in  cluster  groupings  and  upon  request  of  the 
individual  church. 

B.  Discipleship: 

1.  Develop  a program  for  lay  leadership  training  in  cooperation  with  the  CCOM  Director 
and  with  the  Conference  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race. 

2.  The  Conference  Council  on  Youth/Children/ Young  Adult  Ministries  will  be  asked  to 
survey  the  ministry  needs  of  ethnic  minority  young  persons  and  develop  plans  for  responding 
to  those  needs.  This  shall  be  requested  by  October  1, 1993,  to  be  completed  by  December  1, 1994. 

3.  The  ELCC  Committee  shall  keep  before  the  CCOM  Program  Committees  the  respon- 
sibility for  being  intentional  and  specific  in  developing  discipleship  in  the  ethnic  minority 
churches  and  larger  white  churches  in  their  respective  program  areas. 

4.  Keep  before  the  conference  program  committees  the  responsibility  for  being  intentional 
and  specific  in  developing  discipleship  in  the  ethnic  minority  churches  and  the  larger  ethnic 
majority  churches. 

C.  Salary 

D.  Outreach 

E.  Church  Extension  Facilities: 

1.  The  ELCC  Committee  shall  conduct  a survey  of  ethnic  minority  churches  and  based 
on  that  survey,  develop  a comprehensive  strategy  for  responding  to  identified  needs.  (Monies 
for  said  needs  allocated  from  ELCC  Committee  funds  shall  be  used  with  other  funds,  i.e., 
district,  national  and  local  churches.) 

2.  Multiple  use  of  church  buildings  shall  be  encouraged. 

F.  Nurture:  Ethnic  local  churches  are  encouraged  to  become  nurturing  bases  for 
candidates  for  the  ministry. 

G.  Structure: 

1.  Training  shall  be  provided  for  lay  and  clergy  persons  on  UMC  Structure  and  Polity. 

2.  Both  representation  and  participation  of  ethnic  minority  in  annual  conference  and 
district  boards,  committees,  agencies  and  programs  shall  be  encouraged  and  promoted. 

H.  Leadership  development: 

I.  High  priority  shall  be  given,  including  the  use  of  ELCC  Committee  funds,  to  the 
recruitment  and  training  of  leaders,  both  clergy  and  lay,  for  service  in  ethnic  minority 
churches.  Our  Strategy: 

a.  Seminars  in  church  administration  given  by  CCOM  Director  and  General  Board  of 
Global  Ministries  staff  persons. 

b.  “Lay  Speakers  Training”  — Due  to  a shortage  of  ethnic  local  church  ministers,  the 
AWFC  has  had  to  use  retired  clergy  who  sometimes  have  had  more  than  three  churches 
on  a charge.  Some  churches  are  two  Sunday  a month  churches  that  would  like  to  be  operational 
each  Sunday  despite  the  lack  or  presence  of  ordained  clergy.  We  feel  that  a comprehensive 
lay  speakers’  program  with  a special  outreach  to  ELCC  would: 
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(1)  allow  those  churches  that  wanted  to  be  opened  each  Sunday  the  opportunity; 

(2)  develop  a closer  sense  of  inclusiveness  in  a very  vital  part  of  the  church; 

(3)  by  encouraging  high  school  students  and  young  adults,  act  as  a training  tool  for  future 
development; 

(4)  be  an  exposure  and  pruning  ground  to  give  some  who  may  have  considered  the 
ministry  an  opportunity;  and 

(5)  eventually  augment  into  a resource  of  articulate  laity  who  could  be  a part  of  other 
boards  and  agencies. 

2.  The  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry  and  the  Board  of  Diaconal  Ministry  will  be  requested 
to  give  special  attention  to  the  enlistment  of  ethnic  minority  youth  and  young  adults  for 
ordained  and  diaconal  ministry.  At  least  one  convocation  on  the  ministry,  especially  for  ethnic 
minority  youth  and  young  adults,  should  be  held  during  the  quadrennium  if  not  annually. 

3.  The  ELCC  Committee  shall  sponsor,  in  cooperation  with  the  Conference  Commission 
on  Religion  and  Race,  CCORR,  practical  skills-building  workshops  for  ethnic  minority 
ministers  and  others.  Emphasis  will  be  put  on  writing  and  articulation. 

4.  Workshops  on  worship  shall  be  included  in  training  events  for  ethnic  minority  persons, 
laity  and  pastors.

COMMISSION  ON  STATUS  AND  ROLE  OF  WOMEN 

The  1992-1993  year  has  been  both  busy  and  exciting  for  members  of  the  Alabama-West 
Florida  Conference  Commission  on  the  Status  and  Role  of  Women.  1992  was  the  twentieth 
anniversary  of  the  General  Commission  on  the  Status  and  Role  of  Women.  The  1984  General 
Conference  established  the  Commission  on  the  Status  and  Role  of  Women  as  a local  work  area. 

The  Conference  Commission  continues  to  urge  all  churches  to  establish  a local  commis- 
sion. The  local  church  work  area  is  organized  to  address  concerns  relating  to  the  status  and 
role  of  women  and  to  move  women  toward  full  participation  in  all  aspects  of  church  life. 

The  Commission  sponsored  two  events  in  1992-1993  that  are  designed  to  provide  spiritual 
growth,  support,  enlightenment,  and  encouragement  to  women.  A breakfast  was  held  at 
Annual  Conference.  The  breakfast  theme,  “We  Belong  Together”  introduced  the  study  of 
“Churches  in  Solidarity  with  Women.”  Dr.  Shirley  Woodie,  an  active  United  Methodist 
Laywoman  and  President  of  Alabama  Aviation  and  Technical  College,  was  the  speaker. 

The  theme  of  Retreat  ’93  was  “Women  Across  the  World.”  The  presenters  were  Rev. 
Susan  Henry  Crowe,  University  Chaplain  at  Emory  University  and  Dr.  Jan  Love,  Political 
Science  Professor  at  the  University  of  South  Carolina. 

The  Commission  developed  a program  for  recognition  of  outstanding  women  in  the 
Alabama-West  Florida  Conference.  The  “Alice  Lee  Award”  is  the  name  of  the  program. 
The  award  is  presented  annually  to  an  Alabama-West  Florida  woman  who  best  meets  the 
following  criteria:  Commitment  to  Christ’s  mission  and  to  His  Church,  Community  Service, 
Leadership,  Courage  Beyond  the  Ordinary,  Action,  and  the  use  of  Inclusive  Language.  The 
award  was  presented  for  the  first  time  in  1992  to  Miss  Alice  Lee,  the  person  for  whom  the 
award  was  named. 

The  Commission  continues  to  encourage  the  use  of  inclusive  language. 

The  Commission  provides  support  for  people  who  are  struggling  to  balance  commitments 
in  the  home,  work  place,  church,  school,  volunteering,  and  family;  for  those  who  are  search 
for  identity,  and  for  people  who  carry  guilt.  The  Commission  encourages  groups  for  spiritual 
growth.

GOALS  AND  OBJECTIVES  ALABAMA  WEST-FLORIDA  COMMISSION 
STATUS  AND  ROLE  OF  WOMEN 
1992-1993 

The  goal  of  the  Commission  on  the  Status  and  Role  of  Women  of  the  Alabama  West-Florida 
Conference  is  to  serve  as  advocate,  catalyst,  and  monitor  to  empower  women  and  to  transform 
the  church  so  that  an  inclusive  people  of  God  might  be  in  ministry  and  mission  to  a hungering 
world. 
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OBJECTIVE  I : To  empower  women  to  claim  responsibility  for  and  to  take  leadership  in 
the  mission  and  the  ministry  of  the  church. 

Action  Step : Encourage  use  of  “GUIDELINES”  for  Local  Church  on  Status  and  Role 
of  Women. 

Action  Step : Provide  annual  retreat  whose  program  will  enable  women  to  renew  their 
spiritual  life  and  to  develop  their  self-esteem  and  decision  making 
abilities. 

Train  District  Representatives  — Provide  packet

COMMISSION  ON  NEW  CONGREGATIONAL  DEVELOPMENT 

Report  No.  1 

In  keeping  with  the  Standing  Rules,  page  199  of  the  1992  Conference  Journal,  (The 
Commission  shall  develop  standards  and  guidelines  for  congregational  development  and 
annually  establish  the  conference  priority  (ies)  for  new  congregational  development.  It  shall 
administer  the  funds  made  available  to  the  commission  from  all  sources.)  The  commission 
has  worked  through  four  meetings  to  achieve  a few  of  its  goals.  There  is  much  yet  to  be 
done.  The  members  of  this  commission  are:  Class  of  ’93  — Mr.  Shelton  Hawsey,  Mrs.  Nettie 
Edge,  Rev.  Ronald  Ball  (Sec.)  ; Class  of  ’94  — Rev.  Norman  Carr  (Chm.),  Rev.  Timothy 
Trent,  Mrs.  Laura  Edwards  (V-Chm.) ; Class  of  ’95  — Rev.  Jeff  Spiller,  Rev.  Doug  Pennington, 
Rev.  Charles  Avery.  The  “At  Large”  representatives  are:  Rev.  Ed  Sells  (Cabinet),  Rev. 
Grant  Parker  (Missions),  Dr.  William  Calhoun  (CCOM),  Mr.  A1  Bruner  (CCOM),  Rev.  Naomi 
Brown  (Equitable  Salaries),  and  Mrs.  Terri  Turner  (Foundation).  The  Sub-Committee 
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chairpersons  are:  Rev.  Jeff  Spiller,  500/1000  Plan;  Rev.  Tim  Trent,  Floor  Planning;  Mrs. 
Laura  Edwards,  Site  Selection  Procedure. 

This  commission  receives  its  funding  through  the  Endowment  II  interest  monies,  funds 
given  to  Endowment  I,  which  is  monies  to  be  used  for  grants,  and  the  Conference  Council 
line  item  which  is  received  from  our  response  to  World  Service  and  Conference  Benevolence. 
“Thank  You”  to  all  who  help  make  the  development  of  new  congregations  in  our  conference 
possible. 

Procedure:  The  Commission  urges  the  Districts  of  our  conference  to  locate  new  areas 
for  new  churches,  to  continue  recruiting  funds  to  assist  in  the  establishment  of  these  locations, 
and  to  seek  help  from  the  Commission  and  the  CCOM  Headquarters  Staff  for  guidance  and 
demographics  in  these  areas. 

It  is  our  policy  to  meet  in  the  month  of  November  to  study  the  grant  requests  for  the 
next  year,  and  set  Commission  Priorities  from  the  grant  applications  presented  to  us  by 
the  various  districts  requesting  funds.  (These  requests  must  be  sent  to  the  Chairperson  of 
the  Commission  on  proper  forms  by  November  1st  of  each  year.) 

One  of  the  highlights  of  the  year  is  the  gift  of  approximately  six  acres  of  property  in 
Orange  Beach,  Alabama,  in  the  Pensacola  District,  for  a new  church.  This  gift  was  from 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  Hadley  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  Rudolph.  This  new  congregation  was 
granted  $25,000.00  from  the  Commission  and  $10,000.00  from  the  Meyer  Foundation  of  that 
area.  The  weekly  worship  attendance  is  now  averaging  50-60  persons. 

Our  goals  in  the  Commission  are:  (1)  assist  in  the  establishment  of  at  least  one  new 
congregation  per  year,  (2)  continue  in  raising  the  500/1000  monies  used  through  the  Endow- 
ment II,  (3)  seek  new  areas  and  new  leadership  in  these  areas,  (4)  send  at  least  one  new 
congregation’s  pastor  to  a National  Church  Development  Seminar,  and  (5)  review  the  work 
already  accomplished. 

We  commend  the  Districts  and  the  pastors  of  New  Congregational  Areas  on  the  fine  work 
they  are  doing. 

Sub-Committees:  (1)  500/1000  Plan:  Rev.  Jeff  Spiller  reports  that  more  than  $100,000 
has  been  committed  to  the  drive  this  year  and  continued  efforts  will  be  made  to  reach  our  goal. 

(2)  Floor  Planning:  Rev.  Tim  Trent  and  committee  are  still  building  the  brochure  on 
floor  plans  which  will  be  available  at  the  Conference  Headquarters  Building. 

(3)  Site  Selection:  Mrs.  Laura  Edwards  and  committee  have  met  and  much  of  this  work 
can  be  seen  in  Report  No.  3.

Report  No.  3 

The  Commission  on  New  Congregational  Development  recommends  the  following  policies 
for  new  church  site  selection  and  the  organization  of  new  churches  (congregations): 

I.  New  Church  (congregation)  Site  Selection 

A.  Location:  No  closer  than  five  miles  to  other  United  Methodist  Churches  (In  rural 
settings,  no  closer  than  10  miles.)  A population  density  of  3,500  in  a 5-mile  radius. 
In  the  city,  have  a 500  membership  potential  with  7,000  population  density  in  a 2xk 
mile  radius.  (Population  projections  should  be  for  10  years.) 

B.  Visibility  and  accessibility  to  the  property  must  be  given  top  priority. 

C.  Size:  Minimum  of  five  acres  of  usable  land 
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D.  Zoning:  Approved  now  or  can  be  zoned  in  future  for  church  use 

E.  Topo:  Suitable  for  church  development  at  reasonable  cost.  Well  drained. 

F.  Soil : Stable  for  building.  If  city  sewage  is  not  available,  site  must  meet  local  health 
department  regulations  for  individual  sewage  treatment. 

G.  Utilities:  Available  now  or  by  projected  building  date  without  excessive  cost. 

H.  Easement:  Must  not  prohibit  use  as  a church  site 

I.  Restrictions:  Must  not  prohibit  use  as  a church  site 

J.  Public  Attitude:  Must  be  conducive  to  church  growth 

K.  Ownership:  Title  can  be  conveyed  in  fee  simple  with  all  mineral  rights,  if  possible. 

L.  Vegetation:  Protected  species  must  not  interfere  with  use  for  church  site 

M.  Environmental:  Must  meet  local  environmentalist  regulations  without  interfering 
with  primary  use  of  property,  including  a check  for  hazardous  waste. 

N.  Nuisance  Factor:  Must  not  interfere  with  intended  use  of  property 
EXCEPTION  STATEMENT: 

Exceptions  to  these  guidelines  will  be  considered  by  the  Commission  on  New  Congre- 
gational Development  only  with  adequate  justification. 

II.  The  Organization  of  a New  Church  (Congregation) 

A.  Community  Canvass : to  establish  the  need  or  desire  for  a new  church  (congregation) 

1.  At  least  50  persons  committed  to  church  membership 

2.  A Mission  Statement 

3.  Effective  pastoral  leadership  must  be  available 

a.  Salary 

b.  Housing 

c.  The  assigned  pastor  is  required  to  attend  a general  church  training  event  for 
pastors  serving  new  congregations 

4.  Self-sufficient  in  five  years,  to  include  all  financial  obligations  including  con- 
nectional  ministries.  Definition:  99  active  members  are  needed  to  support  a church 

EXCEPTION  STATEMENT: 

Exceptions  to  these  guidelines  will  be  considered  by  the  Commission  on  New  Congre- 
gational Development  only  with  adequate  justification. 

This  report,  as  well  as  the  included  policies,  are  before  you,  and  it  is  our  prayer  that 
the  entire  conference  will  join  together  to  make  new  congregations  happen  in  our  conference.

BOARD  OF  MISSIONS 

Report  No.  1 

The  Conference  Board  of  Missions  has  worked  very  hard  during  the  past  12  months  to 
promote  the  work  of  missions  in  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference.  Great  effort  has 
been  put  forth  to  structure  the  board  so  as  to  more  fully  meet  the  needs  of  our  mission  agencies 
and  church  membership. 

The  priority  work  of  the  Board  has  been  the  development  and  implementation  of  the 
Congregation  Revitalization  program.  We  feel  a program  is  being  constructed  which  will 
greatly  enhance  the  life  of  churches  within  our  conference.

GUIDELINES  FOR  ADVANCE  SPECIAL  PROGRAM 

The  Mission/ Advance  Committee  has  worked  diligently  to  develop  guidelines  for 
governing  the  Advance  Special  Program  of  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference. 

If  approved  by  the  Annual  Conference,  these  guidelines  will  go  into  effect  one  day  after 
the  close  of  the  1993  Annual  Conference. 

The  Mission/ Advance  Committee  recommends  the  following  guidelines  for  the  Alabama- 
West  Florida  Annual  Conference  Advance  Special  program: 

Purpose: 

The  purpose  of  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  Advance  Special  Program  is  to 
further  the  cause  of  Christ  through  encouraging  the  development  and  support  of  mission 
projects  within  the  Alabama-West  Florida  (AWF)  Annual  Conference. 

Objectives : 

1 ) To  provide  local  churches,  organizations  and  individuals  of  the  AWF  Annual  Confer- 
ence an  opportunity  to  “go  the  second  mile”  in  their  missional  giving. 

— To  develop  and  maintain  a list  of  AWF  Annual  Conference  related  mission  projects 
which  have  been  screened  and  approved  by  the  Conference  Board  of  Missions 
for  Conference  Advance  Special  Status  or  CASS. 

— To  provide  local  churches  paying  100%  of  their  World  Service  and  Conference 
Benevolence  a method  of  supplying  additional  support  to  the  CASS  mission 
project(s)  of  their  choice.  ( Discipline  914.1,  914.3a) 

— To  assure  local  churches,  organizations  and  individuals  that  100%  of  their  Confer- 
ence Advance  Special  gift  is  applied  to  the  CASS  mission  project (s)  of  their  choice. 

2)  To  provide  an  avenue  by  which  ministries  related  to  the  AWF  Annual  Conference 
may  seek  contributions  from  local  churches  of  the  Conference,  for  the  support  of 
specific  mission  projects  they  are  undertaking.  ( Discipline  914.3b) 

Guidelines  for  Granting  Conference  Advance  Special  Status  (CASS): 

1)  The  mission  project  must  be  located  within  the  bounds  of  the  AWF  Annual  Conference 
or  episcopal  area  authorized  by  the  Annual  Conference.  ( Discipline  727.2) 

2)  The  work  must  be  a specific  mission  project  or  a specific  mission  project  of  a broader 
mission  agency. 

— may  be  self-contained  in  nature  such  as  a short-term  UMVIM  workteam  or  new 
church  development  project.  ( Discipline  914.2a) 

— may  be  a special  program  of  an  existing  parent  or  sponsor  ministry,  i.e.,  a literacy 
program,  older  adult  program,  etc.  ( Discipline  914.2b,  914.2c) 

3)  The  specific  mission  project  must  have  written,  measurable  short  and  long  term 
objectives  which  align  with  Conference  missional  goals  and  priorities. 

4)  The  project  must  be  one  which  requires  a base  of  support  beyond  the  capabilities 
of  the  parent  ministry. 

5)  The  project  must  have  a separate,  written  budget  expressly  designed  to  outline  the 
anticipated  annual  cost  of  operating  the  project. 

— a specific  mission  project  may  receive  Advance  Special  gifts  annually,  up  to  but 
not  exceeding  the  amount  budgeted. 

— the  budget  may  not  include  line  items  for  administration  or  promotional  costs. 
( Discipline  914.3c) 

— there  must  be  an  accounting  system  in  place  which  reflects  all  monies  paid  into 
and  out  of  the  specific  mission  project  budget. 

6)  A method  of  communication  between  the  project  receiving  Advance  Special  gifts 
and  the  group(s)  and/or  individual(s)  giving  Advance  Special  gifts  must  be  in  place 
and  active.  ( Discipline  914.3e) 
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7)  All  applications  for  CASS  must  be  submitted  to  the  Conference  Board  of  Missions 
no  later  than  October  1. 

8)  The  Conference  Board  of  Missions  will  consider  all  applications  for  CASS  during  its 
Winter/Spring  meeting. 

— All  projects  applying  for  CASS  will  be  evaluated  and  rated  as  to  purpose,  impor- 
tance, potential  missional  impact,  past  performance,  compliance  with  AWF 
Conference  goals  and  objectives  for  mission  outreach  within  the  conference,  etc. 
— A list  of  the  top  30  projects  will  be  compiled  for  recommendation  to  the  AWF 
Annual  Conference. 

9)  The  Conference  Board  of  Missions  will  submit  recommendations  for  CASS  to  the 
Alabama-West  Florida  Annual  Conference  during  its  regular  annual  session.  CASS 
will  be  granted  only  upon  approval  of  the  AWF  Annual  Conference. 

10)  CASS  will  be  granted  for  a period  of  two  years.  This  period  is  to  begin  one  day  after 
the  Annual  Conference  during  which  final  approval  for  CASS  is  granted. 

11)  CASS  may  be  renewed  with  approval  from  the  AWF  Annual  Conference.  Ministries 
desiring  to  continue  CASS  must  complete  and  return  an  evaluation  packet  (to  be 
provided  by  the  Conference  Board  of  Missions)  to  the  Conference  Board  of  Missions 
by  October  1 of  the  second  year  during  which  they  have  CASS. 

12)  A new  church  of  the  AWF  Annual  Conference  may  receive  CASS  for  a maximum 
of  five  years.  After  five  years,  only  specific  mission  projects  of  the  church  may  receive 
CASS. 

13)  A new  mission  agency  of  the  AWF  Annual  Conference  may  receive  CASS  for  a 
maximum  of  five  years.  After  five  years,  only  specific  mission  projects  of  the  mission 
agency  may  receive  CASS. 

14)  A CASS  project  must  receive  at  least  10%  of  its  granted  Advance  asking  during  its 
term  of  CASS  eligibility  in  order  to  seek  continuation  of  its  CASS  for  a new  term. 

15)  In  cases  of  natural  disaster,  CASS  may  be  granted  on  an  emergency  basis. 

Guidelines  for  Continuing  Conference  Advance  Special  Status  (CASS): 

1)  Does  the  CASS  project  continue  to  follow  the  guidelines  for  granting  CASS? 

2)  Has  the  CASS  project  accomplished,  or  is  it  making  progress  in  accomplishing  its 
stated  short  and  long-term  objectives? 

3)  Does  the  CASS  project  continue  to  require  support  beyond  the  parent  ministry’s 
capability  to  provide? 

4)  Did  the  CASS  project  properly  use  and  account  for  Advance  Special  gifts  received? 

5)  Was  there  proper  communication  between  the  CASS  project  and  contributors  to  the 
CASS  project? 

6)  Did  the  CASS  project  receive  at  least  10%  of  its  Advance  asked  during  its  term  of 
CASS  eligibility?

Report  No.  3 — UNITED  METHODIST  VOLUNTEERS  IN  MISSION 

(UMVIM) 

The  UMVIM  movement  of  the  United  Methodist  Church  provides  a unique  opportunity 
for  the  local  church  to  involve  its  members  in  the  offering  of  their  resources  (time,  skills, 
monies)  for  service  in  partnership  with  other  church  bodies,  either  at  home  or  abroad,  in 
short  term  work  projects.  The  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  UMVIM  Committee  believes 
that  there  are  four  primary  ministry  opportunities  available  in  this  form  of  mission  praxis : 
relationship  building,  experiential  education,  service  in  partnership,  and  faith  sharing.  The 
UMVIM  Committee  strongly  supports  intentional  methods  to  enhance  the  VIM  experience 
within  the  life  of  the  participating  local  congregation  by  focusing  on  proper  orientation, 
theological  reflection,  and  practical  guidelines  in  relating  this  experience  to  the  life  and 
ministry  of  the  local  church.  The  task  of  the  Conference  UMVIM  Committee  is  to  provide 
interested  churches  with  information  on  specific  projects  both  at  home  and  abroad,  and  to 
provide  practical  guidelines  and  helpful  advice. 

Our  Conference  UMVIM  Committee  is  in  the  process  of  establishing  a long  term  Medical/ 
Dental  presence  in  Panama  as  well  as  an  Agricultural  Project.  We  are  planning  investigative 
trips  to  Columbia  and  Cuba  at  the  invitation  of  the  Bishops  presiding  there.  We  also  have 
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seven  persons  from  our  conference  being  trained  or  serving  as  Individual  Volunteers  in 
Mission  Missionaries. 

The  following  International  and  National  projects  of  our  Conference  are  based  on  the 
information  that  has  been  reported  to  us.  (It  does  not  include  in-conference  and  local  VIM 
work.  If  you  know  of  projects  not  listed  here  for  1992  or  if  you  have  information  on  projects 
for  1993,  please  send  to:  Dr.  Lester  Spencer,  P.O.  Box  3135,  Auburn,  AL  36831-3135. 

International  Work  Teams:  Our  Conference  sent  19  work  teams  overseas  in  1992.  We 
served  in  Costa  Rica  (7),  Ecuador  (1),  Guatemala  (2),  Jamaica  (1),  Mexico  (2),  Panama 
(4)  and  Russia  (3).  There  were  316  volunteers  with  a total  of  $213,300  spent  for  supplies, 
materials  and  other  expenses. 

National  Work  Teams:  In  1992,  we  sent  many  work  teams  to  six  different  locations:

Report  No.  4 — SECTION  ON  CONGREGATIONAL  REVITALIZATION 

Our  section’s  primary  responsibility  is  to  provide  assistance  to  existing  congregations 
in  their  revitalization  efforts.  For  the  purpose  of  definition,  revitalization  does  not  mean 
starting  a new  congregation  in  a new  area ; or,  relocating  an  existing  congregation  to  a new 
location  unless  there  is  no  potential  for  residents  in  the  present  congregations  location.  By 
potential  we  mean  people  in  residence  in  the  church’s  service  area.  Revitalization,  then, 
means  an  effort  by  a local  church  to  serve  its  own  service  area,  in  ministry  to  the  needs 
of  its  people,  as  well  as  those  who  are  members  of  the  congregation. 

The  Section  on  Congregational  Revitalization  seeks  to  fulfill  its  primary  task  (stated 
above)  in  several  ways: 

1.  By  receiving  and  evaluating  applications  for  Missions  Grant  Funds,  then  recom- 
mending to  the  General  Board  of  Missions  either  approval  or  disapproval  of  such 
requests.  The  maximum  amount  of  grants  of  this  nature  is  $1,000. 

2.  By  receiving  and  evaluating  applications  for  mission  loan  funds  and  making  recom- 
mendations to  the  General  Board  concerning  these  loan  requests. 

3.  By  receiving  and  reviewing  applications  for  Spring  and  Fall  Ten  Dollar  Club  appeals 
and  making  the  appropriate  recommendations  to  the  General  Board  of  Missions. 

4.  By  identifying  one  or  two  priority  revitalization  projects  (churches)  from  our 
conference.  The  section  will  then  provide  resources  for  grant  and  loan  funds  from 
our  section  and  consultation  teams  to  work  with  the  selected  churches,  while  enlisting 
support  from  other  resources  such  as  UMVIM,  Ten  Dollar  Club,  Advance  Specials, 
Ethnic  Local  Church  resources,  etc. 

Our  section  has  completed  the  1991  Annual  Conference  mandate  to  develop  the  revitali- 
zation manual  described  in  paragraph  III  G,  page  276,  of  the  1991  Journal  of  the  Alabama- 
West  Florida  Conference.  Copies  of  the  manual  will  be  made  available  to  our  resident  Bishop 
and  current  District  Superintendents  at  the  1993  Annual  Conference.

Report  No.  5 — OUTREACH  MINISTRIES 

The  Alabama- West  Florida  Conference  is  involved  in  mission  through  the  Outreach 
Committee  and  the  areas  in  which  we  work.  Our  committee  supports  efforts  in  Health  and 
Welfare,  Urban  Ministries,  Town  and  Country,  Disaster  Response,  the  Appalachian  Develop- 
ment and  Christian  Unity  and  Interreligious  Concerns. 

Our  greatest  effort  is  focused  on  specifics  in  each  of  these  areas  to  bring  to  the  local 
church  communication  and  support  as  they  enter  into  these  vital  ministries. 

This  year  we  have  studied  the  needs  of  the  local  church  congregations  within  the  area 
of  Health  and  Welfare  ministries.  Current  social  issues  of  the  aging  in  our  society  and 
substance  abuse  will  be  addressed  for  future  programs  as  well  as  emphasis  on  programs 
in  deaf  ministries  and  accessibility  for  those  with  disabling  conditions. 

Our  urban  ministries  continue  to  serve  our  communities  in  many  local  areas.  The 
Outreach  Committee  serves  as  a liaison  between  the  Board  of  Missions  and  the  mission 
agencies  of  our  conference,  hoping  to  strengthen  each  of  these  agencies  through  support 
and  communication.  Problems  of  the  homeless  will  be  addressed  in  future  workshops. 

Through  the  Town  and  Country  leaders  we  hope  to  encourage  and  support  the  small 
membership  churches  and  their  congregations.  Leadership  from  the  Hinton  Rural  Life  Center 
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has  worked  within  our  conference  to  strengthen  the  smaller  churches.  Guidelines  are  being 
established  for  recognition  of  outstanding  local  leadership  in  small  churches. 

Our  conference  continues  to  join  with  the  Commission  on  Religion  in  Appalachia  to  share 
resources  with  churches  and  community  groups  through  the  Appalachia  Development 
Committee. 

Local  congregations  are  encouraged  to  become  ecumenically  involved  with  the  leaders 
of  the  Christian  Unity  and  Interreligious  Concerns.  The  Week  of  Prayer  for  Christian  Unity 
and  Ecumenical  Sunday  are  observed  annually  in  January  throughout  the  churches  in  our 
Alabama-West  Florida  Conference. 

The  Outreach  Committee  supports  our  Disaster  Response  leaders  in  providing  training 
and  services  for  the  Alabama-West  Florida  United  Methodists.  The  response  leaders  are 
available  in  case  of  emergency  within  our  conference.

Report  No.  6 — GOLDEN  CROSS 

Your  Golden  Cross  Program  has  been  very  active  again  this  year.  We  have  been  able 
to  respond  to  every  request  which  has  been  made  for  assistance  with  hospital  and  medical 
bills  across  our  Conference.  We  have  averaged  $885.00  of  assistance  with  each  request. 

My  definition  of  your  Golden  Cross  ministry  is  “faith  administered  in  shirt  sleeves  with 
love.”  My  spirits  have  been  lifted  often  as  I have  received  notes  of  appreciation  for  many 
who  have  received  assistance  in  such  times  of  great  need. 

These  funds  are  made  possible  by  the  United  Methodist  people  of  our  Conference . . . from 
both  small  and  large  membership  churches. 

We  ask  that  a special  offering  be  received  in  each  local  church  on  Mother’s  Day  for  the 
Golden  Cross  Ministry.  Another  good  source  of  assistance  would  be  for  the  local  church  to 
direct  some  memorial  gifts  to  this  worthy  cause.  Don’t  send  any  funds  to  me,  the  director, 
but  send  all  funds  on  remittance  forms  to  the  Conference  Treasurer. 

Listed  below  are  the  guidelines  which  we  seek  to  follow.  We  are  accountable  to  you,  the 
Alabama-West  Florida  Conference,  for  these  funds  and  their  use. 

(1)  Assistance  shall  be  for  United  Methodists  and  any  payment  toward  assistance  shall 
be  only  to  the  hospital,  doctor,  or  drug  store  and  only  after  receiving  a copy  of  the 
hospital,  doctor,  or  drug  store  bill  showing  the  amount  of  the  unpaid  balance. 

(2)  No  assistance  shall  be  granted  to  laity  except  upon  the  recommendation  of  a pastor 
in  a position  to  know  the  circumstances.  Assistance  to  a pastor  shall  be  granted  only 
on  the  recommendation  of  his/her  District  Superintendent  or  the  Conference 
Treasurer. 

(3)  The  amount  of  assistance  granted  to  any  person  shall  be  limited  to  a total  of  $1,600 
for  any  combination  of  hospital,  doctor,  and  drug  bills. 

(4)  When,  in  the  judgement  of  the  Golden  Cross  Director,  extreme  poverty  seems  to 
justify  it,  an  additional  payment  (not  to  exceed  $400.00)  may  be  given  to  the  same 
person  during  the  period  of  a year.

Report  No.  7 — UNITED  METHODIST  CHILDREN’S  HOME 

For  102  years  the  goal  of  the  United  Methodist  Children’s  Home  has  been  to  provide  quality 
care  for  children  and  families.  During  this  time  our  commitment  has  been  to  have  the  best 
quality  possible  in  staff,  programs,  and  facilities.  We  have  dedicated  ourselves  to  being  a 
Christian  helping  ministry  — and  have  worked  to  make  sure  this  was  evident  in  everything 
we  have  done.  We  believe  we  have  done  an  excellent  job  of  reaching  this  goal  throughout 
our  long  history  as  a part  of  United  Methodism  in  Alabama  and  northwest  Florida. 

However,  it  is  especially  gratifying  to  have  others  look  at  our  programs  and  our  staff 
and  confirm  that  we  are  meeting  this  goal.  The  1992-1993  Conference  year  has  brought  three 
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recognitions  to  our  organization,  which  are  shared  by  all  churches  and  individuals  who  are 
a part  of  our  ministry. 

At  its  53rd  Annual  Meeting,  the  United  Methodist  Association  of  Health  and  Welfare 
Ministries  awarded  the  Children’s  Home  its  second  consecutive  EAGLE  (Educational 
Assessment  Guidelines  Leading  toward  Excellence) . The  EAGLE  is  a quality  enhancement 
program  developed  and  administered  by  the  Association.  This  designation  means  that  UMCH 
has  met  and  is  striving  to  exceed  legal,  financial,  ethical  and  clinical  standards  for  services 
and  operations,  continually  monitors  and  evaluates  its  service  quality,  the  effectiveness  and 
quality  of  its  staff  and  the  safety  of  its  facilities;  has  designed  its  programs  to  be  responsive 
to  community  needs ; has  written  statements  of  mission  and  program  which  reflect  purpose 
of  Christian  service  and  witness;  and  has  clear,  written  adopted  statements  of  relationship 
with  its  connectional  units  of  the  United  Methodist  Church. 

The  Association  also  recognized  our  Chaplain,  Rev.  Mike  Spivey,  as  their  Chaplain  of 
the  Year  at  their  Annual  Meeting.  Mike  is  completing  his  eighth  year  of  ministry  at  the 
Children’s  Home  and  has  brought  a great  deal  of  energy,  ability,  kindness,  and  compassion 
to  the  Christian  Nurture  program  of  our  agency.  He  has  specifically  developed  a mission 
outreach  program  for  our  youngsters  to  learn  the  value  of  giving  to  others.  The  Christian 
guidance  he  gives  the  Children’s  Home  is  unequaled  in  agencies  like  this  one. 

One  of  our  child  care  workers,  Linda  Cook,  was  recognized  by  the  Alabama  Residential 
Child  Care  Association  as  the  recipient  of  its  Flora  Boyd  Award,  given  annually  to  the 
outstanding  child  care  worker  in  the  state.  Linda  is  a fine  example  of  the  dedicated,  Christian 
persons  we  have  working  with  our  children.  She  has  truly  touched  many  lives  in  her  years 
with  us. 

We  are  celebrating  the  fact  that  we  have  seven  high  school  graduates  and  one  college 
graduate  this  May.  These  young  people  are  facing  life  decisions  now  — and  our  staff  are 
right  there  with  them  as  they  prepare  to  “leave  the  nest.  ” Your  support  of  these  youngsters 
as  they  learn  and  grow  with  us  means  so  much  to  them  and  to  us.

Report  No.  8 — DUMAS  WESLEY  COMMUNITY  CENTER 

The  year  1992-1993  has  been  a busy  one  for  the  Dumas  Wesley  Community  Center.  Never 
have  we  experienced  a year  where  we  had  to  respond  to  so  many  people  in  need.  I would 
like  to  attribute  this  phenomenon  to  the  quality  of  service  we  render,  but  I am  afraid  it  is 
more  related  to  the  general  condition  of  our  society;  that  is  lack  of  employment  and/or 
underemployment.  Suffice  it  to  say,  this  agency  has  been  able  to  speak  in  a positive  manner 
to  most  everyone  that  has  approached  us  for  assistance.  We  are  indebted  to  our  community 
of  support,  the  church,  in  particular,  for  everything  that  they  have  done  to  help  meet  the 
needs  of  our  service  area. 

During  the  last  year,  we  lost  the  services  of  one  of  our  long  time  tenants,  the  Mobile 
Pre-school  for  the  Sensory  Impaired.  The  agency  joined  with  their  state  affiliate  at  a different 
location  in  Mobile.  We  will  miss  them.  We  are  most  fortunate  in  moving  in  the  services  of 
the  Mental  Health  Association  of  Mobile  County,  Inc.  The  transfer  was  orderly  and  done 
in  such  a way  that  there  was  limited  confusion. 

We  continue  to  provide  a comprehensive  group  of  services  to  the  families  in  the  area. 
The  demand  for  day  care  has  grown  to  such  an  extent  that  at  one  time  last  year  we  had 
212  children  on  a waiting  list.  We  are  licensed  to  serve  157  children. 

Thank  you  for  being  partners  with  us  in  this  mission  of  love  and  caring.  We  are  well 
aware  of  our  dependence  upon  you  and  the  rest  of  our  supportive  community.  Please,  visit 
with  us  at  your  convenience.  We  would  love  for  you  to  see  your  agency  in  action.

Report  No.  9 — NELLIE  BURGE  COMMUNITY  CENTER 

For  the  past  eighty-nine  years,  we  have  had  the  opportunity  to  offer  wholesome  service 
to  people  who  have  needs.  We  are  blessed  by  being  able  to  respond  to  those  needs  as  best 
we  can.  We  are  grateful  to  all  of  those  who  assist  us  in  making  this  help  available. 

With  the  summer  months  rapidly  approaching  our  attention  will  soon  turn  to  our  popular 
Summer  Program.  This  will  involve  approximately  60  neighborhood  boys  and  girls  aged 
eight  to  fourteen.  Activities  will  be  planned  for  a nine  week  period  from  12:30  to  4:30  p.m. 
each  day.  Fifteen  of  these  participants  will  spend  five  days  at  beautiful  Blue  Lake  as  a part 
of  Camp  Discovery.  We  are  thankful  to  those  who  contribute  to  make  this  experience  possible 
for  our  children. 

The  day  care  service  stays  full  to  its  licensed  capacity  of  32  children.  It  is  a blessing 
to  have  a dedicated  staff  of  day  care  workers  whose  goal  is  to  assure  a happy,  more  fulfilling 
life  for  our  children.  It  is  thrilling  to  see  the  positive  changes  in  attitudes  which  take  place 
in  many  of  our  children.  We  are  grateful  to  God  for  the  chance  to  extend  the  mission  arm 
of  our  church  to  the  lives  of  our  children.

Our  Home  Day  Care  Nutrition  Program  continues  to  grow.  There  are  260  homes  with 
a signed  agreement  with  approximately  2,000  children  enrolled.  Four  Monitors  work  in  this 
program  to  assure  those  children  are  served  nutritious  meals  which  meet  the  requirements 
of  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 

Our  present  building  is  about  one  hundred  years  old  and  is  beginning  to  show  the  effects 
of  wear  and  tear.  The  center  has  operated  from  this  site  since  1954.  We  are  desperately  in 
need  of  additional  space  and  certainly  space  which  can  be  more  adequately  heated  and  cooled. 
The  Board  of  Directors  is  on  the  threshold  of  finalizing  plans  for  a new  building.  There  are 
many  details  to  be  worked  out.  As  these  are  consummated,  proper  publicity  will  be  given 
to  those  who  choose  an  opportunity  to  be  a part  of  this  exciting  endeavor. 

The  purpose  of  this  center  remains  as  steadfast  as  ever  to  offer  Christian  service  to  all 
who  come  our  way.  This  has  always  been  our  primary  mission.  You  may  be  assured  we 
will  remain  a beacon  of  hope  as  we  strive  to  help  our  people  to  enjoy  a better  life.

Report  No.  10  — THE  UNITED  METHODIST  INNER  CITY  MISSION/ 
MOBILE  METRO  MINISTRY 

The  traditional  programs  of  the  Inner  City  Mission  in  1992-1993  were  active  and  effective. 
Services  such  as  tutoring,  emergency  assistance,  youth  and  children’s  groups,  Senior  Citizens 
activities,  quilting,  ceramics,  feeding  for  street  people,  etc.  provided  much  needed  help  to 
the  Inner  City  families. 

The  most  significant  development  during  the  year  was  the  completion  of  the  new  gym 
at  the  city  park  operated  by  the  Mission  and  its  opening  under  the  leadership  of  the  Mission. 
Five  basketball  teams  with  approximately  100  youth  and  children  are  participants,  and  the 
gym  hosts  a large  number  of  the  city  league  games.  This  sports  program  is  year  round  and 
includes  football,  baseball,  volleyball,  softball,  and  cheerleading  in  addition  to  the  basketball. 
There  are  frequently  over  200  youth,  children  and  adults  in  the  facility  at  one  time. 

Another  new  program  at  this  new  facility  involves  both  pre-school  children  and  Senior 
Citizens.  The  building  is  restricted  to  these  two  age  groups  from  noon  until  3:00  p.m.  each 
week-day.  The  children  paint,  do  crafts,  and  play  with  the  pre-school  games  provided  by 
the  Mission.  The  Senior  Citizens  play  dominoes,  checkers,  cards  and  other  games.  They  also 
use  the  pool  and  foos  ball  tables,  play  with  radio  control  cars  and  quilt.  They  prepare  and 
serve  snacks  or  meals  each  day. 

The  problems  of  drugs,  gangs  and  crime  remain  a serious  problem,  and  the  Missions’s 
newest  program  is  designed  to  offer  alternatives  to  teens  caught  up  in  these  dangerous 
activities.  The  schedule  calls  for  weekly  meetings  with  police,  mental  health,  education,  etc., 
and  bi-monthly  trips  are  planned  to  see  the  New  Orleans  Saints,  Atlanta  Falcons  and  other 
sports  events.  Plans  also  include  a camping  trip  to  the  Smoky  Mountains  and  a work  project 
to  the  Appalachians.  The  group  is  called  the  “B.C.’s”  and  is  just  getting  under  way  in  February 
of  1993. 

The  long  awaited  congregational  ministry  takes  its  first  step  with  the  expected  appoint- 
ment of  a new  minister  at  Annual  Conference  and  will  be  the  top  priority  until  it  is  formed. 

The  disaster  part  of  the  ministry  is  a significant  part  of  the  recovery  effort  in  South  Florida 
following  Hurricane  Andrew,  and  the  ministry  works  very  closely  with  both  the  United 
Methodist  Committee  on  Relief  and  the  United  Methodist  Volunteers  in  Mission  in  disaster 
response  as  well  as  being  an  integral  part  of  the  Alabama  West  Florida  Disaster  Response 
Committee.  The  Mission  is  also  an  important  part  of  the  Mobile  County  Emergency  Manage- 
ment and  the  American  Red  Cross  response  to  disasters. 

Finally,  the  Homemaker  program  employs  eight  homemakers  under  an  agreement  with 
the  Mobile  Housing  Board  and  is  highly  acclaimed  by  Housing  and  Urban  Development  for 
its  work.  The  summer  program  will  again  find  the  Mission  operating  the  community 
swimming  pool,  serving  250  lunches  per  day  and  working  30  neighborhood  youth  in  the  park 
activities  under  the  youth  employment  program  of  the  JTPA. 

The  Mission  continues  to  grow,  to  find  new  needs  and  to  design  programs  to  meet  these 
needs.  This  is  a viable  and  vital  ministry  in  Mobile’s  Inner  City.

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Report  No.  11  — ECUMENICAL  MINISTRIES  OF  BALDWIN  COUNTY 

Services  to  those  in  need  in  this  rural  county  continued  to  grow  in  this,  our  23rd  year 
of  serving  the  poor  of  Baldwin  County.  Joining  us  in  this  outreach  were  local  churches,  the 
Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  and  other  denominations,  the  United  Way  and  caring 
individuals  of  all  races,  economic  levels  and  religious  faiths.  With  financial  support  and  the 
service  of  volunteers,  EMI  was  able  to  provide  a wide  range  of  help  to  low-income  families 
and,  wherever  possible,  to  help  the  people  help  themselves.  A brief  1992  progress  report  on 
our  many  vital  programs  follows: 

MINISTRY  TO  MIGRANT  FARMWORKERS.  La  Casa  de  Amigos,  our  migrant 
Headstart  program,  enrolled  93  youngsters  under  the  age  of  six.  Families  of  the  children 
were  helped  with  food,  clothes,  gasoline  and  emergency  medical  needs.  They  were  also 
assisted  in  setting  up  their  households  for  their  six  to  eight  weeks  here  for  the  spring  potato 
crops.  The  children  were  provided  comprehensive  educational  services  and  all  types  of  health 
screenings,  records  of  which  will  follow  them  on  their  migrant  trek  across  the  country. 

Our  GLEANING  PROGRAM  — a biblical  way  of  getting  food  to  the  widows  and  to 
the  poor,  recorded  318,940  lbs.  of  food  going  into  homes.  This  was  food  that  would  have 
otherwise  been  wasted.  Large  numbers  of  low-income  volunteers  went  into  fields  to  glean 
this  produce  from  generous  farmers  or  picked  up  and  distributed  food  from  grocers,  fisheries, 
etc.  They  kept  some  for  themselves  and  shared  the  rest  with  their  neighbors. 

Our  two  EMERGENCY  AID  CENTERS  and  FOOD  PANTRIES  saw  another  great 
increase  in  the  numbers  coming  to  them  for  help.  We  helped  5,000  individuals  with  food, 
housing,  utilities  or  medical  needs.  Families  receiving  this  assistance  were  provided  financial 
counseling  to  help  them  get  back  on  their  feet.  They  were  referred  to  training,  jobs,  and 
other  community  resources. 

Our  HOME  REPAIR  and  WINTERIZATION  programs  saw  tremendous  growth,  due 
in  great  part  to  having  a dedicated  United  Methodist  missionary,  Harry  Bennitt,  working 
as  a VISTA  volunteer  for  the  year.  Efforts  are  geared  to  helping  the  elderly  poor  who  face 
losing  their  homes  to  deterioration,  or  young  struggling  single  parents  trying  to  keep  a roof 
over  their  heads.  This  year  we  recruited  church  and  civic  groups  to  do  major  roofing,  floor, 
and  foundation  work,  along  with  ramps,  electrical,  plumbing  and  other  needed  repairs  to 
91  homes.  We  winterized  another  47.  This  truly  was  a banner  year  for  this  most  needed  service, 
not  offered  by  anyone  else. 

CHURCH-BASED  COMMUNITY  ORGANIZING  is  another  unique  and  most  effective 
program  of  EMI  to  reach  out  to  the  poor  and  help  them  toward  greater  self-sufficiency. 
Together  with  local  churches,  people  in  poverty  ridden  communities  identify  problems  and 
set  goals  for  addressing  the  conditions.  EMI  trains  leaders  and  helps  the  people  build 
relationships  to  begin  solving  the  problems  themselves.  Seven  communities  were  helped  this 
past  year.  Some  results  were  a day-care  center  for  low-income  children  was  firmly 
established.  A community  with  65%  of  its  wells  contaminated  brought  attention  to  this  and 
a grant  is  being  written.  Roads  were  paved,  communities  cleaned  up,  but  most  of  all,  spirits 
were  raised,  self-esteem  built  as  the  people  saw  that  they  count  — and  they  CAN  make  a 
difference. 

CHRISTMAS  SHARING  — South  Baldwin  communities  came  together  to  provide  gifts, 
toys  and  food  to  2,200  children,  their  families  and  250  needy  and  elderly  homebound.  A pageant 
was  presented  sharing  with  them  the  story  of  the  birth  of  Jesus  and  the  real  meaning  of 
Christmas. 

Through  networking  in  the  community,  we  referred  families  to  many  other  services. 
We  continued  to  seek  additional  resources  such  as  health  facilities  not  now  available  to  the 
many  who  have  no  or  limited  health  insurance. 

We  thank  the  Lord  and  the  thousands  who  support  our  ministry  as  caring  Christians 
following  in  Jesus’  steps  in  their  commitment  to  the  poor.  We  thank  the  Conference  for  your 
support  and  prayers. 


Report  No.  12  — TEN  DOLLAR  CLUB 

The  Council  on  Ministries  and  the  Conference  Board  of  Missions  established  the  TEN 
DOLLAR  CLUB  to  be  used  for  both  Church  Extension  (growth  through  new  Churches)  and 
the  Revitalization  of  current  local  United  Methodist  Churches  and  Missions  in  our  own  Annual 
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Conference.  It  is  agreed  that  one  appeal  per  year  can  be  used  for  new  Congregations  and 
one  appeal  per  year  for  current  existing  Churches  and  Ministries. 

As  a member  of  the  TEN  DOLLAR  CLUB,  you  will  be  expected  to  contribute  $10.00  no 
more  than  two  times  per  year.  The  request  to  be  a “Ten  Dollar  Appeal”  is  based  on  the  needs 
and  service  of  ministry.  After  a thorough  study,  a recommendation  is  voted  by  the  Board 
of  Missions  for  a Conference-wide  appeal.  The  appeal  for  new  Congregations  is  based  upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  Conference  Commission  on  New  Congregational  Development. 
You  can  be  assured  that  the  need  and  ministry  are  vital  and  that  100%  of  your  gift  is  used 


for  that  project.

The  Conference  Disaster  Response  Team  has  been  very  busy  this  Conference  year 
responding  to  disasters  within  our  Conference  as  well  as  making  ourselves  available  to  other 
Conferences  as  needed.  The  biggest  response  this  year  has  been  to  the  needs  in  both  Florida 
and  Louisiana. 

The  Rev.  Fred  Toland  has  been  selected  by  the  National  Committee  on  Disaster  Response 
through  U.M.C.O.R.  to  be  on  the  National  Response  Team.  This  means  that  he  is  subject 
to  be  called  to  represent  The  United  Methodist  Church  in  a Disaster  Response  anywhere 
in  our  Country.  He  spent  many  days  in  Florida  helping  to  coordinate  the  response  of 
U.M.C.O.R. 

The  Conference  Response  Team  is  answerable  to  the  Conference  Board  of  Missions.  The 
members  of  the  TEAM  are: 

1 — The  Conference  Missions  Secretary  — Donald  R.  Brill 

2 — The  Chairperson  of  the  Conference  U.M.V.I.M.  Committee  — Lester  Spencer,  Jr. 

3 — The  Chairperson  of  the  Conference  Disaster  Response  Team  to  be  chosen  by  the 

Conference  Missions  Secretary  and  Chairperson  U.M.V.I.M.  — Fred  Toland 

We  are  training  people  in  each  District  to  be  ready  to  respond  as  needed.  It  is  very 
important  that  all  Conference  Disaster  Response  be  coordinated  through  the  Response  Team.

Superintendent  or  your  Conference  Headquarters.

Report  No.  14  — METHODIST  HOMES  FOR  THE  AGING 

At  a recent  conference  I attended,  our  keynote  speaker  stated,  “Keeping  up  with  the 
senior  population  and  their  needs  is  not  so  easy  these  days.”  The  speaker  went  on  to  elaborate 
by  discussing  that  persons  over  65  years  of  age  make  up  the  nation’s  fastest  growing 
population  group.  About  2.5  million  persons  celebrated  their  65th  birthday  last  year  (6,000 
plus  per  day).  Last  year  there  was  also  a net  increase  of  645,000  (1,770  per  day)  persons 
65  and  older.  The  senior  population  continues  to  grow  with  an  even  greater  increase  after 
the  turn  of  the  century.  In  addition  to  the  population  growth  we  were  made  aware  that  senior 
persons  are  faced  with  the  need  for  more  and  yet  are  experiencing  the  lack  of  appropriate 
accommodations,  insufficient  income  for  needed  care,  and  new  governmental  regulations 
that  restrict  services  that  are  available. 

Since  last  Annual  Conference,  we  have  experienced:  a greater  sense  of  urgency  for 
requests  for  services;  many  of  our  residents  need  more  financial  assistance  than  before; 
the  number  of  new  regulations  that  drive  our  costs  higher;  a tremendous  shortage  of  nursing 
personnel;  and  that  we  must  do  something  to  financially  strengthen  our  program  so  that 
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we  do  not  have  to  depend  on  Federal  or  State  funding  to  completely  care  for  some  of  our 
residents. 

To  help  meet  the  growing  requests  for  additional  accommodations,  by  Annual  Conference 
we  should  have  completed  an  addition  of  12  new  units  at  Halcyon  Terrace,  our  assisted  living 
facility  in  Montgomery;  obtained  a Certificate  of  Need  for  20  additional  nursing  beds  at  Wesley 
Terrace  in  Auburn;  and  a Certificate  of  Need  for  50  additional  nursing  beds  at  Wesley  Manor 
in  Dothan.  The  new  addition  at  Wesley  Manor  will  enable  us  to  develop  a special  Alzheimer 
center  similar  to  the  addition  added  to  Fair  Haven  last  year. 

This  has  been  a busy  year  for  Sam  Cole,  our  Director  of  Development.  He  has  worked 
with  a number  of  foundations  to  secure  gifts  that  will  assist  us  with  refurbishing  some  of 
our  homes.  He  has  worked  to  establish  a number  of  trusts  that  will  benefit  the  homes  in 
the  future.  He  has  raised  funds  for  the  Good  Samaritan  program  that  help  to  provide  the 
financial  assistance  needed  for  those  residents  at  Wesley  Manor  and  Wesley  Terrace  who 
are  presently  unable  to  meet  their  monthly  expenses.  Our  development  office  is  committed 
to  meeting  the  needs  of  the  present  as  well  as  preparing  us  for  the  future. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  contributions  that  have  been  made  this  year  toward  the  develop- 
ment of  two  nursing  scholarship  funds.  Both  of  these  funds  continue  to  grow  and  will  be 
available  to  assist  employees  of  our  homes  in  furthering  their  educational  efforts. 

Along  with  these  programs,  we  have  explored  grants  for  day  care  centers  for  children 
of  employees  and  senior  persons;  a respite  care  center  and  programs  to  meet  special  need 
for  individuals  who  have  severe  disabilities. 

The  eight  homes  we  own  and  the  two  we  manage  are  “special  places.”  There  is  a certain 
spirit  to  be  found  in  each  one  of  them.  We  are  grateful  for  the  support  that  we  have  received 
this  year  from  the  Annual  Conference.  It  is  our  hope  that  through  the  Conference  and  our 
supporting  churches,  we  will  be  able  to  continue  to  provide  for  individuals  who  look  to  us 
for  continued  assistance. 

We  need  the  help  of  the  membership  of  this  Annual  Conference  as  we  continue  in  our 
efforts  to  make  the  years  of  senior  persons  significantly  meaningful.

Report  No.  15  — NOAH’S  ARK 

The  ministry  of  Noah’s  Ark  has  continued  to  make  the  only  permanent  year  round 
outreach  specifically  to  the  visitors  of  Panama  City  Beach.  God  has  blessed  the  ministry 
of  Noah’s  Ark  and  has  created  a “community”  through  which  He  touches  the  world  from 
the  Southeast  to  Canada,  even  to  England  and  beyond.  The  involvement  of  the  Snowbird 
and  summer  retreat  groups  in  the  outreach  ministry  has  been  phenomenal. 

The  ministry  of  Noah’s  Ark  is  celebrating  its  20th  year  and  the  summer  and  winter 
ministries  of  Noah’s  Ark  continue  to  flourish.  This  summer  showed  an  increase  over  last 
summer  not  only  in  income  but  also  in  the  number  of  people  involved.  The  summer  concerts 
performed  twice  nightly  average  100  people  at  each  concert  and  the  youth  who  stay  in  retreat 
at  the  Ark  continue  to  make  a tremendous  witness  on  the  beach  each  afternoon.  Almost  ALL 
of  the  retreat  groups  from  last  summer  have  already  made  reservations  for  summer  1993. 
The  usage  of  the  retreat  facilities  for  the  summer  was  71%  ( that’s  nearly  five  night  of  each 
week  FULL).  Although  there  has  been  a decrease  of  winter  visitors  to  the  area  over  the 
past  two  years  due  to  increased  insurance  costs,  participation  in  the  Snowbird  ministry 
continues  to  grow  with  over  975  people  involved  this  past  winter.  During  the  period  between 
October  15  and  April  1 the  facilities  of  Noah’s  Ark  are  used  60%  of  the  time  for  art  and  craft 
classes,  bible  studies,  worship,  workshops,  and  meetings.  That  is  4.2  days  of  every  week 
the  total  facilities  are  used  from  9 A.M.  to  9 P.M.  The  age  span  of  this  group  encompasses 
ages  55  to  85  with  the  average  being  around  75  years  of  age.  The  need  for  a pastoral  ministry 
with  this  group  has  continued  to  grow.  Being  there  for  them  in  the  midst  of  death  or  sickness 
when  far  away  from  home  and  family  is  very  important.  Amidst  the  love  and  fellowship 
shared,  it  is  easy  to  understand  why  the  Snowbird  Ministry  is  their  home  and  family  when 
they  are  in  Panama  City  Beach. 

Although  only  21%  of  the  total  funds  needed  to  carry  on  the  ministry  of  Noah’s  Ark 
in  1992  came  from  United  Methodist  sources  ( Conference  Benevolences,  Advance  Special 
Gifts,  UMW)  these  funds  are  the  “seed”  money  that  helps  the  Ark  raise  the  additional  funds 
from  the  summer  and  winter  ministries.  The  appointment  of  Rev.  Dan  Hudson  and  his 
contribution  to  the  ministry  of  Noah’s  Ark  have  increased  the  effectiveness  of  the  witness 
made  on  Panama  City  Beach.  Exciting  things  are  happening  at  Noah’s  Ark.  From  the  old 
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theater  in  Long  Beach  20  years  ago  to  today  God  has  had  a place  in  the  midst  of  the  “Miracle 
Strip”  and  God  will  continue  to  have  a place  through  the  support  of  his  people  called  United 
Methodist.

BOARD  OF  HIGHER  EDUCATION  AND  CAMPUS  MINISTRIES 

Report  No.  1 — COLLEGES 

The  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  offers  support  to  two  Church-related  colleges 
— Birmingham-Southern  and  Huntingdon  College.  The  Church  works  hand  in  hand  with  the 
colleges  in  enriching  the  moral,  spiritual,  and  intellectual  resources  of  the  students.  The 
following  are  the  reports  of  our  Church  related  colleges. 

HUNTINGDON  COLLEGE 

In  this  139th  academic  year  Huntingdon  College’s  enrollment  of  760  is  down  slightly  from 
1991-1992.  The  entering  freshman  class  sustained  the  high  academic  preparation  of  recent 
years  with  a 24  ACT  average  and  a 3.08  or  B+  average  in  academic  subjects.  The  freshman 
class  has  a make-up  of  34%  United  Methodist  compared  to  the  all-college  percentage  of  26%, 
indicating  an  increase  in  United  Methodist  students. 

Of  the  204  United  Methodist  students,  173  are  receiving  some  form  of  financial  assistance 
for  a total  of  $537,479.  Of  the  173  receiving  financial  aid,  116  are  from  the  Alabama  West- 
Florida  area,  receiving  $357,158.  There  are  25  from  the  North  Alabama  area  receiving  $76,075 
in  aid,  and  another  32  outside  the  conference  area  receiving  $104,246. 

The  placement  of  graduates  of  a college  provides  a useful  profile  of  a college’s  success. 
Clair  Dixon,  Director  of  the  Career  and  Counseling  Center  reported  the  status  of  1992 
graduates  as  follows: 


Employed 55% 

Enrolled  in  Graduate  School  37% 

Seeking  Employment 6% 

In  Transition 2% 


The  percentage  of  seniors  going  directly  to  graduate  and  professional  schools  — 37% 
— is  the  highest  ratio  perhaps  in  the  college’s  history.  About  95%  of  those  applying  to  law 
school  over  the  last  five  years  have  been  successful.  For  medical  school,  with  more  than 
10/1  applicants  for  open  positions,  the  rate  of  88%  of  pre-medical  applicants  accepted  indicates 
both  able  candidates  and  solid  preparation  at  the  undergraduate  level. 

The  level  of  professional  preparation  of  faculty  has  reached  a ratio  of  70%  with  the 
doctorate  or  the  terminal  degree  in  field,  the  highest  in  recent  decades.  About  25%  of  the 
faculty  have  tenure  of  ten  or  more  years,  about  40%  have  five  to  nine  years  service  and 
35%  have  come  with  excellent  credentials  in  the  last  four  years. 

The  Chapman-Benson  Chair  in  Religion  and  Philosophy  has  been  ably  filled  with  Dr. 
Mark  Ledbetter  coming  to  head  the  department  of  religion  and  philosophy.  As  director  of 
Church  relations,  Dr.  Ledbetter  has  met  the  ministers  in  district  meetings  and  scheduled 
seminars  and  Bible  Studies  in  a score  of  churches  during  the  school  year.  The  Chapman- 
Benson  Chair  served  as  sponsor  to  arrange  a March  4th  convocation  by  a noted  medical 
ethicist,  Dr.  Walter  Benjamin,  from  Hamline  University,  discussing  the  policies  and  practice 
of  medical  health  care.  Dr.  Benjamin  has  also  been  scheduled  to  address  the  physicians

of  Montgomery  County,  comparing  the  values  and  costs  of  the  Canadian  medical  care  system 
to  that  of  the  United  States. 

A third  full-time  member  of  the  department  of  religion  and  philosophy  is  being  selected 
this  spring  for  the  fall  term,  adding  depth  and  breadth  to  the  offerings  of  the  department. 
For  the  current  year,  Dr.  James  Jeffcoat,  who  serves  Fairview  United  Methodist  Church, 
has  brought  the  expertise  of  his  doctorate  in  church  history  to  strengthen  the  course  offerings. 

Religious  life  at  Huntingdon  College  takes  two  forms.  First  there  are  the  religious 
activities  sponsored  by  the  Chaplain  Frank  Buckner’s  office  and  the  Campus  Ministries 
Association  such  as  one  would  expect  to  occur  at  a United  Methodist  related  college.  These 
are  the  traditional  activities  such  as  the  chapel  service  each  Wednesday  morning,  the  weekly 
Bible  studies  in  both  the  men’s  and  women’s  dorms,  as  well  as  the  special  Holy  Week 
celebrations  featuring  a concert  of  Christian  music.  New  at  Huntingdon  this  year  is  S.A.L.T. 
(Students  Actively  Learning  the  Truth),  organized  and  sponsored  by  the  Campus  Ministries 
Association  as  an  informal  gathering  of  students  on  Thursday  evenings  for  singing,  fellowship 
and  Bible  study.  Also  new  is  the  Forum  on  Religion  and  Science,  sponsored  by  the  Chaplain’s 
office,  which  brings  students,  faculty  and  staff  together  in  order  to  provide  a wider  hearing 
and  a closer  scrutiny  of  topics  of  enduring  theological  interest.  These  activities  bear,  as  it 
were,  the  direct  stamp  of  the  Church. 

But  there  is  the  other  form  of  religious  life  on  the  campus  which  many  students  would 
say  is  perhaps  the  more  important  because  it  is  more  inclusive.  We  speak  here  of  the  general 
opportunity  for  fellowship  and  discussion,  in  and  outside  of  class,  afforded  to  students  drawn 
from  various  faiths  around  the  world:  Buddhists,  Moslems,  Christians,  Jews,  all  of  whom 
have  made  the  conscious  decision  to  come  to  a church  related  college.  While  these  gatherings 
and  happenings  may  not  secure  the  official  sponsorship  of  the  Chaplain’s  office  nor  the 
Campus  Ministries  Association,  they  are,  none  the  less,  religious  activities  in  the  truest  sense 
of  the  word.  For  very  often,  out  of  such  informal  gatherings,  we  “entertain  angels  unaware,” 
and  discover  later  the  locus  of  fundamental  decisions  which  lead  to  a deepened  walk  of  faith. 

The  Church  has  a tangible  and  intangible  presence  on  the  campus,  and  both  modes  of 
presence  are  significant.  Where  the  tangible  leaves  off  and  the  intangible  begins,  no  one 
can  say.  Nor  can  we  say  how  the  bread  and  wine  become  the  body  and  blood  of  Christ,  but 
the  effect  is  the  same  in  both  cases,  namely  the  establishment  of  Christian  community. 

In  October,  Dr.  Allen  Jackson,  president  of  the  college,  announced  his  retirement  for 
May,  1993,  after  25  years  of  service.  During  those  years,  investment  in  the  physical  plant 
has  gone  from  $3  million  to  $15  million,  and  endowment  and  trust  funds  have  grown  from 
$2  million  to  $23  million.  The  level  of  academic  preparation  of  entering  classes  and  the 
professional  qualifications  of  faculty  have  also  increased  substantially,  so  that  the  U.S.  News 
and  World  Report  of  1989  cited  Huntingdon  as  one  of  two  regional  liberal  arts  colleges  in 
the  South  ranked  as  “up  and  coming,”  a rising  star  in  higher  education. 

A presidential  search  committee  headed  by  trustee  Paul  Flowers  hopes  to  have  a new 
president  named  prior  to  the  end  of  the  spring  term. 

BIRMINGHAM-SOUTHERN  COLLEGE 

Indications  of  institutional  vigor  remain  very  strong  at  Birmingham-Southern  College. 
In  spite  of  a severe  downturn  in  the  number  of  high  school  seniors  in  Alabama  in  recent 
years,  the  1992-1993  freshman  class  enrolled  321  new  students,  up  by  34  over  1991-1992;  and 
confirmations  for  the  1993-1994  class  are  currently  ahead  of  last  year.  The  United  Methodist 
Church  is  being  extremely  helpful  in  the  recruitment  of  students.  36%  of  our  student  body 
are  UMC  members.  We  have  90  Bicentennial  Scholars  supported  by  matching  funds  from 
their  local  congregations  and  the  College,  and  another  200  UMC  students  receive  assistance 
from  the  Church  Scholarship  Fund  provided  in  large  part  by  the  North  Alabama  Conference. 

Birmingham-Southern  has  just  completed  its  fifteenth  consecutive  year  of  balanced 
budgets,  even  though  the  annual  budget  has  grown  during  that  time  from  $6  million  to  $25 
million.  We  recently  completed  the  21st  Century  Campaign  by  surpassing  the  ambitious  goal 
of  $40  million.  The  endowment  now  exceeds  $60  million,  but  we  realize  it  must  increase  beyond 
$100  million  within  the  next  few  years  to  avoid  transferring  too  much  of  the  burden  to  student 
tuition. 

The  United  Methodist  Church  helps  us  in  modest  ways  with  financial  support.  The  amount 
provided  by  the  two  annual  conferences  and  by  local  churches  through  scholarships  now 
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approaches  $400,000,  and  if  the  North  Alabama  Conference  passes  what  is  proposed  for  1994, 
it  will  approach  $500,000  annually.  It  is  crucial  for  the  church  to  continue  to  do  its  very  best 
to  support  excellence  in  Higher  Education  to  develop  leaders  for  church  and  society. 

Excellence  remains  the  hallmark  of  Birmingham-Southern.  This  is  attested  by  recognition 
from  U.S.  News  and  World  Report,  The  Right  College  1992,  Barron’s,  Yale  University  Press 
Insider’s  Guide  to  Colleges,  National  Review  College  Guide,  and  others.  Dr.  Thomas  Sowell 
of  the  Hoover  Institution  at  Stanford  University,  in  his  new  book  Choosing  a College,  describes 
Birmingham-Southern  as  “A  proud  enclave  of  the  liberal  arts  tradition:  rigorous,  yet  diverse 
academics  in  a self-contained,  nurturing  environment.” 

We  are  experiencing  a strong  resurgence  of  interest  in  all  things  religious  on  the  part 
of  our  students.  The  1993  graduating  class  sent  several  truly  outstanding  students  on  to 
seminaries  like  Candler,  Duke,  and  Iliff . Thirty-seven  students  now  identify  themselves  as 
preparing  for  some  form  of  church  ministry.  In  the  incoming  freshman  class,  17  students 
competed  for  the  $13,000  per  year  McGowan  Award  for  pre-ministry  studies,  which  is  a 
significant  increase  over  former  years.  Very  large  numbers  of  students  are  participating 
in  service  learning  projects,  attending  worship  and  Bible  studies,  and  taking  Religion  classes 
beyond  the  minimum  requirement.  We  need  the  encouragement  and  assistance  of  the  Church 
to  help  us  respond  adequately  to  this  phenomenon.

LIVINGSTON  WESLEY  FOUNDATION 

On  one  of  the  coldest  nights  in  February,  60  students  gathered  around  oil  barrel  fires 
on  the  lawn  of  Livingston  University.  They  were  experiencing  for  a short  time  what  it  means 
to  be  homeless.  In  lean-to  shelters,  half  of  those  students  spent  the  entire  night  while  the 
cold,  bitter  wind  ripped  through  the  cardboard,  tape  and  plastic  covering  that  they  had  hastily 
thrown  together  for  protection.  For  most  of  them  it  was  fun  — an  adventure  — because  they 
knew  warm  baths  and  heated  rooms  waited  for  them  in  the  morning.  But  for  all  of  us  the 
thought  kept  reoccurring  through  the  night,  “This  would  not  be  fun  if  we  were  really 
homeless ! ” The  Hunger  and  Homeless  Awareness  Week  was  initiated  at  Livingston  Wesley 
Foundation.  All  the  student  organizations  on  campus  were  invited  to  participate.  Ten 
organizations,  including  honor  societies,  fraternities,  sororities  and  business  clubs  formed 
a planning  coalition.  Over  600  cans  of  food  were  collected  for  the  hungry  during  the  week. 
And  during  the  week  we  all  become  aware  of  problems  and  issues  we  usually  ignore.

TUSKEGEE  WESLEY  FOUNDATION 

Tuskegee  Wesley  Foundation  is  a campus  ministry  which  endeavors  to  bring  together 
Methodist,  as  well  as  other  students  on  campus  of  Tuskegee  University.  Our  intent  is  to  provide 
counseling,  scholarship  and  loan  information,  and  devotional  activities  on  a regular  basis 
to  the  campus  of  Tuskegee  University.  By  engaging  students  in  dialogue  at  the  college,  we 
will  respond  to  needs  and  address  concerns  as  they  emerge.  The  role  of  servant  is  our  guiding 
light  and  example.  We  believe  the  college  campus  is  as  much  a manifestation  of  the  body 
of  Christ  as  your  local  church.  Thus,  we  need  to  actively  encounter  Christ’s  presence  while 
in  college  and  daily  commit  ourselves  to  his  service,  encourage  your  active  involvement. 

We  continue  at  Tuskegee  Wesley  Foundation  to  experience  transition.  On  September 
25, 1992,  in  a meeting  with  the  Dean  of  The  Chapel,  Tuskegee  University,  we  were  informed 
no  Christian  organization  will  be  allowed  to  meet  or  utilize  campus  premises  for  meetings 
or  organizational  events.  Thus  our  presence  has  been  tremendously  reduced.  This  same 
information  has  been  given  to  other  campus  Christian  organizations  as  well.  We  have  chosen 
to  honor  their  request.  Even  though  a moratorium  exists  for  Christian  organizations  on 
campus,  TWF  was  a part  of  the  Religious  Enrichment  week  worship  service/forum,  January 
1993.  During  this  opportunity  we  met  with  students  in  an  informal  setting  for  discussion  on 
various  religious  themes.  We  are  hopeful  that,  in  the  fall  of  1993,  the  various  Christian 
organizations  will  have  more  access  to  the  Tuskegee  campus.  This  transition  creates  logistics 
problems  for  us.  For  now  our  center  for  campus  ministry  is  Bowen  United  Methodist  Church, 
approximately  1V2  miles  from  campus.  To  respond  to  this  concern  our  Board  of  Directors 
has  initiated  direct  communication  with  administrators  of  Tuskegee  University.  Our  task 
at  this  point  is  to  present  the  uniqueness  of  Wesley  Foundation  and  the  valuable  and  vital 
ministry  it  brings  to  the  college  and  community. 

We  believe  our  witness  is  genuine  and  our  presence  is  needed.  We  have  not  been  able 
to  reach,  or  attract,  a large  number  of  students.  Yet  the  quality  of  our  ministry  represents 
a commitment  of  the  United  Methodist  Church.  To  the  “Least  of  These.”

We  remain  excited  about  the  possibilities  this  ministry  has  for  making  a difference  in 
the  lives  of  young  people  and  the  difference  they  will  make  in  this  conference  and  this  world. 

We  remain  the  most  unique  campus  ministry  unit  in  the  Alabama-West  Florida 
Conference.  Of  the  32,000  students  located  at  both  schools  we  serve,  less  than  800  are  residents 
of  the  campus  — 97.5%  of  the  students  are  commuter  students.  The  students  are  located 
on  four  campuses  plus  two  smaller  sub  campuses.  We  serve  only  the  two  ‘main’  campuses 
which  account  for  the  greatest  majority  of  the  students  during  at  least  a portion  of  the  day. 
We  operate  without  offices  or  any  building  of  any  type  and  basically  headquartering  from 
the  director’s  home  some  17  miles  from  the  closest  main  campus.  During  the  first  2V2  years 
of  our  existence  the  director  was  an  unpaid  volunteer  who  did  ministry  as  well  as  raised 
100%  of  the  funds  necessary  for  our  operations.  During  the  1992-1993  school  year  we  are  still 
responsible  for  raising  more  than  90%  of  the  funds  needed  for  our  daily  operations  as  well 
as  doing  the  ministry  at  the  university.  This  has  been  a landmark  year  for  us.  Through  the 
encouragement  of  the  director  we  have  formed  a United  Campus  Ministries  organization 
of  the  four  Christian  campus  ministries  and  have  been  active  in  doing  joint  outings  which 
include  sponsoring  the  first  annual  Easter  Sunrise  Service  for  the  University  with  87  students, 
faculty  and  friends  in  attendance.  We  have  had  our  first  student  go  off  to  seminary  as  a 
result  of  this  ministry.  We  have  led  the  first  memorial  service  for  a slain  student.  We  have 
been  encouraged  by  the  change  in  the  administrations  from  ‘we  don’t  need  you  here’  four 
years  ago,  to  ‘I’m  glad  you  are  here  making  a difference’  this  year.  Because  of  that  we  have 
been  promised  an  office,  which  we  had  expected  to  be  in  by  January  of  1993.  Because  of 
remodeling  and  new  construction  at  the  University  of  West  Florida,  we  may  get  into  the 
office  by  the  end  of  this  semester.  We  are  also  excited  about  the  opportunity  that  has  been 
offered  to  us  at  Pensacola  Junior  College.  We  were  asked  to  supply  some  counseling  for  the 
students  at  the  junior  college  in  exchange  for  an  office,  a telephone  and  a telephone  recorder. 
At  this  writing  we  have  already  received  the  telephone  and  telephone  recorder  and  have 
begun  meeting  with  students  in  the  form  of  a by  appointment  listening  post.  We  have  17  active 
and  regular  members  of  the  Wesley  Foundation  with  several  others  that  occasionally  drop  by. 

The  rest  of  this  school  year  looks  exciting,  too.  During  the  remainder  of  this  semester 
we  are  planning  our  second  annual  Spring  Break  Mission  trip  to  North  Carolina  with  eight 
students  and  two  adults  scheduled  to  participate.  The  Wesley  Foundation  was  placed  on  the 
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Diversity  Week  (which  this  year  is  Holy  Week)  committee  in  the  area  of  religious 
organizations  and  plan  activities  during  the  week  alone  and  in  conjunction  with  the  United 
Methodist  Campus  Ministries  which  will  culminate  in  the  second  annual  Easter  Sunrise 
Service.  One  of  our  students  also  wrote  a play  that  we  are  practicing  and  will  present  for 
several  churches  and  youth  groups  during  this  semester  and  during  the  summer. 

UNIVERSITY  OF  SOUTH  ALABAMA 

The  long  awaited  fund  raising  campaign  for  our  Wesley  Foundation  building  on  the  USA 
campus  is  finally  underway.  Our  board,  in  association  with  Mr.  Fletcher  Carter  of  Cargill 
Associates  is  working  diligently  to  procure  the  necessary  funds  for  this  construction  project. 
The  board  is  also  working  to  educate  the  United  Methodist  community  of  the  history,  purpose 
and  current  program  of  our  campus  ministry. 

We  are  now  soliciting  support  for  our  upcoming  mission  trip  over  Spring  Break.  We  are 
going  to  New  Iberia,  LA  to  participate  in  a Habitat  for  Humanity  work  project.  There  will 
be  18  of  us  participating  in  Habitat’s  Collegiate  Challenge. 

At  present  our  students  are  busy  organizing  a campaign  for  Susan  Grenon,  our  candidate 
for  Homecoming  Queen. 

An  exciting  event  this  quarter  has  been  the  arrival  of  a new  class  of  Hispanic  honor 
students  from  Central  America.  The  Rev.  Aida  Walker  reports  100%  participation  of  these 
13  new  students  in  her  program  and  eight  of  the  13  are  joining  our  group  for  our  mission  trip.

The  ministry  of  Religion  and  Race  is  a spiritual  effort  in  the  United  Methodist  Church 
established  to  move  us  toward  reconciliation.  Much  of  the  work  we  do  is  sociological  in  nature, 
but  our  theologically  reflective  processes  enable  us  to  identify  the  rationale  for  required 
change. 

In  performing  our  ministry  of  reconciliation,  we  affirm  the  following: 

First,  we  believe  in  a divine  Creator  of  all  humanity.  We,  therefore,  recognize  a common 
parent  — GOD.  All  Christians  make  that  claim,  whatever  their  color,  culture  or  language. 

Second,  we  believe  we  are  a family.  From  a Christian  perspective  this  family  is  not  based 
on  race,  color,  or  clan.  It  is  one  which  transcends  nation  and  station.  This  is  why  early 
Christians  called  one  another  “brother  and  sister.” 

Third,  we  believe  in  the  reality  of  sin  as  manifested  in  racism,  ethnocentrism  and 
discrimination. 

Finally,  we  believe  that  “. . .GOD  was  in  Christ  reconciling  the  world  to  himself,  not 
counting  their  trespasses  against  them,  and  entrusting  to  us  the  message  of  reconciliation.” 
This  commission  serves  as  a monitoring  agent  and  not  an  enforcing  agent.

3.  We  will  use  our  position  to  report  positive  achievements,  but  also,  what  has  not  been 
achieved. 

4.  We  encourage  each  local  church  to  establish  the  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race  where 
there  is  not  a commission  established. 

5.  We  challenge  each  church  in  the  Conference  to  develop  an  outreach  program  to  that 
community  not  represented  in  their  local  church  congregation.  This  should  involve 
initiatives  taken  by  local  churches  to  create,  develop,  and  administer  new  programs. 

6.  We  submit  these  ideas  as  “springboards”  for  reaching  out  to  our  neighbors  to  create 
community,  helping  to  dispel  stereotypes,  and  bringing  down  barriers: 

a.  Joint  Bible  Study 

b.  Methodist  Men’s  and  Women’s  Breakfasts 

c.  Music  and  drama  group  activities,  other  arts  activities 

d.  Joint  Vacation  Bible  School  (children  and  youth) 

7.  To  continue  to  organize  the  commission,  and  clarify  its  Christ-centered  mission  based 
on  a clear,  working  knowledge  of  the  General  Commission’s  Guidelines. 

8.  Encourage  each  district  to  have  an  active  commission  in  each  district. 

9.  Work  with  all  boards  and  agencies  to  insure  an  inclusive  representation  of  all  people  of 
color  on  boards  and  agencies  in  our  annual  conference. 
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Accomplishments 

We  are  pleased  to  say  that  we  were  able  to  have  Convocations  in  the  following  areas : 
(1)  Demopolis  District,  in  Eutaw,  AL;  (2)  Mobile  and  Pensacola  Districts,  in  Daphne,  AL; 
(3)  Montgomery  and  Troy  Districts,  in  Montgomery,  AL;  (4)  Andalusia  District.  We  were 
also  excited  to  say  that  we  were  the  first  annual  conference  commission  of  Religion  & Race 
to  offer  continuing  education  credits  approved  by  Huntingdon  College.

Report  No.  1 

This  first  year  of  the  Quadrennium  has  been  one  of  organizing,  learning,  and  action. 
The  presence  and  support  of  Bishop  Morris  and  our  Cabinet  representative,  Rev.  Ben  Sawada, 
has  been  generous  and  helpful.  Mary  Ann  Pickard  and  Ida  Grace  Gastinger  continue  to  be 
“heart  and  soul”  of  our  group.  They  have  had  excellent  support  from  Freeman  Shelton,  Vice- 
Chair.  Don  Brill  of  the  Conference  Council  Staff  and  Fred  Zeigler,  have  aided  us  in  many  ways. 

The  full  Commission  met  twice  during  the  year  with  excellent  attendance.  The  First 
United  Methodist  Church  of  Evergreen,  and  its  pastor,  Rev.  Daryl  Gessner,  have  aided  us 
greatly.

We  have  established  a long-range  program  of  producing  a new  history  of  our  Conference.

$7,280.00;  Expenditures:  $6,344.35.  Also  we  receive  as  local  funds  reimbursements  for  research 
expenses:  Total  cash  handled:  $259.85.  Expenditures  for  copying,  acquisitions,  office  supplies, 
etc.  $259.85. 

MISCELLANEOUS.  I have  made  regular  reports  to  the  Conference  Commission  on 
Archives.  I represented  the  commission  at  the  Southeastern  Jurisdictional  Historical  Society 
in  July.  Again,  I want  to  express  appreciation  for  the  opportunity  to  serve  in  this  ministry 
and  for  the  joy  and  fulfillment  it  brings.

Report  No.  3 

The  Historical  Committee  of  the  Commission  on  Archives  and  History  has  initiated  an 
effort  to  update  and  publish  the  history  of  our  Annual  Conference.  It  is  our  goal  to  produce 
a three-volume  set  which  will  be  produced  in  this  order:  1)  Volume  I will  be  a biographical 
index  of  ministers,  from  our  Conference’s  pioneer  days  to  the  present;  2)  Volume  II  will 
be  a history  of  Annual  Conference  sessions  since  the  early  1950’s;  3)  Volume  III  will  deal 
with  how  the  Church  related  to  the  larger  society  through  the  years.  Special  attention  will 
be  given  to  the  roles  of  the  Central  Conference  and  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church,  and 
to  the  efforts  of  mission  outreach  to  groups  with  special  needs. 

The  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  has  granted  $12,500  for  1994  in  order  to  pay 
for  research  and  publication,  with  a possibility  of  repeating  such  grants  for  the  years  1995, 
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1996,  and  1997.  At  the  recommendation  of  Historical  Committee  member  Doug  Purcell,  the 
Committee  plans  to  acquire  the  services  of  a professional  writer,  but  will  be  heavily  dependent 
on  volunteer  contributions  of  manuscripts,  anecdotes,  records,  etc. 

The  Historical  Committee  has  also  drawn  up  a Ministerial  Career  Service  File  form, 
which  was  distributed  to  retiring  pastors  and  to  those  in  attendance  at  the  Wesley  Heirs 
breakfast  at  this  year’s  Annual  Conference.  It  is  hoped  that  all  of  our  retired  ministers  (or 
surviving  loved  ones)  will  soon  receive  this  form  and  return  it  to  Mary  Ann  Pickard  at  the 
Franklin  S.  Moseley  Depository  at  Huntingdon  College.

Report  No.  4 

CAHABA  RESTORATION  PROJECT 
LEASE  OF  PROPERTY  AND  POSSIBLE  EXCAVATION 

In  late  summer  1993,  a request  was  received  from  Mrs.  Ann  Dalton  and  Ms.  Linda  Derry 
regarding  our  abandoned  property  at  Cahaba.  The  Cahaba  Restoration  Project  of  the 
Alabama  Historical  Commission  was  seeking  permission  to  excavate  the  site  where  the  church 
formerly  stood.  The  historical  Cahaba  town  site  has  become  a state  park  in  recent  years, 
and  Ms.  Derry,  the  Cahaba  Project  director,  has  carefully  docomented  the  history  of  the 
church  building  with  its  contributions  to  both  white  and  black  Methodist  congregations.  Earlier 
this  century,  the  church  building  was  destroyed  by  fire.  It  was  the  desire  of  the  Cahaba  Project 
to  do  extensive  excavation  work  and  to  possibly  construct  a facsimile  of  the  old  church  building 
sometime  in  the  future. 

In  the  Fall  meeting  of  the  Commission  on  Archives  and  History,  it  was  concluded  that 
a long-term  lease  arrangement  should  be  pursued  with  the  Cahaba  Project  and  the  Alabama 
Historical  Commission.  This  will  allow  excavation  work  to  proceed  in  earnest.  The  matter 
has  been  referred  to  the  Conference  Board  of  Trustees  to  work  out  details  of  the  lease. 

Our  appreciation  goes  to  Mrs.  Dalton  and  Ms.  Derry  for  bringing  this  matter  to  our 
attention.  It  is  the  desire  of  the  Commission  on  Archives  and  History  to  see  this  part  of  our 
Methodist  heritage  preserved.

Report  No.  5 

ST.  FRANCIS  STREET  UNITED  METHODIST  CHURCH 
1840-1993 

On  Sunday,  June  13, 1993,  St.  Francis  Street  United  Methodist  Church  will  end  one  hundred 
and  fifty-two  years  of  service  to  Christ  and  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference. 

Founded  in  1840  as  the  First  “SWARM”  from  the  Franklin  Street  Church,  known  as  the 
“BEEHIVE  CHURCH,”  St.  Francis  Street  occupied  its  present  location  in  1842.  In  1865,  the 
terrific  explosion  at  the  ammunition  warehouse  in  the  north  part  of  town,  an  explosion  which 
leveled  eight  city  blocks,  severely  damaged  the  outer  walls  of  the  original  structure. 

In  1895,  a new  sanctuary  was  built  on  the  1842  foundation,  placing  the  church  in  the  unique 
position  of  having  two  cornerstones.  This  new  sanctuary,  described  as  “Southern  Gothic,” 
features  some  of  the  finest  examples  of  19th  century  stained  glass  artistry.  Especially  of 
note  are  the  priceless  (18'xl3')  windows  on  the  north  and  south  walls.  These  masterpieces 
vividly  depict  “Jesus  with  the  Little  Children”  and  a glorious  visual  interpretation  of  “The 
Ascension.” 

Among  its  many  ministers,  St.  Francis  Street  has  been  blessed  to  have  two  men  who 
eventually  became  Bishops:  Holland  McTyeire,  a hero  of  the  “Reconstruction”  and  founder 
of  Vanderbilt  University,  and  Robert  Hargrove.  These  names  are  in  a line  of  splendor  that 
includes  such  names  as  Frazer,  McLeod,  Peacock,  and  Andrews. 

Among  its  roll  of  laity  were  Frank  Armstrong  Crawford  Vanderbilt,  the  second  wife  of 
Commodore  Vanderbilt;  Augusta  Evans  Wilson,  one  of  the  most  widely  published  female 
authors  of  the  late  nineteenth  century;  and  Christian  philanthropist  Minnie  Mitchell,  who 
substantially  supported  missionaries  around  the  world.  These  are  but  a few  of  the  saints, 
who,  through  more  than  a century  and  a half,  have  led  the  ministry  of  this  congregation. 
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Through  wars  and  “reconstruction,”  through  the  industrial  revolution  and  through 
depression,  St.  Francis  Street  faithfully  heard  John  Wesley’s  call  “to  serve  the  present  age.” 
Today,  with  suburban  populations  and  community  churches,  St.  Francis  Street  proudly  and 
honorably  declares  its  work  as  an  active  and  vital  congregation  to  be  done.  The  mission  from 
the  “Beehive  Church”  has  been  fulfilled. 

Those  who  love  her  deeply  must  surely  say  a sad  good-bye  as  well  as  “well  done,  good 
and  faithful  servant!”

I would  encourage  all  laity  to  take  advantage  of  every  opportunity  for  training.  There 
are  various  training  events  in  the  Conference  as  well  as  the  District  and  Sub  Districts.  The 
Lay  Speaker  Program,  the  Emmaus  Walk  and  Super  Sunday  events  are  but  a few.  If  you 
are  hearing  a call  to  be  used  in  the  Church  and  you  are  not  invited  to  do  so,  ask  your  pastor 
or  lay  leader  to  help  you.  They  just  might  not  know  of  your  talent  and  desire  unless  you 
tell  them. 

Again,  I give  thanks  for  the  honor  and  privilege  to  serve  God  and  His  Church  in  this 
capacity.  I will  continue  to  seek  His  guidance  and  your  support  in  all  that  we  do  together.

Report  No.  2 — UNITED  METHODIST  MEN 

United  Methodist  Men  (UMMen)  were  active  in  ministry  throughout  the  year.  The 
Kingdom  Builders,  UMMen  sponsored  joint  ministry  with  Volunteers  In  Mission,  actively 
participated  in  building  Ammaus  United  Methodist  Church,  Marianna-Panama  City  District. 
UMMen  raised  and  contributed  about  $45,000.00  to  complete  payment  of  construction  cost. 
The  church  was  built  by  volunteer  work  teams  from  the  Conference,  the  Southeast  Jurisdiction 
aqd  Jamaica,  working  under  the  supervision  of  Morris  Oglesby,  building  superintendent. 
Bishop  William  W.  Morris  dedicated  the  Ammaus  UM  Church,  January  10, 1993.  Work  teams 
are  being  provided  to  rebuild  Chunchula  United  Methodist  Church,  Mobile  District,  which 
was  destroyed  by  an  arson  fire  more  than  a year  ago.  Construction  should  be  complete  by 
mid-summer. 

The  Blue  Lake  Assembly  cabin  maintenance  ministry  sponsored  by  UMMen  continues 
to  be  successful.  Cabin  painting  and  general  up-keep  is  provided  by  local  church  United 
Methodist  Men  units  in  coordination  with  the  camp  director.  This  year  air  conditioning  units 
are  being  provided  for  each  cabin. 
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Men’s  spiritual  life  retreat  sponsored  by  UMMen  was  held  January  15-16,  1993  at  Blue 
Lake  Assembly.  The  annual  meeting  of  UMMen  was  held  during  the  time.  The  retreat  was 
very  successful.  Dr.  Ellsworth  Kalas  and  Dr.  Arnold  Prater  brought  inspiring  and  challenging 
messages.  The  Reverend  Jim  Hollis  challenged  the  men  to  be  committed  to  relational 
evangelism  ministry  reaching  out  to  others  where  they  are  and  helping  them  to  grow  in 
Christian  Faith.  Joe  Pat  Cox  and  Larry  Hannah  led  praises  to  the  Lord  in  music  and  song. 
The  Holy  Spirit  was  present,  convicting  and  causing  life  changing  decisions. 

The  National  Congress  of  United  Methodist  Men  will  be  held  July  16-18, 1993,  at  Purdue 
University,  West  Lafayette,  Indiana.  Plans  are  underway  to  register  50  men  from  the 
conference  who  will  travel  by  charter  bus  to  attend. 

The  Conference  United  Methodist  Men’s  Council  supports  Vision  2000  and  is  encouraging 
all  men  of  the  Conference  to  actively  support  Vision  2000  ministry  in  their  local  church.

Report  No.  3 — UNITED  METHODIST  WOMEN 

The  purpose  of  United  Methodist  Women  continues  to  be  “to  Know  God  and  to 
Experience  Freedom  as  whole  persons  through  Jesus  Christ;  to  Develop  a Creative 
Supportive  Fellowship;  and  to  Expand  Concepts  of  Mission  through  participation  in  the 
global  ministries  of  the  church.  Indeed,  the  United  Methodist  women  of  the  Alabama-West 
Florida  Conference  during  the  last  year  have  been  steadfast  in  their  determination  to  fulfill 
their  purpose. 

Using  as  their  theme,  “United  Methodist  Women  — There  is  a Place  for  You,”  352  persons 
assembled  at  Blue  Lake  October  16-17, 1992,  to  celebrate  twenty  years  as  United  Methodist 
Women.  Sally  Ernst,  former  president  of  the  Women’s  Division,  was  the  guest  speaker  and 
used  as  her  subject  “You  Have  Been  Chosen”  to  reiterate  that  the  past  twenty  years  was 
only  a new  chapter  in  the  long  history  of  mission  involvement.  The  program  book  was 
dedicated  to  the  memory  of  two  former  conference  presidents  who  died  the  past  year  — Nellie 
C.  Davis,  President  of  the  Central  Alabama  Conference  1964-1972  and  Gwendalyn  Rogers, 
President  of  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  Women’s  Society  of  Christian  Service 
1954-1956. 

To  help  our  women  better  understand  the  financial  structure  of  the  organization,  a 
financial  workshop  was  planned  and  presented  by  the  Women’s  Division  for  designated 
conference  and  district  officers.  The  emphasis  was  the  importance  of  the  local  woman  upon 
whom  the  success  of  the  mission  program  rests.  Information  from  this  workshop  will  be 
taken  back  to  each  district  in  the  form  of  district  workshops  to  be  held  within  the  next  two 
years. 

Women  continue  to  be  on  the  cutting  edge  of  the  mission  program  of  The  United  Methodist 
Church.  The  women  of  our  conference  in  1992  gave  a total  of  $353,917.46.  The  Women’s  Division 
received  $237,709.00  and  $37,978.48  was  given  to  agencies  within  our  conference.  In  1993  United 
Methodist  Women  provided  24.1  percent  of  the  total  appropriations  of  the  World  Division 
of  the  Board  of  Global  Ministries  and  35.8  percent  of  the  National  Division  budgets. 

The  1993  Spiritual  Enrichment  Retreat  was  truly  an  enriching  experience.  With  the  largest 
registration  in  at  least  the  past  thirteen  years,  the  Holy  Spirit  continued  to  work  — even 
though  thought  to  have  been  interrupted  by  a snow  storm.  Dr.  Richard  “Dick”  Wills,  Senior 
Pastor  of  Christ  Church  United  Methodist,  Ft.  Lauderdale,  Florida,  led  the  participants  in 
a discovery  of  their  spiritual  gifts.  Realizing  that  the  Holy  Spirit  displays  God’s  power  through 
each  of  us  as  a means  of  building  the  entire  church,  those  in  retreat  returned  home  determined 
to  put  their  gifts  into  action.  We  look  with  anticipation  to  the  Spiritual  Enrichment  Retreat 
of  1994  when  Dr.  Evelyn  Lay  cock  will  be  our  leader. 

Our  conference  continues  to  try  to  involve  our  younger  women.  The  theme  for  our  Joy 
Retreat  was  “Fabulous  Fling  for  Ferns  Forty  and  Under”  and  was  designed  to  meet  special 
needs  of  this  age  group.  Five  workshops  were  offered;  (1)  Bible  Study,  (2)  Teaching  Values 
to  Children,  (3)  United  Methodist  Women  101,  (4)  Combining  Physical  and  Spiritual 
Wholeness,  and  (5)  An  Encounter  with  a “Real  Live”  Missionary. 

Special  emphasis  was  given  to  the  use  of  the  1993  Program  Book  by  local  units  with  a 
special  planning  session  during  United  Methodist  Women  Update  at  the  School  of  Christian 
Mission.  The  Reading  Program  and  participation  in  the  Cooperative  School  of  Christian 
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Mission,  as  always,  were  given  special  attention  in  the  past  year  as  a means  to  enhance 
self-knowledge. 

As  stated  by  the  editor  of  our  1993  Program  Book,  . .a  living  faith  grows,  changes, 
develops  and  expresses  itself  in  many  ways  as  we  experience  life’s  challenges*  joys  and 
crises.”  Together  the  women  of  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  press  toward  the 
realization  of  a better  world  by  having  lived  the  faith.

Report  No.  4 — YOUTH  REPORT 

The  Conference  Council  on  Youth  Ministries  is  in  the  process  of  changing  the  constitution 
to  assure  better  attendance  and  faithfulness  in  mission  of  CCYM  members.  The  reconstruction 
of  the  constitution  will  provide  for  youth  to  be  elected  by  the  district  caucuses  to  CCYM  rather 
than  as  voting  delegates  to  Annual  Conference.  At  the  spring  meeting  preceding  Annual 
Conference,  the  CCYM  will  vote  for  the  delegates  to  Annual  Conference.  District  youth  will 
have  to  keep  this  in  mind:  ultimately  they  are  voting  for  their  representation  at  Annual 
Conference  by  whom  they  elect  as  their  representation  on  CCYM. 

Last  summer  SE  J Youth  Convocation  elected  a member  of  our  conference  as  its  president 
for  two  years.  Eddie  Cox,  a member  of  Black  Creek  United  Methodist  Church  in  the  Marianna/ 
Panama  City  District  is  a dedicated  Christian  firmly  rooted  in  the  Bible  and  a leader  of  youth. 
He  will  accompany  Diane  Lothrop,  Samantha  Casey,  Jamie  Hughes,  and  Chris  McCay  as 
they  attend  National  Youth  Ministry  in  Rochester,  New  York  this  summer. 

Alabama-West  Florida  CCYM  has  a vision  for  the  year  2000  as  well.  They  voted  to  be 
in  mission  in  an  intentional  way.  Hopes  for  the  future  include  taking  part  in  a gleaning 
program  and  doing  other  Volunteer  in  Mission  activities. 

This  year  $6,000  from  Youth  Service  Fund  was  distributed  among  the  following:  Inner 
City  Mission,  Dumas  Wesley  Community  Center,  Nellie  Burge  Community  Center,  Auburn 
Wesley  Foundation,  St.  Andrew  Potato  Project,  and  First  United  Methodist  Church  Sunday 
School,  Homestead,  FL.

Report  No.  5 — LAY  SPEAKER  MINISTRY 

On  behalf  of  the  Lay  Speakers  of  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  I thank  you  for 
the  opportunity  you  have  given  us  to  answer  God’s  call.  We  serve  in  many  ways  by  being 
available  to  answer  the  needs  of  the  local  church,  Sub-District,  District  and  Conference. 
Sometimes  this  is  direct  service  by  a Lay  Speaker  doing  something  and  sometimes  it  is 
indirect  service  by  serving  on  a Board,  Agency  or  Committee. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  continued  to  grow  both  in  the  numbers  of  Laity  involved 
in  the  Lay  Speaker  Minister  and  in  the  services  provided  to  our  clergy,  local  churches,  Sub- 
Districts,  Districts  and  Conference.  We  have  grown  dramatically  over  the  past  five  (5)  years. 
Five  years  ago  we  could  only  identify  160  Lay  Speakers  and  103  of  those  were  in  one  District. 
At  last  count  we  have  535  Lay  Speakers  involved  in  our  Ministry,  a gain  of  335%. 

We  have  all  nine  (9)  of  our  Districts  running  their  own  Lay  Speaker  Ministry  through 
an  established  District  Committee  on  Lay  Speaking.  All  of  these  are  in  compliance  with  “The 
Book  of  Discipline”  and  the  “Lay  Speaking  Ministry  Guide  For  Conference  And  District 
Committees.” 

Hope  you  have  picked  up  on  the  use  of  the  phrase  “Lay  Speaker  Ministry.”  In  the 
Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  we  have  used  this  phrase  for  the  past  nine  (9)  years.  Last 
Spring  the  General  Conference  of  the  United  Methodist  Church  changed  the  name  from  Lay 
Speaker  Program  to  Lay  Speaker  Ministry.  This  change  was  made  at  the  request  of  the 
General  Board  of  Discipleship.  They  have  recognized  the  Lay  Speaker  Ministry  as  one  of 
the  most  active  ministries  of  the  United  Methodist  Church. 
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Last  year  there  were  twelve  (12)  Training  Sessions  offering  a total  of  eighteen  (18)  Lay 
Speaker  Courses.  We  continue  to  follow  the  guidance  of  the  General  Board  of  Discipleship 
and  encourage  leaders  within  the  local  church  to  take  the  Basic  Course  whether  they  want 
to  become  Lay  Speakers  or  not.  We  also  make  our  courses  available  to  anyone  who  wishes 
to  attend.  This  year  we  had  two  Baptist  attend  our  Basic  Course.  In  the  past  we  have  had 
others  attend  from  Baptist,  Presbyterian,  Episcopal  and  Roman  Catholic  denominations. 
Of  course,  they  cannot  be  Lay  Speakers  since  they  are  not  members  of  a United  Methodist 
Church  and  do  not  have  the  approval  of  their  pastor  and  congregation. 

Along  this  same  line  of  thought,  the  Lay  Speaker  Ministry  of  this  Conference  served 
the  following  denominations  during  the  past  year:  1)  Baptist;  2)  African  Methodist  Episcopal 
(AME) ; 3)  African  Methodist  Episcopal  Zion  (AMEZ) ; 4)  Free  Methodist;  5)  Congregational; 
and  6)  Presbyterian. 

Once  again,  our  LAY  SPEAKER  TRAINING  WEEKEND  was  a tremendous  success. 
We  had  135  involved  as  Students,  Instructors  and  Staff  for  this  our  Fifth  Lay  Speaker  Training 
Weekend.  This  is  the  largest  Lay  Speaker  Training  Event  in  the  United  States.  This  year 
in  addition  to  the  new  Basic  Course  we  offered  our  traditional  two  (2)  Advanced  Courses. 
This  year  they  were  “Lay  Speakers  Lead  In  Stewardship”  and  “Lay  Speakers  Lead  In 
Worship.”  The  weekend  also  included  seven  (7)  Worship  Services  conducted  by  Lay  Speakers 
in  our  Retreat  Atmosphere  at  Oakwood  Lodge  at  the  Blue  Lake  Methodist  Assembly. 

Each  year  we  have  listed  the  “Service  Areas”  that  are  most  active  in  this  Conference. 
For  the  past  year  the  following  have  been  our  most  active  Service  Areas : 

1.  TRAINING:  Consisting  of  training  pastors,  Lay  Speakers,  laity  and  offering 
programs  on  the  Lay  Speaker  Ministry. 

2.  LAY  SPEAKER  REVIVALS:  This  is  the  fastest  growing  Service  Area  and  is 
offered  by  three  (3)  Districts. 

3.  SPEAKERS : We  continue  to  provide  speakers  for  churches,  church  related  groups, 
and  community  outreach. 

4.  SPECIAL  PROGRAMS:  Designed  to  meet  specific  needs. 

5.  SEMINARS  AND  WORKSHOPS:  Involving  a variety  of  subjects.  Vary  by  District. 

6.  LAY  SPEAKER  WORSHIP  SERVICES:  These  services  utilize  from  four  (4)  to 
twenty  (20)  Lay  Speakers  and  meet  specific  local  church  needs. 

7.  NURSING/RETIREMENT  HOME  SUPPORT:  This  is  a rapidly  growing  Service 
Area. 

8.  CHURCH  EXPANSION : Support  for  both  new  churches  and  new  programs  in 
established  churches. 

9.  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  INSTRUCTION:  Offered  by  three  (3)  Districts. 

10.  PULPIT  SUNDAY:  We  are  working  toward  NO  EMPTY  PULPITS  on  Sunday. 

During  this  year  we  have  started  a cooperative  program  with  the  Commission  On  the 
Status  and  Role  Of  Women  (COSROW).  Our  purpose  is  twofold.  First,  to  encourage  more 
individuals  to  answer  God’s  call  to  a more  meaningful  service.  Second,  to  increase  the  number 
of  female  participants  in  the  Lay  Speaker  Ministry  from  our  present  28%. 

Let  us  recap  some  of  our  accomplishments.  Above  we  mentioned  the  growth  over  the 
past  five  (5)  years.  Since  the  new  concept  of  Lay  Speaking  came  in  1985  we  have  grown  from 
58  in  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  to  the  present  535.  That  is  a growth  of  923%. 
During  the  past  five  (5)  years  there  have  been  67  Lay  Speakers  that  have  become  members 
of  the  clergy.  We  are  one  of  the  largest  Lay  Speaker  Ministries  in  the  United  States.  We 
continue  to  assist  other  Conferences  and  Districts  in  the  more  effective  organization  and 
utilization  of  Lay  Speakers.  We  continue  to  be  the  Reference  Conference  for  information 
on  how  it’s  done. 

We  continue  to  encourage  the  Laity  of  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  to  consider 
the  Lay  Speaker  Ministry  when  looking  for  a more  meaningful  way  to  serve  God,  through 
the  United  Methodist  Church.

Report  No.  6 — TASK  FORCE  REPORT: 

VOTING  ETHICS  AND  PROCEDURES 

(This  report  was  presented  only  for  study.  It  was  not  debated  nor  voted  upon  by  the  1993 
Conference.  It  will  be  presented  to  the  1994  Annual  Conference  for  debate  and  vote.) 
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THE  TASK 


The  Board  of  Laity  requested  the  Chairperson,  Mr.  Duane  Keck,  Conference  Lay  Leader, 
to  activate  a task  force  on  Ethics  and  Procedures  for  General  and  Jurisdictional  Conference 
elections.  This  task  force  was  to  be  comprised  of  three  clergy  and  three  lay  persons. 

PURPOSE:  The  purpose  of  the  task  force  was  to  study  the  election  process  for  General 
and  Jurisdictional  Conference,  and  to  bring  a report  on  a code  of  ethics,  or  conduct  and 
guidelines  to  the  Board  of  Laity. 


ACKNOWLEDGEMENTS : 

The  goal  of  any  task  force  must  be  to  have  a clear  focus  on  the  objective(s)  and  to  insure 
a reasonable  measure  of  objectivity.  We  are  convinced  that  those  factors  have  been 
successfully  realized  in  this  report.  The  issue  of  Voting  Ethics  alone  is  at  best  potentially 
volatile.  By  the  grace  of  God,  and  His  infinite  wisdom,  persons  on  this  task  force  are  to  be 
commended  for  their  commitment  and  resolve  to  be  responsive  to  this  calling.  Our  prayers 
and  thanks  go  out  to  Mrs.  Mary  W.  Prim  whose  report,  “Statement  of  Purpose  in  Selection 
of  Delegates  — A Theological  Perspective,”  is  both  revealing  and  challenging.  Dr.  Frank 
Hyles,  Jr.  has  employed  his  most  gifted  talent  of  seeing  the  obvious  amongst  the  midst  of 
obscurity  to  express  the  Task  Force’s  “Statement  of  Purpose  in  Selection  of  Delegates  — 
A Secular  Perspective.”  The  Lord  does  work  in  mysterious  ways  in  providing  spiritual  wisdom 
from  a lay  person  and  our  temporal  wisdom  from  a clergy  member.  This  observation  is  more 
a reflection  of  what  may  be  generally  expected  than  what  is  possible.  We  are  all  called  to 
be  both  spiritual  and  temporal.  Occasionally,  as  was  the  case  herein,  we  can  bear  witness 
to  that  fact. 

The  task  is  not  ended  by  this  report.  It  will  certainly  be  the  responsibility  of  the  Board 
of  Laity  to  follow-up  on  our  recommendations  and  the  insightful  perspective  presented.  With 
assurance,  Mr.  Duane  Keck  has  and  will  continue  to  be  a beacon  of  light  for  our  conference 
and  the  church,  in  helping  to  shed  light  on  areas  of  darkness.  The  calling  to  investigate  the 
process  of  Voting  Ethics  and  Procedures  brought  together  persons  of  diverging  backgrounds 
and  perspectives.  We  are  thankful  for  the  vision  God  placed  on  Duane’s  heart.  Our  thanks 
and  prayers  are  with  him,  Bishop  William  W.  Morris,  and  the  Annual  Conference  as  they 
must  now  be  the  instruments  of  God’s  wisdom. 

WHERE  DO  WE  BEGIN? 

The  examination  of  Voting  Ethics  and  Procedures  must  begin  with  an  understanding 
of  what  is  supposed  to  guide  our  process,  and  the  basic  principles  we  are  called  to  follow. 
We  therefore  must  seek  to  determine  if  there  is  sufficient  guidance  both  spiritually  and 
temporally  for  rational  decisions  to  be  made.  The  Book  of  Discipline  is  therefore  that  starting 
place.  Under  our  Social  Principles  we  are  reminded  that  the  role  of  our  Political  Community 
is  to  “provide  for  the  ordering  of  society;  our  faith  statement  is  that,  all  political  systems 
are  under  God’s  judgement;  our  responsibility  is  to  take  active  responsibility  for  our 
government;  and  the  issues  we  must  address  are  basic  liberties  and  political  responsibility.” 

THE  BOOK  OF  DISCIPLINE-1992:  Our  Social  Principles,  para.  74.,  The  Political 
Community,  states  in  part: 

“While  our  allegiance  to  God  takes  precedence  over  our  allegiance  to  any  state, 
we  acknowledge  the  vital  function  of  government  as  a principle  vehicle  for  the 
order  of  society.  Because  we  know  ourselves  to  be  responsible  to  God  for  social 
and  political  life,  we  declare  the  following  relative  to  governments : 

A)  Basic  Freedoms.  — We  hold  governments  responsible  for  the  protection 
of  the  rights  of  the  people  to  free  and  fair  elections  and  to  the  freedoms  of  speech, 
religion,  assembly,  and  communications  media,  and  petition  for  redress  of 
grievances  without  fear  of  reprisal;  to  the  right  of  privacy;  and  to  the  guarantee 
of  the  rights  to  adequate  food,  clothing,  shelter,  education,  and  health.  The  form 
and  the  leaders  of  all  governments  should  be  determined  by  exercise  of  the  right 
to  vote  guaranteed  to  all  adult  citizens.  We  also  strongly  reject  domestic 
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surveillance  and  intimidation  of  political  opponents  by  governments  in  power, 
and  all  other  misuse  of  elective  or  appointive  offices. 

B)  Political  Responsibility.  — The  strength  of  a political  system  depends 
upon  the  full  and  willing  participation  of  its  citizens.  We  believe  that  the  state 
should  not  attempt  to  control  the  Church,  nor  should  the  Church  seek  to  dominate 
the  state.  The  Church  should  continually  exert  a strong  ethical  influence  upon 
the  state,  supporting  policies  and  programs  deemed  to  be  just  and  compassionate 
and  opposing  policies  and  programs  which  are  not.” 

Although  we  cannot  draw  a direct  parallel  to  the  specific  questions  we  are  examining, 
it  is  clear  that  the  basic  tenets  of  how  we  are  to  conduct  ourselves  is  already  defined.  The 
question  then  is  where  have  we  failed  or  if  we  have  failed  in  our  defense  of  those  tenets. 
Based  on  the  basic  elements  of  our  Social  Principles,  we  provide  herein  a discussion  of  a 
more  defined  perspective  on  the  specific  question,  “Are  our  current  practices  used  in  the 
voting  process  for  General  and  Jurisdictional  Conference  delegates  both  procedurally  and 
ethically  sound?” 

WHAT  ARE  OUR  CURRENT  VOTING  PROCEDURES? 

Our  current  process  is  governed  legislatively  by  The  Book  of  Discipline.  However,  our 
functional  guidance  is  derived  from  the  conference  journal.  Additionally,  we  are  guided  by 
the  Board  of  Laity  and  to  some  extent  the  Board  of  Ordained  Ministries. 

THE  CONFERENCE  JOURNAL-1992:  As  defined  by  “STANDING  RULE  13. 
Election  of  General  and  Jurisdictional  delegates: 

(a)  Delegates  to  the  General  and  Jurisdictional  Conferences  shall  be  elected 
according  to  stipulations  in  Par.  602  and  614  respectively  of  the  Book  of  Discip- 
line, and  they  shall  serve  in  all  sessions  of  these  conferences  held  during  the 
quadrennium. 

(b)  In  the  election  of  delegates,  four  teams  of  tellers,  two  clerical  teams  and 
two  laical  teams,  consisting  of  ten  members  each  and  making  a total  of  forty 
persons,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  presiding  bishop,  who  shall  designate  a 
member  of  each  team  as  a chairperson. 

(c)  In  the  election  of  these  delegates,  the  ballots  shall  be  furnished  to  the 
Conference  by  the  Secretary  at  the  time  of  voting.  No  vote  shall  be  valid  unless 
cast  on  the  ballot  designated  by  the  presiding  officer  for  that  particular  ballot. 
Ballots  furnished  to  the  lay  delegates  shall  be  different  in  color  from  those 
furnished  to  ministerial  delegates. 

(d)  In  an  election  year,  the  district  superintendent  shall  call  a caucus  of  lay 
delegates  in  the  district  to  the  upcoming  Annual  Conference  for  selection  of  five 
persons  for  places  in  the  general  and  jurisdictional  delegations.  Disciplinary 
stipulations  will  be  made  clear  on  the  occasion,  and  availability  of  suggested 
persons  determined.  Biographical  data,  business  and  professional  identity,  and 
church  experience  shall  be  provided  by  the  district  superintendent  for  publi- 
cation in  the  Brochure  of  Reports  on  a standard  form  to  be  provided  by  the  editor. 

The  caucus  shall  be  held  prior  to  March  1 and  data  for  publication  shall  be 
provided  the  editor  no  later  than  the  4th  Monday  in  March.  This  procedure  shall 
not  preclude  any  lay  delegate  voting  for  any  persons  he  or  she  chooses  as  actual 
balloting  at  conference  takes  place.  Prior  to  Annual  Conference,  and  following 
district  caucuses,  an  assembly  of  all  lay  delegates  shall  be  called  by  the 
conference  lay  leader  to  allow  delegates  to  become  acquainted  with  persons 
named  at  caucuses  and  others  present  who  may  be  prospects  for  election.” 

These  procedures  are  basic  and  clear.  What  is  lacking  is  that  there  are  no  procedures 
for  clergy  and  there  is  an  absence  of  ethical  guidance.  The  intent  can  only  be  assumed  that 
since  our  guidelines  are  well  established  elsewhere,  there  is  an  inherent  commitment  to  them. 
Where  then  does  one  go  for  a single  source  for  guidance?  To  date  there  is  none.  We  have 
attempted  to  address  that  guidance  from  a broad  review  but  in  this  report  can  offer  no  specific 
guidance.  We  refer  to  this  guidance  as  our  Statement  of  Purpose  — A Spiritual/Temporal 
Perspective,  since  in  life  we  are  guided  both  spiritually  and  temporally. 
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STATEMENT  OF  PURPOSE 

In  defining  a single  source  of  guidance,  it  is  necessary  that  we  build  a foundation  for 
the  same.  This  statement  of  purpose  begins  the  process  by  building  on  a spiritual  perspective. 
We  see  this  as  inherent  to  our  faith  statement  contained  in  our  Social  Principles  that  “All 
political  systems  are  under  God’s  judgment.”  The  examination  looks  at  both  the  electors 
and  the  candidates.  The  statement  of  purpose  from  a temporal  perspective  looks  at  our  role 
to  provide  for  ordering  the  society  and  the  issues  of  basic  freedom  and  political  responsibility. 

STATEMENT  OF  PURPOSE  IN  SELECTION  OF  DELEGATES  — 

A SPIRITUAL  PERSPECTIVE 

ELECTORS: 

The  electoral  process  of  identifying  delegates  to  General  and  Jurisdictional  Conference 
is  a holy  trust,  answerable  unto  God.  It  is  essential  to  urge  spiritual  discernment  of  those 
who  elect  as  well  as  those  who  are  elected.  If  this  process  transpires  in  an  underhanded 
manner,  without  the  guidance  of  God,  the  power  and  authority  of  Righteousness  is  lost.  We 
must  be  mindful  that  delegates  are  elected  to  be  discerning  of  God’s  will,  rather  than 
politically  popular.  They  carry  the  task  of  representation,  but  their  deepest  calling  is 
discernment  of  the  will  of  God  for  Christ's  Church.  They  must  carry  this  commission  with 
them  in  mind  and  heart  as  they  go  in  His  Name  and  in  the  name  of  those  they  represent. 

The  Christian  electoral  process  should  not  mirror  “secular  politics  where  the  bottom 
line  is  the  sum  of  power,  influence  and  career  advancement.”  Personalities  must  not  be  more 
important  than  the  living  character  of  Christ  and  a determination  to  see  His  will  accomplished. 
Our  sacred  trust  is  the  election  of  spiritually  mature  men/women,  determined  to  carry  out 
the  demands  of  the  gospel  in  all  decisions.  In  the  selection  of  these  persons,  the  body  of 
believers  are  directed  to  “preserve  the  unity  of  the  Spirit  in  the  bond  of  peace”  (Eph.  4:3), 
avoiding  manipulation,  coercion  and  control  by  a few,  which  stifles  spiritual  vitality. 

With  all  our  modern  methods  of  election  we  could  profit  by  giving  serious  attention  to 
the  example  of  Acts  13:1-3.  The  calling  forth  of  Paul  and  Barnabas  came  when  a number 
of  people  came  together  in  the  disciplines  of  prayer,  fasting  and  worship.  To  these  spiritually 
prepared  people,  God’s  selection  was  clearly  discerned.  People  gathered  in  the  power  of 
the  Lord,  not  to  play  one  side  against  the  other  but  to  hear  the  mind  of  the  Spirit.  If  we  believe 
that  our  Lord  is  the  same  yesterday,  today  and  forever,  should  we  not  seek  the  same  direct 
rulership  of  His  Spirit  in  similar  manner  without  reverting  to  methods  of  secrecy  and  secular 
politicizing? 

John  Wesley  proclaimed  that  schism  “is  evil  in  itself”  and  unity  is  essential  to  the  true 
mission  of  the  Church.  Wesley  states  that  “It  (schism)  leads  directly  to  a whole  train  of 
evil  surmisings,  to  severe  and  uncharitable  judging  of  each  other.”  If  we  are  to  remain  true 
to  the  Christ  we  serve  and  the  denominational  guidelines  we  have  chosen,  those  who  elect 
and  those  who  are  elected  must  seek  to  keep  the  “unity  of  the  Spirit  in  the  bond  of  peace.” 
Failure  to  do  this  hinders  the  life  of  Christ’s  Church  and  discredits  His  name.  Our  commitment 
to  “one  Lord,  one  faith,  one  baptism,  and  one  God”  must  supersede  our  differences.1 

Schism  within  the  body  of  Methodism  destroys  the  cause  of  Christ.  On  the  other  hand, 
“lay  persons  and  ministers  alike  are  willing  to  commit  themselves  to  needed  actions  when 
they  clearly  understand  the  vision  and  have  confidence  in  those  who  bring  the  challenge 
to  them.  The  foremost  concern  for  those  in  the  church  must  be  to  share  with  others  God’s 
grace  and  mercy  in  the  ministries  of  witness  and  service.  The  challenge  before  the  church 
is  to  recognize,  nurture,  and  encourage  those  who  can  lead  in  this  ministry  in  Christ’s  name.” 
(Douglas  W.  Johnson  and  Alan  K.  Waltz,  Facts  and  Possibilities,  Nashville:  Abingdon  Press, 
1987,  p.  147) 

Selection  of  delegates  should  proceed  with  the  assurance  that  the  mind  of  Christ  and 
election  of  the  Spirit  can  indeed  be  known.  Direct  leadership  of  the  Spirit  is  promised  when 
God’s  people  “agree  on  earth”  and  genuinely  “gather  in  His  name.”  Business  meetings  should 
proceed  in  openness  and  accessible  to  all,  considered  indeed,  even  as  worship  services  where 
all  are  careful  to  bring  discussions  and  decisions  before  the  counsel  of  the  Lord. 

We  are  called  to  be  living  answers  to  Jesus’  prayer  for  unity  of  all  His  followers,  sanctified 
by  the  Truth  and  reflections  of  God’s  power  and  glory.  (John  17) 
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CANDIDATES 

“ The  significant  problems  we  face  cannot  be  solved  at  the  same  level  of  thinking  we  were 
at  when  we  created  them.”  Albert  Einstein 

Spiritual  maturity  needs  be  a hallmark  of  elected  delegates.  Ideally,  they  should  have 
the  skill/gift  of  “active  listening”  to  human  issues  and  to  God’s  Spirit,  and  confronted  with 
God’s  Truth,  they  must  prefer  this  to  political,  popular  views.  Faithful  to  God’s  guidance, 
delegates  should  be  considered  on  the  strength  of  his/her  own  personal  holiness  and  commit- 
ment. A genuine  maturity  should  pervade  his/her  life  that  they  will  not  reinforce  unconscious 
needs  for  authoritarianism.  These  persons  should  be  unbiased,  compassionate  and  committed 
to  an  ever  increasing  understanding  of  the  will  of  God.2 

“True  godliness  does  not  turn  men  out  of  the  world,  but  enables  them  to  live  better  in 
it  and  excites  their  endeavors  to  mend  it.”  William  Penn 

Spiritual  maturity  is  not  necessarily  synonymous  with  denominational  positions  of 
authority  or  outstanding  church  attendance.  There  are  those  who  may  become  so  involved 
in  church  activities  and  an  assumed  piety  that  they  become  insensitive  to  human  needs, 
“contradicting  the  gospel  they  profess.”  Others  may  be  consumed  with  a particular  “cause” 
to  the  extent  that  they  become  insensitive  to  the  leading  of  the  One  who  holds  the  solutions. 
The  chosen  representative  of  Christ’s  Church  must  be  sensitive  to  the  needs  of  individuals 
yet  ever  striving  to  follow  the  leading  of  the  Spirit  and  able  to  lead  others  into  the  “right- 
eousness, peace,  and  joy  in  the  Holy  Spirit”  (Rom.  14:17).  Able  to  bring  the  living  reality 
of  Christ  into  all  life,  delegates  should  demonstrate  an  inner  peace,  wholeness,  and  ability 
to  bring  perspective  and  balance  through  a spirit  of  “power  and  love  and  self-control”  (II 
Timothy  1:7).  Selections  should  be  made  on  the  basis  of  true  godliness,  wisdom,  a sense  of 
balance  and  expanded  perspective;  one  who  strives  to  understand  the  voice  of  others,  and 
is  attentive  to  the  voice  of  God.3 

“ What  lies  behind  us  and  what  lies  before  us  are  tiny  matters  compared  to  what  lies 
within  us.  ” Oliver  Wendell  Holmes 

Spiritual  maturity  should  be  a hallmark,  but  it  is  not  necessarily  illustrated  through  an 
individual’s  political  history,  worldly  credentials  or  popular  acclaim.  Equally  deliberated 
must  be  a marked  sensitivity  to  the  concerns  of  others ; a willingness  to  study,  listen  and 
become  informed  on  needs  such  as  those  of  small  churches,  females  (who  comprise  the 
majority  of  our  congregations),  and  minorities,  as  well  as  larger  social  problems  of  hunger, 
homelessness,  racial  discrimination,  child  abuse  and  others.  They  must  see  the  importance 
of  prayerfully  listening  to  those  around  them,  holding  concerns  before  God,  and  asking 
prophetic  insight  to  discern  God’s  perspective  and  His  use  of  us,  His  people.  Believing  that 
indeed  there  is  no  East  or  West  in  Christ  Jesus,  the  spiritually  mature  candidate  must  hear 
the  needs  and  concerns  of  all,  and  bring  them  before  the  Creator,  Redeemer  and  Sustainer 
of  our  collective  and  individual  souls. 

True  holiness  creates  humility,  and  a continuing  search  for  discernment  of  the  will  of 
God.  It  appears  difficult  for  human  beings  to  avoid  becoming  “pride-full,”  whether  in  honor 
of  academic  credentials,  station  in  life,  political  power,  or  any  other  human  accomplishment. 
The  one  who  represents  God’s  people  must  however,  bear  the  qualities  of  Christ  in  humility, 
meekness,  patience  and  love,  foregoing  the  pursuit  of  personal  agenda  for  a walk  worthy 
of,  and  in  tune  with  the  call  of  God. 

He/she  must  ever  strive  to  “Trust  in  the  Lord  with  all  your  heart  and  lean  not  on  your 
own  understanding ...”  acknowledging  Him  in  all  our  ways,  He  will  surely  direct  our  paths. 
Kierkegaard  captures  a profound  truth  in  the  title  of  his  book,  Purity  of  Heart  Is  to  Will 
One  Thing.  Our  will  must  always  be  to  discern  the  will  of  God  and  act  accordingly. 

God’s  revealed  purpose  for  each  of  us  is  to  realize  moral  and  spiritual  values  in 
community  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord  and  through  the  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  Any 
and  all  electoral  procedures  within  Christ’s  Church  must  be  conscientiously  held  within  this 
framework.  Electors  and  elected  stand  accountable  unto  God. 
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STATEMENT  OF  PURPOSE  IN  SELECTION  OF  DELEGATES  — 

A TEMPORAL  PERSPECTIVE 

We  believe  that  all  of  the  members  of  our  Annual  Conference  believe  in  the  democratic 
processes  — caucuses,  listening  to  candidates  define  their  positions,  hearing  debates,  holding 
elections,  and  other  acts  basic  to  the  body  politic.  All  persons  meeting  established 
requirements  are  eligible  to  vote.  They  may  vote  for  whomever  they  select.  If  they  are  astute, 
they  vote  for  those  best  representing  their  viewpoints,  those  having  the  best  chance  of  being 
elected.  That  basic  understanding  usually  guides  how  people  vote. 

The  question  is  raised  regarding  voting  blocs.  One  opinion  expressed  is  that  they  have 
never  been  able  to  vote  in  a well  organized  bloc  or  group  — not  because  the  persons  selected 
have  little  chance  of  being  elected  (if  they  are  backed  by  a bloc,  they  obviously  have  a better 
chance),  but  because  they  do  not  always  best  represent  one’s  own  thinking.  The  attempt 
is  to  discover  those  persons  who  would  cast  votes  as  we  would  cast  them.  Since  we  don’t 
always  have  that  information,  we  vote  for  those  whom  we  most  admire  and  for  those  whose 
leadership  we  have  learned  to  appreciate.  The  question  then  is  whether  you  always  vote 
for  persons  whose  opinions  are  nearest  to  a carbon-copy  of  your  own.  Does  one  desire  to 
support  those  whose  thinking  is  based  on  consistent  and  honorable  life  commitments  backed 
by  intelligent,  purposeful,  well-informed  decision-making  processes?  Most  of  all,  we  feel 
we  want  to  support  those  who  seek  to  undergird  all  decisions  with  prayer  and  whose  primary 
aim  is  to  serve  God  and  do  His  will. 

One  might  readily  admit  that  they  do  not  like  being  in  any  kind  of  box  that  does  not  leave 
freedom  to  vote  for  anyone  they  choose  to  support.  Blocs,  even  those  loosely  organized,  cannot 
effectively  operate  with  too  many  persons  insisting  on  such  freedom.  Such  persons  might 
vote  for  people  outside  the  umbrella.  When  you  vote  for  too  many  outsiders,  you  soon  find 
yourself  no  longer  in  the  bloc.  Can  one  live  comfortably  and  in  good  harmony  in  any  group? 
This  is  a reflection  of  why  one  might  not  be  able  to  exist  in  a bloc.  And  obviously  we  cannot 
necessarily  fault  others  for  believing  and  acting  differently. 

Some,  perhaps  many  (maybe  even  most)  would  disagree  with  this  perspective.  They 
perhaps  find  it  easier  to  operate  in  a bloc/group  rather  than  individually.  They  feel  more 
realistic  and  probably  are  able  to  affect  decision-making  more  effectively.  They  are  certainly 
more  pragmatic.  Can  we  quarrel  with  them  in  their  right  to  make  such  a choice?  As  a nation 
we  believe  completely  in  the  right  of  free  assembly  and  the  right  — even  the  responsibility 
— of  moving  an  assembly  to  preferred  decisions  by  honorable  means.  As  long  as  people  remain 
free  to  choose  without  coercion  and  without  required  litmus  testing,  can  there  be  any 
insurmountable  problems? 

What  are  we  saying?  Probably,  an  expression  of  frustration  more  than  anything  else. 
Wouldn’t  we  all  prefer  to  have  everybody  choose  to  do  it  our  way.  Let’s  just  all  vote  — without 
caucusing,  without  lists,  without  recommendations  from  groups.  Let’s  vote  for  those  persons 
we  feel  we  want  representing  us.  Continue  voting,  ballot  after  ballot,  until  a list  of  fewer 
and  fewer  persons  come  to  the  front,  until  all  delegates  are  elected.  If  certain  persons  were 
being  left  out  (ethnic  minorities,  females,  age  groups,  etc.),  voices  of  reason  could  be  raised 
in  an  appeal  (as  has  been  effectively  done  before).  We  will  never  do  it  that  way,  of  course, 
but  you  must  wonder  what  would  happen  if  we  did. 

We  need  to  develop  some  means  of  insuring  a broader,  fairer  representation.  Obviously, 
we  do  not  have  a pure  town-meeting  type  democracy  in  our  local,  state  and  federal  govern- 
ments. We  have  representative  democracy  in  which  the  rights  of  minorities  are  not  only 
protected,  but  in  which  representation  is  guaranteed.  Every  state  in  our  union,  even  the  small 
states  are  given  two  senators  in  our  senate.  The  House  of  Representatives  more  accurately 
voices  the  opinions  and  convictions  of  the  majority,  except  that  even  there,  especially  there, 
divergent  voices  are  provided  platforms  for  affecting  policy. 

The  Annual  Conference  as  a political  body  has  no  means  of  protecting  minority  voices 
in  its  electioneering.  If  a simple  majority,  however  devised,  wishes  to  exercise  its  power 
to  control  as  an  organized  unit,  the  majority  (however  put  together)  may  rule  completely, 
and  every  minority,  even  a large  one,  is  rendered  virtually  voiceless.  The  only  effective 
recourse  is  that  the  total  body  renounce  control  tactics  and  allow  a more  natural  process 
to  surface.  But  when  the  majority  locks  arms,  joins  forces,  excludes  some,  organizes  and 
reorganizes  with  care  and  precision,  a majority  can  rule  with  an  iron  hand.  Others  are  then 
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imprisoned  by  the  harsh  reality  of  being  powerless.  Any  struggle  on  their  part  is  tantamount 
to  useless. 

Short  of  recommending  an  organizational  scheme,  we  would  rather  see  us  discipline 
ourselves  to  be  more  open  to  others  who  might  differ  with  us  and,  somehow  in  the  process, 
manage  to  elect  a more  representative  group.  Even  if  we  elected  the  same  group  (a  real 
possibility),  we  would  then  have  ownership  as  a total  Conference. 

If  we  have  an  ingrained  conviction  that  our  way  is  the  only  way,  our  thoughts  are  God’s 
thoughts,  and  our  will  is  His  Will,  then  we  believe  it  is  obvious:  any  cry  for  broader 
representation  is  useless  and,  what  is  more,  considered  by  some  to  be  political  heresy.  But 
is  it??? 


THE  QUESTION  OF  ETHICS 

Ethics  for  the  purposes  of  this  examination  is  as  elusive  an  issue  as  the  political  process 
itself.  It  is  truly  a matter  of  perspective  in  many  instances  or  just  a question  of  whose  guidance 
one  seeks.  Our  attempt  is  only  to  stay  within  a framework  that  challenges  the  reader  to  ask 
whether  they  are  true  to  God’s  will.  Our  task  was  not  to  establish  a code  of  ethics,  only  to 
examine  and  bring  a report  on  a code  of  ethics  and  conduct  and  guidelines.  The  Question 
of  Ethics  is  reported  in  part  from  the  spiritual  and  temporal  perspectives  presented  earlier. 
The  following  provides  both  the  basic  definition  for  a specific  baseline  and  a philosophical 
definition  for  reflection.  The  point  is  not  to  obscure  the  question  of  ethics  but  rather  to  shed 
light  on  the  subject  for  future  consideration. 

THE  QUESTION  OF  ETHICS  - A DEFINITION: 

“Ethics  is  the  discipline  dealing  with  what  is  good  and  bad  and  with  moral  duty  and 
obligation.  It  is  a set  of  moral  principles  or  values.  It  is  a theory  or  system  of  moral  values. 
It  is  also  the  principles  of  conduct  governing  an  individual  or  group.”4 

THE  QUESTION  OF  ETHICS  - A PHILOSOPHY: 

“Philosopher  Borden  Parker  Bowne  a professor  of  philosophy  at  Boston  University  for 
more  than  thirty  years,  regarded  identity  as  the  foundation  of  personality.  He  argued  that 
without  identity,  recognition  is  impossible;  without  recognition,  memory  cannot  be  formed; 
that  memory,  the  essence  of  the  self,  is  the  primary  condition  of  mental  life.  He  insisted 
that  the  mind,  not  sense,  gives  evidence  of  reality;  that  reality  is  comprehended  by  more 
than  cognitive  faculties ; that  life  and  aspiration  are  more  deeply  rooted  in  the  person  than 
logical  thought;  therefore,  it  becomes  necessary  to  justify  ethics.  Bowne  stated  that  no 
fundamental  antagonism  exists  between  thought  and  feeling.  The  question  of  freedom 
intimately  enters  into  the  structure  of  reason.  All  knowledge  is  the  result  of  considerable 
searching  effort.”5 

In  his  work,  “The  Moral  Life,”  Bowne  states,  in  part  that,  “the  field  of  ethics  is  life  itself, 
and,  immediately,  the  life  that  now  is.  Our  moral  task  is  to  make  this  life,  as  far  as  possible, 
an  expression  of  rational  good-will.  In  this  work  we  have  a double  guide.  Internally,  we  have 
a growing  moral  ideal;  externally,  we  have  a growing  insight  into  the  tendencies  of  conduct. 
Neither  of  these  can  be  deduced  from  the  other,  and  both  are  alike  necessary.  For  life  has 
two  poles.  It  demands  for  its  perfection  both  outward  fortune  and  happiness  and  inward  worth 
and  peace.  A conditioned  life  like  ours  cannot  reach  an  ideal  form,  unless  it  be  in  harmony 
both  with  its  objective  environment  and  with  its  subjective  ideals.  Either  of  these  elements, 
when  viewed  apart  from  the  other,  is  an  abstraction  of  theory,  and  a source  of  confusion, 
if  not  mischief.  If  we  consider  only  the  inner  worth  and  peace,  ethics  runs  to  leaves.  If  we 
consider  only  the  outer  fortune  and  happiness,  ethics  runs  to  weeds.  There  is  no  need  to  ask 
which  factor  is  first,  as  both  should  be  first,  last  and  always. 

The  greatest  need  in  ethics  is  the  impartial  and  unselfish  will  to  do  right.  With  this  will, 
most  questions  would  settle  themselves;  and,  without  it,  all  theory  is  worthless.  The  selfish 
will  is  the  great  source  not  only  of  wars  and  fightings,  but  also  of  dishonest  casuistry  and 
tampering  with  truth  and  righteousness.  One  bent  on  doing  wrong  never  lacks  an  excuse; 
and  one  seeking  to  do  right  can  commonly  find  the  way. 

The  great  need  of  ethical  practice,  next  to  the  good  will,  is  the  serious  and  thoughtful 
application,  of  intellect  to  the  problems  of  life  and  conduct.  As  error  arises  less  from  wilful 
lying  than  from  indifference  to  truth,  so  misconduct  and  social  evils  in  general  arise  less 
from  a will  to  do  wrong  than  from  an  indifference  to  doing  right. 

In  the  application  of  principles  to  life  there  will  long  be  a neutral  frontier  on  the  borders 
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of  the  moral  life,  where  consequences  and  tendencies  have  not  so  clearly  declared  themselves 
as  to  exclude  differences  of  opinion  among  men  of  good  will.  Here  men  will  differ  in  judg- 
ment rather  than  in  morals.  It  is  very  common  to  exaggerate  this  difference  into  a moral 
one;  and  then  the  humorous  spectacle  is  presented  of  friends  who  ignore  the  common  enemy 
and  waste  their  strength  in  mutual  belaborings.  This  is  one  of  the  great  obstacles  to  any 
valuable  reform. 

Finally,  in  reducing  principles  to  practice  we  must  be  on  our  guard  against  an  abstract 
and  impracticable  idealism.  Even  in  the  personal  life  conscience  may  be  a measureless 
calamity,  unless  restrained  by  a certain  indefinable  good  sense.  Many  principles  look  fair 
and  even  ideal  when  considered  in  abstraction  from  life,  which  cannot,  however,  be  applied 
to  life  without  the  most  hideous  or  disastrous  results.  Here  is  the  perennial  oversight  of  off- 
hand reformers  and  socialistic  quacks.  Ethics  when  divorced  from  practical  wisdom 
prevents  the  attainment  of  its  own  ends.  The  abstract  ethics  of  the  closet  must  be  replaced 
by  the  ethics  of  life,  if  we  would  not  see  ethics  lose  itself  in  barren  contentions  and  tedious 
verbal  disputes.”

SUMMARY 

Numerous  factors  influence  the  standards  of  procedure  when  applied  to  the  practices 
within  the  church.  In  principle,  as  United  Methodists  we  are  governed  and  bound  by  the 
Holy  Scriptures  and  by  The  Book  of  Discipline.  Those  books  reveal  to  us  the  guidance  and 
direction  that  we  must  turn  to  Christ  for  all  our  answers,  each  of  us  seeking  the  truth  for 
ourselves. 

This  task  force  does  not  presume  to  have  the  answers,  only  a perspective  built  around 
the  task  given  us.  Our  guidance,  is  derived  from  the  two  books  which  guide  us  all.  One  from 
God  the  Father,  the  other  from  the  Church  United  that  governs  how  to  administer  the  Word, 
Sacrament,  and  Order.  Contained  herein  is  a reflection  of  both  our  temporal  and  spiritual 
discernment.  We  have  attempted  to  stay  away  from  the  whims  or  personal  attitudes  and 
perspectives  of  a convoluted,  idealistic  group,  driven  by  preconceived  motives.  The  very 
issue  of  voting  is  one  that  calls  on  an  individual  motivation,  rather  than  a mandated  process. 
In  that  light,  we  were  from  the  onset,  mired  in  the  realm  of  defining  individual  freedoms, 
within  the  framework  of  a pluralistic  edict. 

We  acknowledge  and  were  resolved  to  be  fully  mindful  of  the  rights  of  individuals  either 
singularly  or  in  groups  (blocs) , to  exercise  their  rights  in  the  voting  process  without  outside 
interference.  Our  task  is  only  to  articulate  a postscripted  discussion  regarding  how  we  conduct 
ourselves  as  a church  both  ethically  and  adroitly.  Our  resonating  fear  is  that  we  do  not 
perpetuate  the  sins  of  the  past. 

The  insight  of  Mrs.  Prim  and  Dr.  Hyles,  and  the  philosophy  of  Professor  Bowne,  only 
capture  the  essence  of  the  issues  we  address.  Ethics,  as  discussed,  is  a personal  element 
of  life.  Our  case  is  only  to  provide  the  wisdom  of  a few  toward  a question  which  affects  so 
very  many.  Finally,  each  member  of  The  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  must  examine 
for  themselves  where  they  fall  in  the  abstract  or  reality  of  ethical  decisions.  While  voting 
ethics  is  specifically  addressed,  the  realm  of  our  ethical  conduct  is  in  no  way  limited  to  this 
one  area.  The  aim  of  this  task  force  was  and  is  to  be  true  to  the  God  we  serve  and  to  the 
cause  of  “Doing  the  Right  Thing.”  An  expression  often  overused  but  none-the-less,  so,  so 
true,  is  that  we  are  challenged  that,  “the  main  thing  is  to  keep  the  main  thing,  the  main 
thing.”  To  the  Board  of  Laity  that  requested  this  review,  we  have  tried  to  be  true  to  “THE 
MAIN  THING.”  Other  issues  and  considerations  were  available  for  our  assessment.  We  were 
tasked  only  to  look  at  the  Voting  Ethics  and  Procedures  of  our  Annual  Conference.  Our 
conclusions  and  recommendations  which  follow  are  consistent  with  that  tasking,  and  that 
tasking  only. 
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To  the  readers  of  this  report,  may  God  be  your  guide  and  revealer. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

The  recommendations  of  the  Voting  Ethics  and  Procedures  Task  Force  are  as  follows: 

1.  Maintain  the  existing  procedures  currently  outlined  in  the  Journal,  but  expand  them 
to  convey  the  following  recommendations. 

RATIONALE : Our  current  procedures  are  consistent  with  the  process  of  electing  delegates 
to  the  General  and  Jurisdictional  Conferences.  However,  we  do  believe  the  process  must 
be  expanded  to  insure  we  are  intentional  about  the  process  being  inclusive. 

2.  A general  Code  of  Ethics  should  be  included  as  they  apply  to  the  process,  not  the 
individual’s  right  to  exercise  his/her  voting  or  political  expression. 

RATIONALE : Without  any  ethical  guidance,  we  are  doomed  to  expect  the  process  to  operate 
in  a vacuum.  The  causes  for  which  we  face  worldly  issues  are  governed  by  one  unifying 
set  of  principles,  The  Holy  Bible.  Those  principles  are  therefore  set  forth  in  our  Book  of 
Discipline,  and  shaped  administratively  in  The  Conference  Journal.  The  leadership  of  the 
conference  is  bound  therefore  through  the  process  of  the  Annual  Conference,  to  provide 
guidance  where  it  is  lacking. 

3.  Endorsements  of  candidates  should  only  be  made  by  individuals  and/or  local  churches. 
RATIONALE:  We  recognize  and  encourage  the  endorsement  of  candidates.  We  only  question 
the  extent  of  those  endorsements  beyond  that  recommended.  Corporate  endorsements,  i.e., 
groups  other  than  the  local  church,  may  not  necessarily  be  a true  representation  of  the  body 
as  a whole.  This  rationale  preserves  the  rights  of  the  individual  and  reflects  the  autonomy 
and  nature  of  the  local  church’s  participation  in  the  Annual  Conference. 

4.  There  must  be  a time  allotted  for  an  official  caucus,  for  clergy  as  well  as  laity. 
RATIONALE : Presently,  only  the  district  caucus  for  the  lay  delegates  is  prescribed  and 
set  forth  in  the  standing  rules.  Informal  caucuses  will  occur  and  are  a natural  part  of  any 
political  process.  They  are  also  a healthy  form  of  the  political  process  provided  they  are 
not  exclusive.  The  tendency  however  is  more  toward  exclusion  than  inclusion.  An  official 
caucus  at  least  offers  the  opportunity  for  open  dialogue  and  fair  representation. 

5.  On  the  Sunday  evening  following  the  opening  session  of  the  Annual  Conference,  the 
clergy  and  laity,  in  their  respective  sessions,  should  give  opportunity  for  any  person’s  name 
to  be  put  in  nomination.  Those  persons  present  whose  names  are  put  in  nomination  should 
accordingly  be  given  approximately  three  minutes  to  address  the  body  or  provide  a printed 
profile  sheet. 

RATIONALE:  This  recommendation  assumes  a district  caucus  has  been  held  and  the 
individuals  name  was  not  considered.  Again,  this  represents  a means  of  demonstrating 
inclusion.

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The  above  funds  are  held  in  trust  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  with  the  revenues  being  used 
as  requested  by  the  donors. 

We  call  attention  to  the  resolution  adopted  by  the  Annual  Conference  of  1988,  which 
designates  the  United  Methodist  Foundation  as  the  official  depository  for  discretionary 
endowment  funds  owned  by  the  Annual  Conference  and  its  related  Boards  and  Agencies. 
Local  churches  are  encouraged  to  use  the  Foundation  for  endowment  funds  in  order  to  insure 
proper  management  and  fiduciary  accountability. 

Maintenance  on  the  Andalusia  parsonages,  the  Headquarters’  building,  and  the  Auburn 
Wesley  Foundation  cost  $24,819  last  year.  Two  of  the  parsonages  and  the  Headquarters’ 
building  had  to  be  re-roofed  and  two  heating/cooling  systems  replaced.  The  only  funds 
available  for  the  retirement  of  the  Auburn  Wesley  Foundation  debt  and  for  maintenance 
on  all  properties  come  from  the  Maintenance  and  Debt  Retirement  Fund  of  the  Conference 
Budget.  Of  the  1993  and  proposed  1994  apportionment,  sixty  percent  (69,000)  is  committed 
to  paying  off  the  Auburn  Wesley  Foundation  mortgage.  In  order  to  provide  maintenance 
and  insurance  coverage  for  the  Andalusia  parsonages  and  the  Headquarters’  building  as 
well  as  the  Conference’s  share  of  the  Episcopal  residence  maintenance  and  debt  retirement, 
it  is  imperative  that  local  churches  accept  and  pay  their  fair  share  of  the  Maintenance  and 
Debt  Retirement  apportionment. 

The  January  1, 1993  indebtedness  is  $119,809  on  the  Auburn  Wesley  Foundation  Building 
and  $103,208  on  the  Episcopal  residence.  The  regular  Auburn  Wesley  payment  is  $2,736  and 
the  episcopal  residence  payment  is  $1,688  per  month.

COMMISSION  ON  EQUITABLE  COMPENSATION 


It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Commission  on  Equitable  Compensation  to  support  ordained  ministry 
in  the  charges  of  the  Annual  Conference  by  (1)  recommending  conference  standards  for  clergy 
support;  (2)  administering  funds  to  be  used  in  base  compensation  supplementation;  and 
(3)  providing  counsel  and  advisory  materials  on  clergy  support  to  district  superintendents 
and  Committees  on  Pastor-Parish  Relations. 

— The  Book  of  Discipline,  1992  (Par.  722.2) 

In  keeping  with  the  purpose  stated  above;  the  Commission  on  Equitable  Compensation 
has  established  the  following  guidelines  for  its  work  of  supporting  ministry  in  the  local 
churches  of  our  Annual  Conference.  In  extraordinary  or  special  situations,  exceptions  to 
these  guidelines  may  be  made  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Commission. 

1.  Only  full  time  pastors,  retired  pastors  (as  specified  in  paragraph  2),  and  student 
pastors  are  eligible  for  equitable  compensation  support.  These  pastors  must  be  certified 
by  the  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry,  approved  by  the  Annual  Conference,  and  appointed  to 
a church  or  charge.  Each  pastor  who  is  in  good  standing  and  who  is  appointed  by  the  bishop 
to  less  than  full-time  service  is  eligible  for  Equitable  Compensation  Fund  in  one-quarter 
increments.  No  associate  or  supply  pastor  shall  receive  salary  support  from  this  fund. 

2.  If  the  combined  total  of  all  income  received  from  The  United  Methodist  Church  by 
a retired  minister  (plus  his/her  Social  Security)  is  not  equal  to  the  equitable  compensation 
schedule,  then  the  Commission  on  Equitable  Compensation  shall  pay  the  difference  up  to 
$2,400.00.  To  qualify  the  retired  minister  must  be  serving  full  time. 

3.  The  Discipline  requires  that  a fully  scheduled  equitable  compensation  be  paid  before 
pension  credit  can  be  granted  by  the  Board  of  Pensions.  To  participate  in  the  Insurance  and 
Death  Benefit  Programs  the  minister  must  have  pension  credit.  To  receive  fully  scheduled 
equitable  compensation  for  the  minister’s  category,  the  church  must  pay  80%  of  the  equitable 
compensation  schedule  for  1993,  except  as  defined  in  paragraphs  8-12  of  this  report. 

4.  The  amount  of  equitable  compensation  a minister  is  eligible  to  receive  is  based  upon 
the  total  of  his/her  salary,  travel  allowance  and  utilities  and  other  approved  church  related 
allowances.

5.  No  minister  of  any  classification  shall  receive  aid  from  the  fund  if  he/she  receives 
income  from  any  other  church  source,  if  the  income,  plus  salary  from  the  charge  he/she 
serves,  is  more  than  the  equitable  compensation  for  his/her  classification,  except  as  provided 
in  paragraphs  8-10  of  this  report. 

6.  No  person  qualifying  for  equitable  compensation  which  amounts  to  less  than  $100  per 
year  will  receive  any  equitable  compensation.  The  Commission  expects  the  local  churches 
to  take  care  of  that  amount. 

7.  We  recommend  that  no  minister  serving  outside  the  bounds  of  the  Alabama-West 
Florida  Conference  be  eligible  to  receive  equitable  compensation  unless  there  is  no 
appointment  available  for  him/her  in  the  Conference  and  he/she  is  assigned  by  the  Presiding 
Bishop  to  an  appointment  outside  the  Conference,  or  unless  it  be  a special  appointment  by 
the  Presiding  Bishop.  Appointment  for  the  convenience  of  the  minister  shall  not  be  considered 
sufficient  reason  to  receive  equitable  compensation  aid. 

8.  The  Commission  on  Equitable  Compensation  recognizes  there  may  exist  from  time 
to  time  certain  situations  within  our  Conference  where  special  funding  consideration  beyond 
the  stipulated  requirements  may  assist  a church  to  become  self-sustaining  more  quickly. 
In  such  situations,  a supplement,  determined  by  the  Commission  on  Equitable  Compensation, 
above  the  regular  equitable  compensation,  may  be  given  the  minister  ; provided  the  money 
is  available  for  the  purpose.  Normally  no  situation  will  receive  this  special  consideration 
for  more  than  three  years.  Such  cases  will  be  called  Growth  Potential  Situations.  In  order 
to  be  considered  every  case  will  be  evaluated  by  certain  criteria,  such  as : growth  potential, 
leadership  requirements,  age  of  church,  and  indebtedness.  The  final  determination  will  be 
made  in  consultation  with  the  Board  of  Missions. 

9.  Ministers  of  newly  organized  congregations  can  for  four  years  receive  up  to  3/5  of 
the  equitable  compensation  schedule  from  this  fund.  The  Commission  suggests  to  the  cabinet 
that  consideration  be  given  to  ministers  with  background  in  church  growth  development. 

10.  In  case  of  cooperative  parish  ministries  or  specialized  ministries,  the  District 
Superintendent  may  recommend  that  the  Commission  on  Equitable  Compensation,  in  consul- 
tation with  the  District  Board  of  Missions,  give  consideration  to  supplementing  the  salary 
of  a minister/director  or  an  associate  director  of  a larger  parish  or  specialized  ministry 
even  though  the  person  comes  under  the  benefits  of  equitable  compensation,  without  any 
reduction  in  the  equitable  compensation  support. 

11.  The  Commission  on  Equitable  Compensation  recognizes  that  there  may  exist  from 
time  to  time  hardship  cases,  which  should  be  considered  for  financial  assistance.  Sensing 
a need  for  such  assistance  for  a charge,  the  District  Superintendent  should  assess  the  situation, 
hold  the  Charge  Conference  before  the  November  meeting  of  the  Commission  on  Equitable 
Compensation,  and  present  the  findings  to  the  Commission  upon  whom  rests  the  final  decision. 

12.  To  motivate  churches  toward  the  goal  of  total  pastoral  support,  the  Commission 
proposes  to  give  the  minister  60%  of  any  salary  increase  above  the  amount  currently  paid 
by  the  church  after  the  minimum  support  required  for  his/her  category  has  been  reached. 
This  would  apply  to  the  charge  which  he/she  is  serving  at  the  beginning  of  the  payment  period, 
January  1.  This  supplement  will  be  based  on  the  yearly  increase  of  the  minister’s  salary. 
The  Commission  recommends  that  the  cabinet  consider  this  cumulative  amount  as  part  of 
the  salary  when  appointment  is  made  to  another  charge. 

13.  The  Commission  recommends  that  all  charges  receiving  equitable  compensation 
assistance  develop  and  continue  a program  with  a goal  to  eliminate  dependency  on  salary 
supplements  for  their  pastors.  An  annual  report  of  this  program  shall  be  submitted  through 
the  District  Superintendent  to  this  Commission. 

,14.  The  District  Superintendents  are  required  to  review  all  equitable  compensation 
situations  in  their  districts  to  ascertain  the  necessity  for  such  funds  and  whenever  possible 
seek  to  reduce  the  need  for  this  supplement.  No  charge  shall  receive  equitable  compensation 
assistance  when  divided  unless  the  Town  and  Country  Commission  has  surveyed  and 
recommended,  and  the  Commission  on  Equitable  Compensation  has  approved  the  division. 
The  Commission  recommends  that  churches  or  charges,  to  be  eligible  for  equitable 
compensation  aid,  should  consist  of  a minimum  of  100  members  per  charge,  except  in  the 
case  of  a new  church. 

15.  It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  District  Superintendents  to  follow  the  guidelines  set 
forth  by  the  Commission  when  recommending  pastors  for  equitable  compensation  funds. 
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Also,  the  District  Superintendents  shall  be  responsible  for  the  accurate  completion  and 
submission  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Commission  the  forms  provided  by  the  Commission  for 
this  purpose.  The  secretary  shall  not  issue  check  orders  for  equitable  compensation  funds 
until  all  criteria  have  been  met.  When  the  status  of  a pastor  receiving  these  funds  changes, 
the  District  Superintendents  should  immediately  file  with  the  Commission  the  changed  status. 

16.  The  Commission  requests  that  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  recommend 
to  the  conference  the  estimated  amount  required  to  support  the  schedule  of  minimum  salaries 
and  salary  supplements  for  the  pastors,  as  adopted  by  the  Conference. 

17.  The  Secretary  of  the  Commission  on  Equitable  Compensation  shall  file  with  the 
Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Journal  for  publication  in  the  Conference  Journal  each  year  a 
report  listing  the  payments  from  the  equitable  compensation  fund  during  the  year,  giving 
names  of  the  pastors  and  charges,  and  amounts  paid  to  each.  This  report  is  to  be  made  by 
June  30,  following  annual  conference  for  the  past  calendar  year.

ASSEMBLY  GROUNDS  COMMISSION 

Blue  Lake  Camp 

The  Blue  Lake  ministry  continues  to  grow.  The  demand  for  dates  by  Conference,  District 
and  Church  groups  increases  with  each  year.  The  wilderness  setting  of  the  camp  is  a source 
of  joy  and  adventure  to  many  persons  who  visit  the  grounds.  The  facilities  of  your  camp 
are  delightful  and  adequate  to  accommodate  most  of  the  groups  that  seek  to  use  them.  Non- 
United  Methodist  groups  make  use  of  the  camp  facilities  when  they  are  not  scheduled  by 
conference  groups. 

The  reservation  policy  of  the  Assembly  Grounds  is  as  it  has  been  for  several  years.  United 
Methodist  groups  are  urged  to  plan  and  schedule  their  retreats  early.  When  groups  are  small 
an  effort  is  made  to  schedule  more  than  one  in  Oakwood  in  order  to  accommodate  as  many 
groups  as  possible  and  offer  the  Blue  Lake  experience  to  more  people.  Groups  related  to 
our  conference  have  until  the  first  of  October  to  schedule  their  activities  for  the  three  months 
of  June,  July  and  August.  After  the  first  of  October,  non-conference  groups  will  be  given 
dates  if  available. 

The  rates  are  as  follows:  United  Methodist  groups  within  the  Annual  Conference:  $23.50 
per  person,  per  day  in  the  original  section  of  Oakwood,  $33.50  per  person,  per  day  in  the 
New  Wing.  In  Pinewood  and  Dogwood  the  rate  is  $18.50  per  person,  per  day.  These  rates 
include  one  night’s  lodging,  three  meals  and  insurance.  Non-Conference  groups  pay  a higher 
rate  per  night’s  lodging. 

The  indebtedness  on  the  new  wing  at  Oakwood  is  $481,690.15.  The  note  is  held  by  the 
Covington  County  Bank  of  Andalusia  and  is  amortized  at  $50,000.00  annually  plus  interest 
quarterly  at  prime.  Each  local  church  is  urged  to  observe  Blue  Lake  Sunday  on  the  second 
Sunday  in  September  and  receive  an  offering  for  debt  retirement.  The  indebtedness  at  Blue 
Lake  is  equal  to  $4.00  per  member  in  the  Annual  Conference.  Blue  Lake  is  a Conference 
Advance  Special. 
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The  Blue  Lake  Fund  apportioned  to  the  local  churches  is  essential  to  the  operation  of 
the  camp  grounds.  The  cost  of  material  and  labor  continues  to  rise  and  the  demand  for  added 
services  increases  from  year  to  year.  Your  support  is  essential.  Even  more  important  is 
your  support  by  “coming  to  Blue  Lake  for  a visit.”  Every  effort  will  be  made  by  the  staff 
to  make  your  stay  a meaningful  one. 

Blue  Lake  is  your  church  camp  and  your  church  should  make  use  of  the  facilities  as 
often  as  possible.  Large,  small  or  in-between  your  church  group  is  welcome  and  at  home 
in  this  beautiful  setting. 

The  Blue  Lake  ministry  is  a great  one  and  it  is  a privilege  to  have  a part  in  it.  Appreciation 
is  expressed  to  the  United  Methodist  Women,  United  Methodist  Men,  and  the  Blue  Lake 
Partners  for  their  support  in  making  this  ministry  possible.  Your  cooperation,  support, 
understanding  and  patience  is  greatly  appreciated  by  your  Commission,  Director  and  Staff.

BOARD  OF  PENSIONS  AND  HOMES  FOR  CLAIMANTS 

Report  No.  1 — PENSIONS,  ANNUITY  RATES,  APPORTIONMENTS 

For  the  year  1994  we  recommend  that  the  total  annuity  rate  for  service  years  prior  to 
1982  be  three  hundred  twentv-one  dollars  ( $321 ) Der  service  vear  as  a minister  or  anoroved 
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local  pastor  with  pension  credit;  the  total  rate  for  surviving  spouses  be  two  hundred  twenty- 
seven  dollars  ($227)  provided  that  for  those  living  in  homes  furnished  by  the  Annual 
Conference,  the  pension  amounts  be  adjusted  by  a reduction  of  $50.00  per  month  for  ministers 
and  $35.00  per  month  for  surviving  spouse. 

We  recommend  that  the  apportionment  to  the  local  churches  for  the  pensions  and  benefit 
program  of  the  annual  conference  be  $1,950,000  for  1994. 

We  call  attention  to  paragraph  737.4  of  the  1992  Discipline  relative  to  the  requirement 
that  the  apportionment  for  the  pension  and  benefit  programs  be  paid  in  proportion  to  payment 
of  a minister’s  salary  by  the  local  church.  The  Discipline  gives  the  church  treasurer  the 
primary  responsibility  for  the  application  of  proportional  payment.  If  the  church  treasurer 
fails  to  do  this  the  pastor  is  then  required  to  adjust  his/her  cash  salary.  Also  the  Discipline 
states  that  the  pastor  cannot  receive  a bonus  or  other  supplementary  compensation  tending 
to  defeat  proportional  payment.  For  example,  if  a church  only  pays  70%  of  the  pension  and 
benefits  apportionments,  the  minister  should  receive  only  70%  of  his/her  cash  salary  as  set 
by  the  Charge  Conference. 

In  order  to  maximize  the  contribution  to  each  minister’s  church  pension  account,  we 
recommend  that  a maximum  of  $3,600  be  set  for  travel  and  $3,600  for  utilities.  All  other 
compensation  to  the  minister  shall  be  placed  under  “base  salary.” 

Report  No.  2 — DEATH  BENEFIT  PROGRAM 

We  recommend  that  we  continue  the  death  benefit  program  as  adopted  at  the  Annual 
Conference  session  of  1981,  and  outlined  on  page  264  of  the  1981  Journal.  The  following  benefits 
are  indicated  for  1993:

ADDENDUM  A TO  THE  MINISTERIAL  PENSION  PLAN 
AND  THE  COMPREHENSIVE  PROTECTION  PLAN 

This  Addendum  A is  applicable  to  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  and  is  effective 
January  1, 1994.  It  replaces  any  previously  executed  Addendum  A and  shall  be  in  effect  until 
amended  by  the  Annual  Conference  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Ministerial 
Pension  Plan  and  the  Comprehensive  Protection  Plan  as  revised  January  1,  1993. 

The  MPP  and  CPP  contribution  base  shall  be  the  active  participant’s  plan  compensation 
for  a plan  year  not  to  exceed  the  Denominational  Average  Compensation  (DAC).  (MPP 
Sections  2.12,  2.17(a),  2.18;  CPP  Sections  2.07,  4.01(a).) 

The  MPP  church  contribution  rate  shall  be  12%  of  the  MPP  contribution  base  of  each 
active  participant.  The  CPP  contribution  rate  shall  be  4.4%  of  the  contribution  base  of  each 
active  participant.  (MPP  Section  4.01(a)  & CPP  Section  4.01  (a).) 

The  MPP  and  CPP  church  contribution  shall  be  made  monthly  to  the  plans  by  the  Annual 
Conference  in  accordance  with  the  Plan  Document.  Such  MPP  and  CPP  church  contributions 
shall  be  transferred  monthly  from  the  deposit  account  of  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Confer- 
ence by  the  General  Board  of  Pensions  and  Health  Benefits  to  each  active  participant’s 
account  and  the  Protection  Benefit  Fund,  respectively.  The  Annual  Conference  shall  maintain 
an  amount  in  its  deposit  account  sufficient  to  provide  for  the  monthly  transfer  of  the  church 
contributions  on  behalf  of  its  active  participants.  In  the  event  the  deposit  account  is  overdrawn, 
an  interest  charge  shall  be  made  by  the  General  Board  of  Pensions  and  Health  Benefits. 
Such  charge  shall  be  made  at  the  monthly  rate  of  interest  credited  to  the  Diversified  Fund 
(6V2%  per  annum)  or  the  current  monthly  rate  of  interest  credited  to  the  Short  Term  Interest 
Rate  Account  (STIRA)  whichever  is  greater.  (MPP  Section  4.01(k);  CPP  Section  4.02(a- 
f)(h).) 

The  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  Board  of  Pensions  and  Homes  for  Claimants  is 
hereby  authorized,  at  its  discretion,  to  arrange  with  the  General  Board  of  Pensions  and  Health 
Benefits  for  active  participation  in  MPP  by  persons  who  are  eligible  under  special  rules 
but  not  automatically  included  as  Active  Participants.  (MPP  Section  4.01(j).) 

Any  full  or  associate  member  appointed  to  a sabbatical  leave  may  continue  to  participate 
in  MPP,  provided  the  Conference  makes  the  required  church  contribution  based  on  the 
participant’s  annualized  Plan  Compensation  immediately  prior  to  such  leave.  (Disciplinary 
Paragraph  446;  MPP  Section  4.01  (j)(l).) 

Any  full  member  appointed  to  attend  school  after  having  served  under  appointment  years 
other  than  to  attend  school  may  continue  to  participate  in  MPP.  The  Conference  shall  make 
the  required  church  contribution  based  on  the  participant’s  annualized  plan  compensation 
immediately  prior  to  such  leave.  (Disciplinary  paragraph  1606.3(a)(4);  MPP  Section 
4.01( j) (1) . ) 

The  Alabama-West  Florida  Annual  Conference  Board  of  Pensions  and  Homes  for 
Claimants  is  hereby  authorized,  at  its  discretion,  to  arrange  with  The  General  Board  of 
Pensions  and  Health  Benefits  for  active  participation  in  CPP  by  persons  who  are  eligible 
under  special  rules  but  not  automatically  included  as  active  participants.  (CPP  Section  3.03.) 

All  full  and  associate  members  appointed  to  Sabbatical  Leave  shall  continue  to  participate 
in  CPP,  provided  the  Conference  makes  the  required  contribution  based  on  3.4%  of  the  DAC. 
(Disciplinary  Paragraph  446;  CPP  Section  3.02(a).) 

All  full,  associate,  and  probationary  members  granted  a Leave  of  Absence  may  be 
continued  in  CPP  provided  the  Conference  makes  a contribution  of  4.4%  of  the  DAC. 
(Disciplinary  Paragraph  448,  CPP  Section  3.02(a).) 

All  full,  associate,  and  probationary  members  granted  family  leave  may  continue  in 
CPP,  provided  the  Conference  makes  the  required  contribution  based  on  4.4%  of  the  DAC. 
(Disciplinary  Paragraph  449;  CPP  Section  3.02(a).) 

On  January  1, 1994,  the  ministerial  pension  rate  shall  be  $321.00,  and  local  pastor’s  pension 
rate  shall  be  $321.00.  Should  the  pension  rate,  as  a percentage  of  the  1994  Conference  Average 
Compensation  (CAC),  be  below  .9  of  1%,  then  the  Annual  Conference  Board  of  Pensions  and 
Homes  for  Claimants  shall  be  authorized,  after  consultation  with  the  General  Board  of 
Pensions,  to  arrange  to  have  the  Past  Service  Pension  Rate  be  the  minimum  dollar  amount 
which  would  permit  a 12%  MPP  church  contribution  rate.  If  this  occurs,  the  required  funding 
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amounts  may  be  different  from  the  amounts  listed  below,  and  the  Conference  would  be 
required  to  make  the  revised  annual  past  service  deposit.  (Disciplinary  Paragraphs  1606.2(b), 
1606.7,  & 1606.21(a);  MPP  Supplement  One,  Article  D.) 

In  accordance  with  MPP  Supplement  E.01(b),  the  surviving  spouse  benefit  shall  be  70% 
of  the  participant’s  formula  benefit. 

In  accordance  with  MPP  Supplement  One  (B.03),  the  unfunded  liability  as  of  January 
1,  1994,  has  been  actuarially  projected  to  be  $4,460,688.  Past  service  funding  deposits  are 
required  to  fund  the  unfunded  liability  and  shall  be  in  the  amount  and  for  the  period  shown 
below :

This  annual  deposit  shall  be  made  at  the  end  of  each  calendar  year  as  required  by  the 
General  Board  of  Pensions  and  Health  Benefits.  The  past  service  deposits  shall  be  transferred 
from  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Annual  Conference  deposit  account  to  the  past  service  funding 
account  on  December  31.  If  the  annual  cash  flow  requirement  as  determined  by  the  General 
Board  of  Pensions  and  Health  Benefits  exceeds  the  combined  past  service  funding  deposit 
amount,  then  the  cash  flow  requirement  shall  become  the  required  past  service  funding 
deposit.  (MPP  Supplement  One,  Article  D.) 

Report  No.  4 — CLAIMANTS  MEMORIAL  FUND 

We  recommend  the  continuation  of  the  Claimant’s  Memorial  Fund,  such  funds  being 
invested  by  this  Board  with  the  interest  being  used  for  the  benefits  of  the  Conference 
Claimants.  Individuals  and  groups  are  invited  to  make  voluntary  contributions  in  any  amount 
to  the  fund  as  memorials  to  deceased  ministers,  members  of  minister  families,  or  lay  persons. 
Checks  should  be  made  payable  to  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  and  sent  to  the 
Conference  treasurer,  Andalusia,  with  the  name  or  names  of  persons  being  memorialized. 
Families  of  those  so  memorialized  will  be  notified  of  such  memorial  gifts. 

Report  No.  5 — SPECIAL  APPOINTMENT  PENSION  RESPONSIBILITY 

In  keeping  with  paragraph  1606. 3a(3) , 4g,  4h,  of  the  1992  Discipline,  we  recommend  that 
those  clergy  appointed  beyond  the  local  church  be  approved  for  pension  responsibility  on 
this  Annual  Conference  in  the  following  full  time  appointments : the  director  of  the  Assembly 
Grounds  Commission,  the  director  of  Noah’s  Ark,  the  director  of  the  Mobile  Inner  City  Mission, 
the  director  of  Hispanic  ministries,  and  the  director  of  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference 
Board  of  Pastoral  Care,  Counseling  and  Training,  provided  such  appointments  are  made 
as  members  of  this  Annual  Conference  or  under  paragraph  426.1  of  the  1992  Discipline.  The 
district  superintendents,  ministers  appointed  to  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  and 
the  Fiscal  Office  are  approved  with  pension  responsibility  on  the  Annual  Conference. 

We  recommend  that  special  appointments  to  the  United  Methodist  colleges  and  univer- 
sities and  other  general  agencies  shall  be  listed  as  with  pension  responsibility  on  the  institution 
or  agency. 

We  recommend  that  chaplains  in  the  Armed  Forces  be  listed  with  pension  responsibility 
on  the  chaplaincy  of  the  military  service. 

We  recommend  that  ministers  under  appointment  as  approved  evangelists,  area  appoint- 
ments and  other  special  ministries  shall  be  listed  with  pension  responsibility  on  this  Annual 
Conference  only  upon  payment  to  the  Conference  Claimants  Fund  an  amount  equal  to  16.4% 
of  the  DAC  as  determined  by  the  General  Board  of  Pensions  and  Health  Benefits.  (1992 
Discipline,  par.  1606.3a.) 

By  special  arrangement  those  ministers  on  leave  of  absence  or  probationary  members 
appointed  to  attend  school  may  qualify  for  the  Comprehensive  Protection  Plan  by  a personal 
payment  of  3.4%  of  the  DAC  to  the  Conference  Claimants  Fund.  (See  Addendum  A.) 

We  recommend  that  special  appointments  to  non-Methodist  institutions  shall  be  listed 
without  pension  responsibility  on  this  Annual  Conference. 

We  recommend  that  all  missionaries  shall  be  listed  with  pension  responsibility  on  the 
Board  of  Global  Ministries. 
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Report  No.  6 — DEPOSITORIES 

We  recommend  that  the  official  depository  for  pension  funds  shall  be  the  same  as  that 
designated  by  the  Conference  for  other  Conference  funds  and  the  General  Board  of  Pensions 
and  Health  Benefits  of  The  United  Methodist  Church. 

Report  No.  7 — PENSIONS  FOR  LAY  EMPLOYEES 

We  strongly  endorse  the  Cumulative  Pension  and  Benefit  Plan  and  the  Basic  Protection 
Plan  administered  by  the  General  Board  of  Pensions  and  Health  Benefits  for  lay  employees 
of  United  Methodist  local  churches  and  agencies.  We  recommend  and  urge  our  churches 
to  use  these  plans  provided  by  the  Church  to  provide  pension  and  death  and  disability  coverage 
for  our  lay  people  who  serve  our  churches.

Report  No.  8 

FULL  TIME  SERVICE  AS  A REQUIREMENT  FOR  PENSION  CREDIT 

We  call  attention  to  the  following  provisions  relative  to  full  time  service,  rendered  prior 
to  January  1, 1982,  as  a normal  condition  for  pension  credit  which  appear  in  paragraph  1606.4 
of  the  1992  Discipline: 

A.  Full  time  service  of  a ministerial  member  or  a lay  pastor  shall  be  required  as  a normal 
condition  for  pension  credit;  provided,  however,  that  such  credit  may  be  granted  for  part 
time  service  by  a three-fourths  vote  of  those  present  and  voting  in  the  Annual  Conference, 
on  recommendation  of  the  Conference  Board  of  Pensions  and  Homes  for  Claimants. 

B.  Full  time  service  shall  mean  that  full  time  is  devoted  to  the  work  of  a pastor  by  one 
who  has  not  attained  the  mandatory  age  of  retirement  for  a Conference  member,  who  is 
not  attending  school  as  a regular  student,  who  is  not  substantially  employed  in  non-pastoral 
work;  and  whose  cash  support  per  annum  from  all  church  sources  is  not  less  than  the  schedule 
of  equitable  compensation  adopted  by  the  Annual  Conference  for  those  in  this  person’s 
classification. 

It  should  be  noted  that  service  of  either  a ministerial  member  or  lay  pastor  is  without 
pension  credit  if  it  is  not  full  time  service  as  defined,  except  in  cases  of  approved  part  time 
service. 


Report  No.  9 

RESOLUTION  RELATING  TO  RENTAL/HOUSING  ALLOWANCES  FOR 
RETIRED  OR  DISABLED  MINISTERS  OF  THIS  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE 

WHEREAS,  the  religious  denomination  known  as  The  United  Methodist  Church  has  and 
functions  through  ministers  of  the  Gospel  who  are  duly  ordained  or  licensed;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  practice  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  is  to  provide  a parsonage  or 
a rental  allowance  as  part  of  the  gross  compensation  for  each  of  its  active  ordained  or  licensed 
ministers;  and 

WHEREAS,  pensions  paid  to  retired  ordained  or  licensed  ministers  of  The  United 
Methodist  Church  are  considered  as  deferred  compensation  and  are  paid  to  said  retired 
ordained  or  licensed  ministers  in  consideration  of  previous,  active  service,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  has  recognized  that  the  Alabama-West  Florida 
Conference  is  the  appropriate  organization  to  designate  a housing/rental  allowance  for  retired 
ordained  or  licensed  ministers  who  are  members  of  this  Conference;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  disabled  minister  has  the  same  legal  relationship  to  an  Annual 
Conference  as  does  the  retired  minister,  and  thus,  this  Annual  Conference  is  also  the 
appropriate  organization  to  designate  a housing/rental  allowance  for  a disabled  ordained 
or  licensed  minister  who  is  a member  of  this  Conference; 

NOW  THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED: 

1.  An  amount  equal  to  100%  of  the  pension  payments  received  by  a retired  ordained 
or  licensed  minister,  or  100%  of  the  disability  benefit  payments  received  by  a disabled 
ordained  or  licensed  minister,  during  the  year  of  1994  be  and  is  hereby  designated 
as  a rental/housing  allowance  respectively  for  each  retired  or  disabled  ordained  or 
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licensed  minister  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  who  is  or  was  a member  of  the 
Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  at  the  time  of  his  or  her  retirement  or  disability; 

2.  The  pension  or  disability  payment  to  which  this  rental/housing  allowance  applies 
shall  be  the  pension  or  disability  payment  resulting  from  all  service  of  such  retired 
or  disabled  ordained  or  licensed  minister  from  all  employment  by  any  local  church, 
Annual  Conference,  General  Agency  or  institution  of  The  United  Methodist  Church 
or  any  former  denomination  that  is  now  a part  of  The  United  Methodist  Church,  or 
from  any  other  employer  who  employed  the  minister  to  perform  services  related  to 
the  ministry  and  who  elected  to  make  contributions  to  the  pension  or  benefit  funds 
of  The  United  Methodist  Church  for  such  retired  ordained  or  licensed  minister’s 
pension  or  disabled  ordained  or  licensed  minister’s  benefits. 

NOTE: 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  above  applies  only  to  the  minister  and  not  the  surviving  spouse. 
If  you  would  need  further  information  concerning  this,  please  contact  the  Fiscal  Office. 

Report  No.  10  — SPECIAL  GRANTS 

The  Conference  Board  of  Pensions  recommends  that  the  following  grants  be  made  for 
1994: 

Mrs.  Mollie  Matthews  $150.00  per  month 

Mrs.  Theo  Rhodes  $150.00  per  month 

Report  No.  11  — HOMES  FOR  CLAIMANTS 

We  recommend  that  $60,000  be  apportioned  for  the  Homes  for  Claimants  program  and 
has  been  apportioned  for  the  past  ten  years. 

The  Board  of  Pensions  and  Homes  for  Claimants  now  owns  49  living  units  for  retired 
ministers  and  their  spouses  and  surviving  spouses  of  ministers.  Eight  units  are  located  in 
Florida  and  41  are  located  in  Alabama.  There  are  five  vacant  units  presently.  Four  of  these 
have  been  declared  excess  and  no  longer  suitable  for  Board  purposes.  They  are  currently 
being  placed  on  the  market.  The  Board  owns  nine  lots  in  Pensacola.  The  proceeds  from  the 
Homes  portion  of  the  Capital  Funds  Campaign  is  pledged  to  pay  the  note  on  the  property 
in  Pensacola  as  well  as  other  homes  which  were  purchased  in  1989,  1991,  and  1992.  The 
proceeds  from  the  sale  of  excess  houses  is  also  applied  to  the  debt  on  property. 

During  1992,  repairs  and  improvements  have  been  made  on  most  of  the  homes.  In  all 
$32,240  was  expended  on  insurance,  maintenance  and  repairs.  Repairs,  general  maintenance 
as  well  as  upgrading  of  the  houses  are  done  as  needs  arise  and  funds  are  available. 

The  indebtedness  on  property  owned  by  the  Board  is  $351,738.  This  includes  mortgages 
on  five  homes  and  on  the  vacant  property  in  Pensacola.  There  is  one  annuity  to  which  $3,500 
per  year  is  pledged.  The  Board  holds  mortgages  on  property  totaling  $14,000  as  of  December 
31,  1992. 

Invested  funds  which  come  from  the  Capital  Funds  Campaign,  gifts,  interest,  etc.  are 
as  follows :

$393,339  from  Capital  Funds  Campaign  deposited  with  Methodist  Foundation

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GUIDELINES  AND  POLICIES  FOR  OCCUPANCY  OF  CLAIMANTS  HOMES 
ALABAMA-WEST  FLORIDA  CONFERENCE 
THE  UNITED  METHODIST  CHURCH 

1.  Priority  for  homes  of  the  Board  of  Pensions  and  Homes  for  Claimants  shall  be  for 
claimants  of  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference.  A claimant  is  to  be  defined  as: 

A.  A minister  who  retires  with  a minimum  of  20  years  full-time  service  with  pension 
credit  on  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  and  is  receiving  his/her  pension. 

B.  A surviving  spouse  of  an  active  minister  with  a minimum  of  ten  (10)  years  full- 
time service  in  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference.  He/she  must  have  been 
married  to  the  minister  during  the  years  of  qualifying  service.  Exceptions  may  be 
considered  in  the  case  of  death  prior  to  10  years  of  service. 

C.  The  surviving  spouse  of  a retired  minister  who  was  married  to  that  minister  at  the 
time  of  his/her  retirement. 

D.  Ministers  who  are  placed  on  disability  may  be  permitted  to  live  in  a Conference 
home,  depending  upon  the  availability  of  a home  and  subject  to  the  prevailing 
financial  charge  for  said  home. 

2.  Applicants  who  meet  the  above  qualifications  shall  furnish  evidence  of  need  by  com- 
pleting the  Financial  Assessment  form  provided  by  the  Board.  Then  the  following 
priorities  will  be  followed: 

A.  Years  of  continuous  full-time  service  with  pension  responsibility  on  the  Alabama- 
West  Florida  Conference. 

B . Years  of  service  in  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  under  special  appointment 
NOT  under  pension  credit  on  said  Conference,  and  as  an  active  minister  with  pension 
credit  on  said  Conference. 

C.  Years  of  service  as  a spouse  of  a minister  who  has  served  a minimum  of  ten  (10) 
years  full-time  service. 

D.  Ministers  placed  on  disability  subject  to  l.D  above. 

3.  APPLICATIONS  FOR  CLAIMANT’S  HOMES  SHALL  BE  MADE  NO  LATER  THAN 
DECEMBER  31  PRECEDING  THE  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE  OF  RETIREMENT.  In 
the  event  of  death  of  an  active  minister  prior  to  the  date  for  home  assignments  being 
made,  assistance  shall  be  granted  in  providing  temporary  housing  until  all  home 
assignments  are  made.  If  a home  is  vacant  and  available  at  the  time  of  the  death  of 
the  minister,  the  Board,  at  its  discretion,  may  assign  that  home  to  the  surviving  spouse 
rather  than  providing  temporary  housing.  Home  assignments  will  be  made  by  the  Board 
at  its  Spring  meeting  from  an  evaluation  of  the  total  needs  and  the  homes  available. 
Requests  for  homes  after  the  December  31  deadline  will  be  considered  on  availability 
of  homes  after  other  home  assignments  have  been  made. 

4.  Claimants  shall  provide  the  following  information  to  the  Director  of  Homes: 

A.  Name  of  claimant  and  immediate  family  members. 

B.  Number  of  persons  to  be  housed. 

C.  Name(s)  and  address (es)  of  person (s)  who  will  be  responsible  for  the  personal 
affairs  in  the  event  of  disability  or  death. 

The  Director  of  Homes  will  meet  with  the  Claimant  following  assignment  of  the  homes 
to  discuss  conditions  of  occupancy.  A signed  agreement  between  the  Claimant  and  the 
Board  is  required  prior  to  acceptance  of  the  home. 

5.  The  Board  will  furnish  each  home  with  a stove,  heating  equipment,  refrigerator,  and 
water  heater. 

6.  NO  repairs,  alterations,  or  extensive  painting  can  be  done  to  any  of  the  homes  at  any 
time  except  those  specifically  authorized  by  the  Director  of  Homes.  NO  ONE  can  obligate 
the  Board  for  expenditures  without  permission  of  said  Board.  Payments  for  repairs, 
alterations,  or  painting,  not  so  authorized,  will  be  the  responsibility  of  the  person 
contracting  for  such  repairs,  alterations  or  painting.  A lien  will  be  placed  upon  the 
pension  of  those  who  fail  to  assume  responsibility  for  unauthorized  repairs  and  altera- 
tions. MINOR  MAINTENANCE  AND  REPAIRS  UP  TO  $50.00  WILL  BE  THE  RESPON- 
SIBILITY OF  THE  OCCUPANT. 

7.  Care  must  be  exercised  by  the  occupant  in  the  erection  of  TV  antenna  so  that  existing 
property  is  not  damaged. 
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8.  No  claimant  who  serves  a church,  under  appointment,  which  has  a liveable  parsonage, 
will  be  provided  a claimant’s  home  unless  said  church  pays  to  the  AWFC  Board  of 
Pensions  and  Homes  for  Claimants  a monthly  amount  deemed  by  the  Claimants  Homes 
Committee  to  be  equitable  rent  for  said  claimants  home  as  long  as  the  claimant  serves 
that  church  under  appointment. 

9.  When  a claimant  vacates  a home,  he/she  should  release  the  home  in  writing  to  the 
Director  of  Homes,  and  remove  all  personal  belongings  by  the  end  of  the  month  in  which 
the  home  is  vacated. 

10.  Upon  the  death  of  a claimant,  the  heirs  or  responsible  person(s)  shall  remove  all  personal 
property  belonging  to  the  claimant  within  thirty  (30)  days.  All  property  left  beyond  30 
days  will  be  disposed  of  by  the  Board. 

11.  When  a home  is  not  utilized  by  a claimant,  it  may  be  rented.  However,  when  there  is 
a claim  for  a rented  house  by  a claimant,  a minimum  of  30  days  notice  will  be  given 
for  the  home  to  be  vacated  at  which  time  the  occupant  must  release  the  home.  Homes 
are  for  the  express  use  of  claimants  of  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference. 

12.  Claimants  occupying  a home  for  claimants  will  have  their  pension  adjusted  by  a 
reduction  of  six  hundred  ($600.00)  dollars  annually  or  fifty  ($50.00)  dollars  per  month 
for  MINISTERS;  four  hundred  ($400.00)  dollars  annually  or  thirty-five  ($35.00)  dollars 
per  month  for  SURVIVING  SPOUSES. 

13.  Information  and  questions  concerning  the  homes  and  related  matters  should  be  directed 
to:  Rev.  Gerald  H.  Maddox,  Director  of  Homes,  P.O.  Box  700,  Andalusia,  AL  36420. 

Report  No.  12  — HEALTH  INSURANCE 

The  partial  self -funded  health  insurance  plan  has  been  in  operation  for  over  three  years. 
The  claims  experience  was  not  as  good  in  1992  as  the  first  year  and  nine  months,  but  the 
Insurance  Trust  fund  is  still  in  every  good  shape. 

JRH  Risk  Services  remains  as  the  third  party  administrator.  Family  premiums  are  the 
same  in  1993  as  they  were  in  1991  ($195  per  month). 

Local  churches  may  cover  their  lay  employees  who  work  30  or  more  hours  a week.  Lay 
employee  premiums  are  $190  for  single  coverage  and  $390  for  family  coverage.  For 
information  on  offering  your  lay  employees  this  coverage  contact  Mrs.  Pat  Rathel  in  the 
Conference  Insurance  office. 

The  Board  of  Pensions  and  Homes  for  Claimants  recommends  that  the  appropriation 
for  Health  Insurance  for  1994  be  $1,250,000.00.  which  represents  level  funding  over  1993.  In 
1995,  95%  of  the  health  insurance  apportionment  was  received. 


COUNCIL  ON  FINANCE  AND  ADMINISTRATION 

Report  No.  1 — ORGANIZATIONAL  STRUCTURE 

We  recommend  that: 

1.  The  Fiscal  Office  tabulate  church  by  church,  fund  by  fund,  the  information  given  on 
the  remittance  blanks  for  the  conference  depository. 

2.  The  First  Alabama  Bank  of  Covington  County  be  designated  to  serve  as  the  conference 
depository  to  receive  funds  and  keep  specified  records. 

3.  The  Fiscal  Office  prepare  reports  as  required  by  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Adminis- 
tration (CFA)  and  mail  copies  to  persons  who  may  need  such  reports. 

4.  The  Fiscal  Office  disburse  all  checks  pertaining  to  every  fund  and  keep  the  proper 
files  of  the  copies  of  the  check  orders  from  the  secretaries  authorizing  the  issue  of  such  checks. 
We  further  recommend  that  the  copies  of  the  checks  issued  be  filed  after  having  been  charged 
against  the  account  upon  which  they  have  been  drawn.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  fiscal  officer 
to  keep  the  records,  make  the  reports,  and  handle  all  financial  transactions  of  all  the 
conference  agencies. 

5.  ALL  DISTRICT  AND  CONFERENCE  FUNDS  be  channeled  through  The  First 
Alabama  Bank  of  Covington  County,  and  records  be  kept  by  the  Fiscal  Office  of  the 
conference. 
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6.  The  duties  of  the  fiscal  officer  be  combined  with  those  of  the  Conference  Benefits  Officer 
and  executive  secretary  of  the  Conference  Board  of  Pensions,  and  other  responsibilities 
assigned  by  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration. 

7.  Beginning  with  the  1992  quadrennium  we  recommend  that  the  office  of  the  statistician 
be  combined  with  the  Fiscal  Office  and  that  the  Fiscal  Office  provide  all  functions  now 
provided  by  the  statistician. 

Report  No.  2 — RULES  OF  PROCEDURE 

1.  The  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  (CFA)  shall  meet  prior  to  Annual 
Conference  and  during  the  conference  session  as  needed.  A spring  and  fall  meeting  of  CFA 
shall  be  held.  Other  meetings  shall  be  on  call  of  the  president  of  the  Council. 

2.  All  persons  interested  in  presenting  a request  to  CFA  are  invited  to  do  so  or  to  attend 
any  of  the  Council  meetings.  All  Council  meetings  shall  be  open  to  all  interested  persons, 
except  when  by  majority  vote  the  Council  elects  to  meet  in  executive  session. 

3.  Each  agency,  whose  records  are  not  kept  by  the  Fiscal  Office,  is  required  to  bond 
its  treasurer,  which  may  be  done  through  CFA  at  no  cost  to  the  agency.  Such  agency  shall 
provide  a copy  of  its  audit  and  other  reports  to  CFA  as  deemed  necessary  by  CFA.  (Par. 
714.2;  715.2  1992  Discipline ).  Reports  to  CFA  shall  be  in  such  detail  and  provided  at  such 
times  as  CFA  may  direct. 

4.  CFA  may  withhold  conference  funds  from  any  agency  or  board  which  fails  or  refuses 
to  present  proper  bonds  or  audits.  Such  withholding  shall  continue  until  proper  requests  are 
met. 

5.  An  audit  of  the  complete  financial  status  of  the  Annual  Conference  shall  be  published 
in  the  Conference  Journal. 

6.  All  boards  and  agencies  ai$  required  to  cooperate  with  the  conference  treasurer  in 
the  development  of  detailed  financial  reports  of  the  income,  expenditures  and  remaining 
balances,  with  these  reports  to  be  published  in  the  Conference  Journal. 

7.  The  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  and  all  boards  and  agencies  receiving  funds 
from  conference  benevolences  with  budget  amounts  approved  by  the  Annual  Conference 
shall  be  allowed  to  draw  funds  or  make  expenditures  on  a monthly  basis  as  needed.  Funds 
available  monthly  will  be  equivalent  of  91.66%  (ll/12s)  of  the  allocation  to  the  agency  prorated 
on  the  basis  of  benevolence  receipts  of  the  prior  year.  Receipts  for  the  first  eleven  months 
of  the  fiscal  year  will  apply  to  the  allocation  with  no  check  order  honored  in  December  of 
each  year  until  solvency  is  determined  by  the  Fiscal  Office.  Any  expenditure  more  than  the 
current  balance  in  that  account  shall  be  cleared  with  the  chairperson  of  CFA  and  the  executive 
director  of  the  CCOM. 

8.  CFA  shall  make  emergency  program  allocations  from  the  Conference  Benevolences 
Contingency  Fund  by  a majority  vote  of  CFA  and  the  executive  committee  of  the  CCOM. 
CFA  shall  make  expenditures  derived  from  interest  on  investments  of  the  current  balances. 
Procedures  for  expenditures  from  the  Conference  Council  Program  Reserve  account  are 
contained  in  that  report. 

9.  Before  a financial  appeal  of  any  type  is  conducted  by  any  institution,  board,  agency, 
commission,  church  or  individual,  complete  plans  must  be  presented  to  the  Councils  on 
Finance  and  Administration  of  each  conference  within  the  two  Areas  for  an  area  appeal 
affecting  both  Areas,  or  to  the  Council  for  a Conference-wide  appeal.  (Para.  710.2,  1992 
Discipline .) 

10.  The  adoption  of  reports  and  recommendations  of  CFA  by  the  Annual  Conference  shall 
become  the  final  action  of  the  Conference,  and  shall  be  accepted  regardless  of  the  adoption 
of  any  and  all  reports  and  recommendations  of  boards,  commissions  and  agencies.  An 
exception  is  made  when  there  is  a difference  between  the  report  of  CFA  and  the  request 
of  the  Board  of  Pensions  and  Homes  for  Claimants,  in  which  case  the  latter  shall  take 
precedence. 

11.  In  order  to  avoid  the  depositing  of  conference  funds  in  any  one  bank  in  excess  of 
the  insured  limits,  CFA  shall  serve  as  clearing  house  for  all  agencies  in  the  Annual  Conference 
making  deposits  in  any  bank,  either  savings  or  checking  accounts,  and  no  such  deposits  shall 
be  made  by  any  agency  without  approval  by  CFA. 

12.  A Committee  on  Investments  and  Audits  within  CFA  will  be  responsible  for  reviewing, 
approving,  and  supervising  all  banking  relationships  of  CFA  with  special  attention  given 
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to  investments  including  conference  agencies.  This  committee  will  also  have  responsibility 
for  reviewing  audits  of  all  church  agencies  receiving  funds  from  the  Annual  Conference. 
(Note  rule  3 & 4 above.) 

13.  We  recommend  that  Thursday,  June  17, 1993,  be  set  as  the  official  moving  date  for 
this  Conference  year.  In  the  case  of  moving  ministers,  outgoing  and  retiring  ministers  will 
receive  one  half  of  June’s  salary  from  their  present  appointment.  The  receiving  church  will 
pay  one  half  of  June’s  salary  to  their  new  minister.  In  churches  which  are  adjusting  their 
salary  in  June,  outgoing  and  retiring  ministers  will  be  paid  based  on  the  salary  before 
adjustment.  Newly  appointed  ministers  will  be  paid  based  on  the  adjusted  salary. 

Report  No.  3 — DISTRICT  SUPERINTENDENTS 

We  recommend  that: 

1.  The  salary  of  the  district  superintendents  be  set  at  $57,239  for  1994  with  travel  expense 
paid  on  voucher  from  a travel  pool  not  to  exceed  $57,000.  The  rate  per  mile  shall  be  adjusted 
by  the  executive  committee  of  CFA  as  needed  within  the  above  limit. 

2.  District  superintendents  receive  no  supplementary  travel  funds  from  district  admin- 
istration or  district  work  funds. 

3.  Each  district  shall  place  funds  in  its  budget  for  district  parsonage  utilities,  up  to  a 
total  of  $3,600.00  for  each  calendar/budget  year.  Utilities  to  be  included  are  water,  electricity, 
gas,  sewage,  basic  TV  cable,  and  basic  telephone. 

4.  Each  district  place  in  its  district  administration  or  district  work  fund  an  amount  not 
to  exceed  $750.00  for  continuing  education. 

5.  Since  1989,  the  base  salary  of  the  district  superintendents  for  the  ensuing  year  has 
been  the  average  of  the  highest  base  pastor’s  salary  in  each  of  the  nine  districts.  We 
recommend  the  continuation  of  this  formula. 

Report  No.  4 — JOURNAL  EDITOR 

It  is  recommended  that: 

1.  All  boards,  commissions,  committees  and  other  agencies  submitting  reports  to  be 
included  in  the  Brochure  of  Reports  must  have  the  reports  in  the  hands  of  the  editor  no  later 
than  the  fourth  Monday  in  March. 

2.  The  Journal  Editor  shall  have  authority  to  edit  reports  but  not  to  change  the  meaning 
of  any  part  of  any  report. 

3.  Standing  Rule  18.  (c)  be  followed  in  distributing  the  Brochure  of  Reports.  It  shall  be 
the  responsibility  of  the  district  superintendents  to  supply  the  names  and  addresses  of  lay 
members  no  later  than  April  1.  Additional  copies  shall  be  made  available  to  the  conference 
registrar. 

4.  All  memoirs  (including  photographs)  be  in  the  hands  of  the  editor  by  the  closing  of 
the  last  business  session  of  the  annual  conference.  Responsibility  for  this  material  shall  reside 
with  the  Commission  on  Archives  and  History. 

5.  All  materials  to  be  included  in  the  Journal  (other  than  those  in  4 above)  must  be  in 
the  hands  of  the  editor  not  later  than  thirty  (30)  days  after  the  close  of  the  Annual  Conference. 

6.  The  Annual  Conference  Journal  shall  be  distributed  according  to  Standing  Rule  18. a. 
An  order  for  the  Journal  will  be  provided  prior  to  Annual  Conference  with  the  final  day  to 
order  a Journal  to  be  the  last  day  of  the  Conference  session. 

Report  No.  5 — POLICIES  AND  GUIDELINES 
ANNUAL  CONFERENCE  REGISTRAR 

Standing  Rule  8 of  the  Annual  Conference  makes  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Adminis- 
tration the  Committee  on  Arrangements  for  the  Annual  Conference  Session.  In  keeping  with 
this,  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  has  selected  one  person  as  conference 
registrar  to  supervise  registration  of  and  assignment  of  rooms  to  Annual  Conference 
delegates;  handle  calls  for  persons  attending  sessions;  supervise  displays  and  allocation 
of  rooms  for  such;  handle  reservations  for  meeting  rooms  and  for  dining  areas. 

In  order  to  implement  and  prevent  overlapping  of  authority,  the  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration  adopts  the  following  guidelines : 

1.  The  Conference  Registrar  shall  have  full  responsibility  for  interpreting  the  eligibility 
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of  those  covered  under  Standing  Rule  8 for  entertainment  at  the  Annual  Conference  Session. 
This  may  be  appealed  to  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration. 

2.  Chairpersons  of  boards  and  agencies  who  are  not  elected  delegates  and  attend  the 
Annual  Conference  in  order  to  give  reports  shall  have  their  expenses  paid  by  their  own  board 
or  agency. 

3.  Space  and/or  rooms  to  be  used  for  displays  shall  be  assigned  by  the  registrar  and 
no  other.  Space  shall  be  assigned  on  a first  come  basis. 

4.  Use  of  dining  halls,  rooms  or  areas  shall  be  determined  by  the  registrar.  Fees  for 
dining  rooms  shall  be  paid  by  the  group  using  such  rooms. 

5.  No  materials  will  be  allowed  on  the  registration  table  other  than  those  necessary  for 
registration.  Other  arrangements  should  be  made  to  distribute  materials  through  the 
registrar. 

6.  Commercial  displays  will  be  allowed  only  in  a room  assigned  and  publicized  for  this 
purpose  with  the  exception  of  Cokesbury  which  will  continue  to  have  a room  assigned  only 
to  it. 

7.  Special  needs,  such  as  hymnals,  altar  furnishings,  projectors,  etc.  shall  be  arranged 
through  the  registrar  at  least  two  weeks  before  conference.  Needs  arising  during  conference 
which  could  not  be  anticipated  will  also  be  arranged  through  the  registrar  and  not  through 
the  Huntingdon  College. 

Report  No.  6 — SPECIAL  FUNDS  AND  COLLECTIONS 

We  make  the  following  recommendations  for  those  causes  for  which  no  funds  are 
allocated: 

1.  That  our  conference  continue  to  give  its  hearty  support  to  Advance  Specials  at  both 
General  and  Conference  levels. 

2.  That  the  White  Christmas  and  fifth  Sunday  church  school  offerings  for  the  Children’s 
Home  be  given  full  support  throughout  the  Conference. 

3.  That  each  local  church  observe  World  Communion  Sunday,  Human  Relations  Day, 
One  Great  Hour  of  Sharing,  United  Methodist  Student  Day,  Peace  with  Justice  Sunday,  Native 
American  Awareness  Sunday  and  that  special  offerings  be  received  or  budgeted  for  these 
special  days. 

4.  That  support  for  Golden  Cross  Ministries  be  given  through  a special  offering  on 
Mother’s  Day,  and  support  for  Homes  for  the  Aging  be  given  through  a special  offering  on 
Father’s  Day  each  year.  We  further  recommend  that  these  be  given  promotion  by  the  Board 
of  Health  and  Welfare  Ministries  and  supported  by  the  entire  conference. 

5.  That  the  Committee  on  Camping  of  the  Board  of  Education  be  granted  permission 
to  make  a selective  appeal  for  funds  to  help  underwrite  the  camps  for  underprivileged  and 
special  youth. 

6.  That  the  conference  give  full  support  to  the  Youth  Service  Fund. 

7.  That  permission  be  given  to  the  United  Methodist  Women  to  continue  their  efforts 
to  secure  funds  for  Blue  Lake. 

8.  That  the  Jurisdiction  Missional  Growth  Fund  continue  to  receive  the  support  of  our 
conference. 

9.  That  permission  be  granted  Huntingdon  College  to  continue  to  solicit  funds  in  its  major 
funds  campaign  provided  that  there  be  no  conference  goals  or  quotas  on  any  church  nor 
solicitation  of  funds  through  the  churches. 

10.  The  Assembly  Ground  Commission  be  granted  permission  to  solicit  funds  through 
its  Blue  Lake  Partner  program  provided  that  there  be  no  conference  goals  or  quotas  on  any 
church  nor  solicitation  of  funds  through  the  churches. 

11.  That  permission  be  granted  the  Mobile  Inner  City  Mission  to  establish  “The  Mobile 
Inner  City  Endowment  Fund”  to  receive  donations,  gifts,  subscriptions,  and  bequests  provided 
that  there  be  no  conference  goals  or  quotas  on  any  church  nor  solicitation  of  funds  through 
the  churches. 

12.  We  recommend  that  a Sunday  in  November  be  designated  for  receiving  an  offering 
for  the  Southeast  Jurisdiction  T.V.  Ministry,  25%  of  which  is  to  be  retained  within  our 
Conference. 

13.  That  the  second  Sunday  in  September  be  designated  as  “Camping  Sunday”  for  Blue 
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Lake  Camp  and  an  offering  received  be  designated  for  debt  retirement  of  the  Camp.  Special 
recognition  shall  be  given  volunteers  in  the  camping  program  of  Blue  Lake. 

14.  That  the  United  Methodist  Children’s  Home  be  given  permission  to  promoteva  Capital 
Funds  Campaign  in  1992,  but  that  no  quotas  or  goals  be  set  for  any  local  church.  Funds  shall 
be  solicited  on  an  individual,  business  and  foundation  basis. 

15.  That  the  United  Methodist  Men  be  given  permission  to  promote  funding  of  their 
Kingdom  Builders  Project  with  the  understanding  that  there  would  be  no  goals  nor  quotas 
placed  upon  local  churches. 

16.  That  permission  be  granted  the  Commission  on  New  Congregational  Development 
to  conduct  a fund  raising  effort  to  support  new  church  development,  such  funds  to  be  placed 
in  an  endowment.  There  will  be  no  goals  nor  quotas  upon  local  churches.

Report  No.  8 — STEWARDSHIP  RESPONSIBILITIES 
AND  LOCAL  CHURCH  CONCERNS 

1.  CFA  believes  that  all  apportionments  are  needed  in  the  amounts  apportioned.  Further, 
CFA  believes  that  it  is  within  the  capacity  of  the  churches  to  pay  the  apportionments  in  full. 
Effort  has  been  made  to  hold  apportionments  for  which  CFA  has  responsibility  to  minimum 
increases,  and  if  possible,  level  funding.  The  1994  Conference  budget  reflects  an  increase 
of  3.74%  over  1993. 

2.  We  recommend  that  in  setting  apportionments  for  new  churches,  the  following  be  the 
policy: 

1st  full  year  no  apportionments 

2nd  year  50%  apportioned 

3rd  year  75%  apportioned 

4th  year  & following  100%  apportioned 

3.  We  recommend  that  apportionments  be  made  to  all  churches  as  developed  by  the 
formula  method.  However,  the  district  superintendent  and  CFA  may  meet  jointly  prior  to 
the  mailing  of  apportionments  to  churches  to  make  adjustments  with  appropriate  explana- 
tions by  the  district  superintendent  to  the  church  involved. 

4.  We  recommend  that  local  churches  provide  for  the  audits  of  local  church  records  as 
provided  in  par.  270.4c  of  the  1992  Discipline.  It  is  our  suggestion  that  audits  of  local  church 
financial  records  should  be  done  by  someone  other  than  church  staff  and  should  involve  others, 
though  members  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  may  be  included. 

Report  No.  9 — DISCIPLINARY  REQUIREMENT 

Paragraph  715.1  gives  CFA  responsibility  for  the  fidelity  bonding  of  the  conference 
treasurer.  CFA  recommends  that  the  present  policy  of  bonding  be  continued  through  the 
General  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration.  Paragraph  715.2  of  the  1992  Discipline  gives 
CFA  the  responsibility  of  requiring  all  agencies  and  boards  for  which  the  conference  treasurer 
does  not  serve  as  treasurer  to  have  fidelity  bonding  of  their  treasurers  in  such  amounts  as 
it  deems  adequate. 

Report  No.  10  — FORMULA  AND  ALLOCATIONS 

1.  We  recommend  that  apportionments  be  developed  using  a formula  based  on  weights 
of  25%  membership  and  75%  financial  strength  (see  Standing  Rule  27),  and  that  apportion- 
ments be  determined  by  local  church  decimals  applied  to  the  amount  of  each  budget  item 
at  the  Conference  level. 
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2.  We  recommend  that  the  financial  strength  of  a local  church  in  calculating  the  decimal 
formula  be  based  upon  membership  and  all  local  expenditures,  (lines  64-72  of  the  local  church 
report  to  the  Annual  Conference) . This  eliminates  all  apportionments  and  special  giving  from 
the  formula. 

3.  It  is  recommended  that  the  spring  meeting  of  the  Council  be  the  time  for  receiving 
requests  from  the  Council  on  Ministries  and  boards  and  agencies  for  allocations  from  the 
benevolence  budget  for  the  ensuing  year.  All  boards  and  agencies  funded  through  the 
benevolence  budget  should  be  advised  that  they  place  their  allocation  of  funds  for  their 
program  in  jeopardy  when  they  fail  to  comply  with  requested  information  required  by  the 
Council  on  Ministries. 

Report  No.  11  — MINISTERS  MOVING  EXPENSE 

We  recommend  that  upon  retirement,  disability  or  death  of  a minister,  the  conference 
pay  up  to  $1,000.00  for  documented  moving  expense  to  the  first  place  of  retirement  or  dis- 
ability. Likewise,  the  conference  shall  assist  the  surviving  spouse  of  a minister  to  the  first 
place  of  dwelling  following  death  of  the  minister. 

Report  No.  12  — ZERO  BASED  BUDGETING 

The  following  proposal  for  zero  based  budgeting  is  presented  by  the  Council,  which  was 
adopted  by  the  Conference  on  June  1,  1988: 

1.  All  program  area  budgets  of  Annual  Conference  boards  and  agencies  will  begin  the 
year  with  a zero  balance. 

2.  The  annual  budgets  for  boards  and  agencies  shall  be  prepared  on  a “zero-base.”  It 
is  intended  that  all  programs,  projects  and  functions,  old  and  new,  be  analyzed  and  re- 
evaluated on  a year-to-year  basis;  that  groups  requesting  budgeted  funds  be  required  to 
justify  those  requests  in  detail  to  explain  why  money  is  needed,  specifically  what  it  will  be 
used  for,  the  resulting  benefits,  and  what  would  result  if  the  request  were  denied. 

3.  At  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  the  unused  balances  for  each  board  and  agency  shall 
be  transferred  to  a reserve  account,  which  shall  be  designated  as  the  “Conference  Program 
Reserve  Account.” 

4.  The  Conference  Program  Reserve  Account  shall  consist  of: 

a.  unused  balances  of  boards  and  agencies 

b.  funds  which  may  be  budgeted  for  the  reserve  account 

c.  funds  received  from  terminated  activities  which  remain  unused  for  those  activities 
when  transferred  by  the  Council  on  Ministries 

d.  interest  earned  from  sources  as  may  be  provided  by  the  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration 

e.  Funds  from  other  sources  that  may  be  deposited  by  any  board  or  agency  or  group 
within  the  Conference 

5.  During  the  first  quarter  of  the  fiscal  year,  in  order  to  provide  funding  for  programs 
anticipated  during  the  quarter,  boards  and  agencies  will  have  available  to  them  out  of  the 
CPR  account,  25%  of  their  prior  year’s  receipts  on  their  agency’s  apportionment.  All 
expenditures  above  this  percentage  will  also  be  drawn  from  the  CPR  account,  when  necessary, 
but  only  upon  approval  of  the  CCOM  director  and  the  Conference  treasurer,  with  all  such 
expenditures  being  charged  to  the  board  or  agency’s  allocation  for  the  year. 

6.  During  the  second  through  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  year,  the  use  of  the  CPR  account 
by  the  boards  and  agencies  will  follow  the  same  procedures  now  governing  the  Conference 
Benevolence  Contingency  Fund,  that  is,  prior  joint  approval  by  the  CCOM  executive 
committee  and  the  CFA  executive  committee. 

7.  The  Conference  Program  Reserve  Account  funds  may  be  disbursed  for  program 
purposes  of  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  as  directed  by  the  executive  committee 
of  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  on  recommendation  of  the  CCOM  director. 

Report  No.  13  — MOVING  EXPENSE  GUIDELINES,  LOCAL  CHURCHES 

The  following  guidelines  for  the  moving  expenses  of  ministers  first  appears  in  the  1984 
Journal,  page  330.  It  is  printed  here  for  the  information  of  pastors  and  churches: 

1.  Before  moving  to  a new  appointment,  an  incoming  pastor  should  communicate  with 
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the  PPRC  chairperson  to  ascertain  the  church’s  policy  on  paying  moving  expenses 
and  to  discuss  moving  plans. 

2.  If  the  incoming  pastor  plans  to  use  a commercial  mover,  two  estimates  should  be 
secured  from  the  movers. 

3.  The  receiving  church  is  responsible  for  the  moving  expenses  of  an  incoming  pastor 
up  to  a maximum  of  7,500  pounds. 

4.  The  cost  of  packing  by  the  movers,  if  done,  is  not  the  responsibility  of  the  receiving 
church. 

Report  No.  14  — COSTS  OF  THE  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE 

By  action  of  the  Annual  Conference  in  1991,  in  response  to  the  motion  presented  at  the 
1990  session  of  the  Annual  Conference,  CFA  makes  the  following  recommendations : 

1.  In  order  to  have  a more  accurate  account  for  meals  served,  the  Conference  will  provide 
meal  tickets  for  all  Conference  members,  guests  and  other  official  visitors. 

2.  A charge  of  $15.00  per  person  will  be  made  for  all  who  use  Conference  provided  housing 
on  the  Campus.  (Standing  Rule  8).  CFA  will  be  responsible  for  studying  and  investigating 
possible  locations  for  future  sessions  of  the  Annual  Conference. 

3.  The  1994  Brochure  of  Reports  will  contain  an  order  blank  requiring  orders  to  be  placed 
for  the  1993  Conference  Journal  at  $10.00  including  cost  of  mailing.  Those  desiring  loose  leaf 
copies  with  a binder  will  be  charged  $15.00.  Those  desiring  only  loose  leaf  copies  within  the 
binder  will  be  charged  $10.00.  Order  forms  will  be  available  in  other  places  as  well.  (Standing

PREACHER  S AID  SOCIETY 

The  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  Preacher’s  Aid  Society  continues  to  serve  as  a 
“Helping  Hand”  to  the  ministers  of  this  Conference.  During  the  year  1992,  we  were  able  to 
“make  the  difference”  for  several  parsonage  families  as  we  made  grants  of  from  $50.00  to 
$150.00  during  time  of  extreme  hardship.  In  addition  to  the  grants,  we  made  several  loans 
to  ministers. 

The  loans  of  up  to  $600.00,  with  up  to  two  years  to  repay,  are  available  to  any  minister 
in  the  Conference  (whose  Preachers’  Aid  dues  are  paid  up) . This  includes  Ministers  in  Full 
Connection,  Probationary  Members,  Associate  Members,  Student  Pastors,  and  Local  Pastors. 
Those  borrowing  money  from  the  Preacher’s  Aid  Society  may  have  up  to  two  years  to  repay 
the  principal  (though  the  interest  should  be  paid  yearly),  but  are  urged  to  repay  promptly 
and  systematically. 

The  money  available  for  the  low-interest  loans  comes  from  the  $1.00  annual  dues  which 
every  minister  under  appointment  is  asked  to  pay.  The  interest  from  these  low  interest  loans 
goes  into  the  Grant  Fund,  which  is  given  to  those  experiencing  particular  hardships.  To  be 
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eligible  for  a loan  or  donation,  a person  must  be  up-to-date  in  the  paying  of  his/her  dues. 
There  is  a designated  Collector  of  Preacher’s  Aid  Society  Dues  in  each  district. 

We  urge  continued  and  increased  support  of  the  Preacher’s  Aid  Society,  so  that  we  may 
“Be  Here”  for  our  ministerial  families  during  their  times  of  need.

THE  SOUTHEASTERN  JURISDICTIONAL 
ADMINISTRATIVE  COUNCIL 

I begin  my  report  to  the  annual  conferences  of  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction  with  a deep 
sense  of  gratitude  to  the  clergy  and  laity  of  each  annual  conference  for  the  enormous  support 
you  have  given  to  the  ministries  of  the  Council  during  the  1992-93  conference  year.  1992  was 
another  record  year  in  the  number  of  guests  served  at  Lake  Junaluska  as  well  as  the  number 
of  persons  involved  in  the  programs  and  ministries  of  the  Council.  Of  course  we  are  not 
satisfied  because  so  many  United  Methodists  are  not  aware  of  our  programs  and  ministries 
or  of  the  wonderful  facilities  that  are  available  at  Lake  Junaluska  Assembly,  Hinton  Rural 
Life  Center,  and  Gulfside  Assembly.  We  thank  you  for  your  continuing  support  and  for  the 
opportunity  you  give  us  to  tell  our  story. 

There  are  seven  (7)  agencies  of  ministry  related  to  the  Council.  Each  of  these  agencies 
plays  a vital  role  in  extending  the  ministry  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  to  persons  with 
special  needs  and  interests  on  your  behalf.  Mrs.  Gerry  Reiff  is  the  newly-elected  Director 
of  the  Commission  on  Archives  and  History  and  Heritage  Center.  Mrs.  Reiff  succeeds  Frances 
C.  Hart  who  served  in  this  capacity  for  the  past  six  years.  The  Commission  on  Archives  and 
History  serves  annual  conference  commissions  and  local  church  historians  and  maintains 
jurisdictional  records  and  history. 

Gulfside  Assembly  is  located  on  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  at  Waveland,  Mississippi,  and  offers 
programs  and  facilities  for  United  Methodists.  Gulfside  has  a special  focus  in  providing 
programs  for  African-American  United  Methodists  and  older  adults.  Ms.  Marian  Martin  is 
the  Director  of  Gulfside  Assembly. 

The  Hinton  Rural  Life  Center  is  located  in  Hayesville,  North  Carolina  on  a beautiful 
hillside  overlooking  Lake  Chatuge.  Rural  life  and  the  small  membership  church  are  the  foci 
of  Hinton’s  ministry.  The  Reverend  Clay  Smith  is  Director  of  Hinton  Rural  Life  Center.  He 
and  his  capable  staff  serve  at  Hinton  and  throughout  the  jurisdiction  to  strengthen  the  small 
membership  church. 
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The  Intentional  Growth  Center  is  located  at  Beautiful  Lake  Junaluska  and  focuses  its 
ministry  upon  the  personal  and  professional  growth  of  lay  and  clergy  persons.  IGC  programs 
under  the  skilled  leadership  of  Dr.  James  I.  Warren,  Jr.  and  his  staff  offer  a wide  variety 
of  options  for  all  United  Methodists  during  every  season  of  the  year.  A special  emphasis 
is  given  to  clergy  and  diaconal  ministers  who  are  facing  personal  and  professional  struggles 
and  who  need  to  “get  away”  and  to  reflect  upon  things  that  are  affecting  their  ministry. 

The  Protestant  Hour  Commission  works  with  the  Joint  Committee  on  Communications 
of  The  United  Methodist  Church  to  support,  sponsor,  and  produce  the  United  Methodist  series 
of  The  Protestant  Hour  Radio  broadcasts.  The  Protestant  Hour  is  in  its  48th  year  of  continuous 
broadcast  and  is  widely  recognized  as  the  very  best  syndicated  religious  radio  program  being 
broadcast.  Dr.  William  Horlock  is  the  current  producer  of  The  United  Methodist  series. 

The  Southeastern  United  Methodist  Agency  for  Rehabilitation  (SEMAR)  focuses  its 
ministry  on  many  of  the  “forgotten”  or  neglected  persons  in  our  society  — persons  with 
handicapping  conditions  or  “differently-abled”  persons.  SEMAR  is  currently  in  the  process 
of  evaluating  applications  which  it  has  received  for  grants  of  up  to  $50,000  to  be  used  as  start-up 
money  to  develop  a home  for  adults  with  mental  retardation.  SEMAR  received  this  money 
from  the  Julia  Powell  Trust  in  Philadelphia.  SEMAR  urges  churches  to  be  aware  of  the 
Americans  With  Disabilities  Act  and  the  responsibility  to  be  accessible  to  all  persons.  Dr. 
Robert  M.  Pitzer,  the  Director  of  SEMAR,  has  been  a leading  advocate  and  worker  for  persons 
with  handicapping  conditions  within  The  United  Methodist  Church  and  in  society  at  large. 

The  United  Methodist  Volunteers  in  Mission  is  one  of  the  most  involved  ministries  in 
the  jurisdiction.  In  1992  more  than  6,000  individual  United  Methodists  were  involved  in  UMVTM 
projects  coordinated  through  the  jurisdictional  office.  Another  phase  in  the  ministry  of 
UMVIM  is  the  assisting  of  individuals  to  serve  longer  terms  of  mission  service  (1-12  months). 
Dr.  Thomas  L.  Curtis  is  the  SE J UMVIM  Director  and  is  acknowledged  by  all  to  be  the  leading 
authority  in  this  important  missional  endeavor. 

In  addition  to  the  missional  efforts  of  our  agencies,  the  Program  Division  seeks  to  develop 
programs  that  are  designed  to  strengthen  and  equip  lay  and  clergy  persons  for  their  respective 
ministries  in  the  annual  conferences,  districts,  and  local  congregations.  The  staff  of  the 
Program  Division  under  the  guidance  of  The  Reverend  Celia  M.  Cox,  Associate  Executive 
Director,  works  with  associations,  fellowships,  organizations,  and  special  design  teams  to 
create  exciting,  inspirational,  and  helpful  programs.  It  is  the  goal  of  the  Program  Division 
to  expand  program  offerings  throughout  the  year  that  will  meet  these  objectives.  A new 
component  of  the  Program  Division  is  the  Lay  Ministry  Center  under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
Evelyn  Laycock.  Youth  programs  have  long  been  an  essential  part  of  the  jurisdictional 
program.  These,  too,  are  being  expanded  to  include  offerings  throughout  the  year. 

The  facilities  at  Lake  Junaluska  Assembly  are  continually  being  improved  for  the  benefit 
of  our  guests.  Our  Junaluska  staff  is  trained  to  serve  our  conferees  with  the  very  best  skill. 
Our  new  Food  Service  Director,  Aletha  Rogers,  wants  to  serve  the  very  best  food  possible. 
I encourage  you  to  give  Lake  Junaluska  Assembly  a try,  and  you  will  be  glad  you  did.  Please 
consider  holding  your  retreats,  seminars,  conferences,  and  conference  meetings  at  Lake 
Junaluska.  It  is  your  facility.  New  carpet  in  the  Terrace  Hotel  and  new  heating/air 
conditioning  in  Lambuth  Inn  will  make  these  popular  facilities  even  nicer.  Plans  are  also 
underway  to  improve  all  of  the  recreational  facilities.  It  may  be  that  announcements  can 
be  made  concerning  these  at  annual  conference.  The  Reverend  Glenn  Martin  gives  concerned 
and  competent  leadership  to  the  management  of  Lake  Junaluska  Assembly. 

All  of  these  parts  of  our  ministry  are  supported  by  a very  efficient  Business  Department 
under  the  excellent  direction  of  the  Business  Manager/Treasurer,  David  Snipes.  The  fiscal 
affairs,  personnel  management,  and  information  services  are  all  provided  in  a competent 
and  skilled  manner. 

The  Public  Relations,  Marketing  and  Development  area  of  the  Council  are  under  the 
able  direction  of  Ms.  Joetta  Rinehart.  She  and  her  staff  work  diligently,  to  “get  the  word 
out”  about  the  ministries  of  the  Council.  Ms.  Rinehart  has  paid  special  attention  in  1992  to 
the  strengthening  of  the  Development  phase  of  her  office.  She  would  be  happy  to  meet  with 
any  person  or  group  of  persons  who  would  have  interest  in  making  a special  tax-advantaged 
gift  or  a bequest  on  behalf  of  Lake  Junaluska  Assembly  or  any  of  the  other  ministries  of 
the  Council.

CANDLER  SCHOOL  OF  THEOLOGY 

One  of  the  highlights  of  the  1992-93  academic  year  at  Candler  School  of  Theology  was 
the  culmination  of  a series  of  conversations  designed  to  restate  our  mission  to  reflect  more 
accurately  both  our  institutional  priorities  and  our  vision  for  the  future.  While  located 
primarily  within  the  Candler  faculty,  these  conversations  have  also  involved  Candler’s 
alumni/ae  and  friends.  The  resulting  mission  statement  affirms,  “Candler  School  of  Theology 
is  grounded  in  the  Christian  faith  and  shaped  by  the  Wesleyan  tradition  of  evangelical  piety, 
ecumenical  openness,  and  social  concern.  Its  mission  is  to  educate  — through  scholarship, 
teaching,  and  service  — faithful  and  creative  leaders  for  the  church’s  ministries  in  the  world.” 

To  live  in  accordance  with  our  mission,  we  have  made  service  to  our  students  a priority. 
By  adding  professional  staff  in  the  admissions  and  student  services  offices,  we  have  enhanced 
our  ability  to  assist  men  and  women  who  are  responding  to  God’s  call  to  them  to  ministry. 
We  continue  to  seek  new  sources  of  financial  aid  and  scholarships  for  our  students  so  that 
they  will  not  enter  ministry  burdened  by  excessive  debt.  We  appreciate  the  support  of  the 
local  churches  for  the  Ministerial  Education  Fund  (MEF).  Increased  support  of  the  MEF 
will  directly  reduce  student  debt. 

In  the  classroom  and  through  research  which  benefits  local  congregations,  the  Candler 
faculty  seek  to  educate  creative  and  faithful  leaders  for  the  church’s  ministries.  More  than 
fifteen  books  were  published  by  Candler  faculty  authors  in  1992-1993.  We  welcomed  four 
persons  to  the  faculty  in  fall  1992:  Dr.  Luke  Timothy  Johnson,  Woodruff  Professor  of  New 
Testament;  Dr.  Lyndon  Reynolds,  assistant  professor  of  Historical  Theology  and  director 
of  the  Aquinas  Center  of  Theology;  Dr.  Don  C.  Richter,  assistant  professor  of  Christian 
Education  and  director  of  the  Youth  Theology  Institute;  and  Bishop  James  Thomas, 
churchman-in-residence . 

Our  mission  of  educating  leaders  to  accomplish  God’s  work  in  the  world  requires  that 
we  reinvigorate  a conversation  between  the  seminary  and  the  church.  We  need  the  input 
of  the  congregations  to  which  our  graduates  will  be  appointed  as  we  continuously  refine  our 
program  of  education  for  ministry.  In  a profound  sense,  the  work  of  preparing  leaders  for 
the  church  is  work  which  the  church  and  seminary  share. 

We  encourage  the  participation  of  alumni/ae  and  friends  in  our  mission.  With  your  help, 
the  Candler  School  of  Theology  at  Emory  University  will  continue  to  prepare  creative  and 
faithful  leaders  for  the  churches  of  this  conference.

ALABAMA-WEST  FLORIDA 
METHODIST  FEDERAL  CREDIT  UNION 

The  Alabama-West  Florida  Methodist  Federal  Credit  Union  began  in  the  Summer  of 
1967  under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  Albert  R.  Hunt.  Seven  ministers  signed  the  Charter,  pooling 
capital  of  less  than  $100.00.  Five  more  ministers  were  added  by  the  time  the  Charter  was 
approved,  and  the  capital  swelled  to  $200.00.  By  the  end  of  1992,  some  25  years  later,  Credit 
Union  membership  reached  595,  and  capital  assets  have  grown  to  $1,949,011.08. 

For  the  first  ten  years  the  Credit  Union  struggled.  Deposits  were  meager,  and  loans 
were  few  and  small.  Finally,  ministers  began  to  see  the  value  of  a Credit  Union,  and  interest 
began  to  grow. 
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During  the  first  25  years  your  Credit  Union  has  made  a total  of  1,441  loans  for  a total 
amount  of  $5,900,343.48.  Most  of  these  loans  have  been  for  automobiles  and  personal  needs, 
with  a few  in  the  area  of  real  estate.  The  purpose  of  the  Credit  Union  is  to  encourage  savings 
among  members  who  earn  a fair  dividend  semi-annually  on  their  deposits,  and  to  make  low- 
cost  loans  to  members.  Life  insurance  is  furnished  on  deposits  up  to  $3,000.00,  if  the  deposits 
are  made  and  maintained  before  age  55.  The  Credit  Union  also  offers  free  Credit  Life 
Insurance  on  all  loans  up  to  $20,000.00  for  members  under  70  years  of  age. 

The  Credit  Union  is  governed  by  a Board  of  nine  Directors  who  meet  monthly  to  review 
operations,  and  make  necessary  decisions  to  be  carried  out  by  the  two  part-time  employees. 
The  present  Board  is  composed  of  Clifford  Abbott,  Billy  Joe  Bass,  Zedoc  Baxter,  Lamar 
Brown,  Bill  Calhoun,  Walter  Ellisor,  Wilbur  Majors,  Oliver  Scott,  Jr.,  and  Edwin  Sells. 

Part-time  employees  are  Billy  Joe  Bass  who  handles  financial  and  bookkeeping  matters, 
and  John  Carmichael  who  takes  care  of  managerial  affairs.  Billy  Joe  Bass  may  be  contacted 
at  Box  88,  Georgiana,  AL  36033,  Phone  205-376-2415.  John  Carmichael  can  be  reached  at  Rt. 
2,  Box  171-B,  Brantley,  AL  36009,  Phone  205-335-3823. 

During  the  year  1992  the  Credit  Union  made  103  loans  in  the  amount  of  $800,599.36. 
Dividends  paid  to  members  amounted  to  $62,741.88.  When  YOU  need  a loan,  turn  to  your

Report  No.  1 

The  Board  of  Pastoral  Counseling,  Care,  and  Training’s  report  was  delayed  this  year 
when  we  learned  that  John  Galloway  would  resign  as  Executive  Director  effective  March 
31st  and  begin  employment  as  a private  counselor.  We  extend  our  thanks  to  John  for  his 
six  years  of  service  with  us  and  previously  under  the  Joint  Board. 

We  have  chosen  to  view  this  as  an  opportunity  to  reassess  the  needs  of  clergy  care  and 
counseling  in  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  and  to  study  ways  to  better  meet  these 
needs.  At  this  present  report,  we  are  unable  to  chart  specific  plans,  but  will  outline  the  process 
to  be  used  for  shaping  our  future. 

1 . We  have  undertaken  a survey  of  programs  within  the  conferences  of  the  Southeastern 
Jurisdiction  to  learn  from  their  experiences.  We  have  drawn  heavily  from  the  recent 
experience  of  the  South  Georgia  Conference  since  they  too  lost  their  counselor  and 
have  sought  more  efficient  ways  to  provide  care  and  training. 

2.  We  realize  the  importance  of  hearing  from  clergy  and  lay  members  of  the  Annual 
Conference  regarding  issues,  needs  and  concerns  facing  parsonage  families.  To  help 
with  this  listening  process  we  have  designed  a survey  instrument  to  get  your  input 
into  these  matters. 

3.  Already  emerging  from  our  experience  and  that  of  other  conferences  is  an  under- 
standing that  two  basic  models  are  prevalent.  One  is  the  way  we  have  operated  for 
a number  of  years  and  which  provides  for  a lone  individual  who  is  responsible  for 
meeting  the  care,  counseling,  and  training  needs  of  clergy  and  their  families. 
Experience  indicates  that  a more  flexible  model  might  be  desired. 

a.  The  other  basic  model  is  to  set  up  a network  of  counselors  in  the  various  metro- 
politan areas  of  our  conference.  This  would  provide  better  availability  of  services. 
It  is  this  model  which  is  most  widely  used  in  other  conferences.  Generally  their 
boards  provide  a list  of  approved  counselors  and  help  underwrite  these  services 
on  a need  basis  within  specific  limits 

b.  Another  component  of  this  second  model  is  that  funds  are -then  freed  to  provide 
pastoral  care,  education,  retreats,  seminars,  establishment  of  clergy  support 
groups,  and  continuing  education  events. 

Conversations  with  other  conferences  have  indicated  that  as  pastoral  care  and  training 
increase,  the  need  for  counseling  services  and  intervention  in  problems  decrease.  Frequently 
mentioned  topics  for  such  workshops  are:  marriage  and  family  enrichment;  parenting  skills; 
“What  To  Expect  In  Your  First  Appointment”;  building  self  esteem;  coping  with  stress; 
communication;  spiritual  formation  and  growth,  etc.  A network  model  would  enable  us  to 
seek  out  experienced  leadership  with  proven  skills  and  insights  in  these  areas. 

4.  Once  we  have  completed  our  survey  and  had  opportunities  for  input  by  the  leadership 
of  the  Conference  we  then  will  shape  our  programs.  Our  goal  is  to  have  at  least  a 
basic  outline  for  presentation  to  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  at  their  fall 
meeting.  In  the  interim,  we  will  make  counseling  services  available  to  those  who 
need  and  desire  them.  Information  on  this  interim  network  will  be  made  available 
to  the  District  Superintendents  for  announcement  at  District  Clergy  meetings,  and 
advertised  through  The  Advocate  and  The  Connectional  Link  as  details  are  worked 
out.

“listen  with  deep  ears”  and  to  become  “Kingdom  People.” 
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— There  was  Wanda  Bigham,  Huntingdon’s  new  President,  welcoming  us  to  the  campus 
and  sharing  her  vision,  but  by  her  very  presence  announcing  an  exciting  new  day  for 
an  old  institution. 

— There  were  the  Bishops  of  the  Church  — Bishops  Duffey,  Hunt  and  McDavid  who  in 
retirement  spoke  God’s  encouraging  and  prophetic  Word  to  us  all.

DELEGATES  TO  THE 
1992  JURISDICTIONAL  CONFERENCE 

Good  afternoon.  I’m  Charles  Holston,  lay  delegate  and  chairperson  of  the  Alabama-West 
Florida  delegation  to  Jurisdictional  Conference.  Due  to  the  large  number  of  first  time 
delegates  attending  this  annual  conference,  I’ll  review  some  of  the  major  happenings  at 
General  Conference  first,  and  then  discuss  Jurisdictional  Conference. 

Some  14  of  us  General  Conference  delegates  from  Alabama-West  Florida  spent  14  days 
in  Louisville,  Kentucky  in  May,  1992  dealing  with  many  issues  facing  the  church  — issues 
ranging  from  abortion  to  funding  increases. 

At  General  Conference ...  DO  YOU  REMEMBER  what  the  increase  was  which  the 
General  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  asked  for?  It  was  a 4.5%  per  year  increase 
— but  a compromise  was  reached  with  local  church  apportionments  being  increased  an 
average  of  only  2%  per  year.  The  Alabama-West  Florida  delegates  pushed  for  a 0%  increase. 

DO  YOU  REMEMBER  the  final  disposition  of  the  abortion  issue?  Our  delegation  position 
was  to  maintain  the  Book  of  Discipline  as  is . . . that  is . . . “We  are  reluctant  to  approve  abortion 
except  in  rape,  incest,  etc.”  That  language  was  upheld  by  about  750-250  votes. 

DO  YOU  REMEMBER  the  disposition  of  the  homosexual  issue?  The  Book  of  Discipline 
language  that  “homosexuality  is  incompatible  with  the  teachings  of  Jesus  Christ”  was  upheld 
with  about  the  same  750-250  votes. 

DO  YOU  REMEMBER  what  happened  about  local  church  lay  leaders  being  allowed 
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to  serve  as  lay  delegates  to  annual  conference?  It  was  approved.  So  we  should  have  a goodly 
number  of  church  lay  leaders  in  attendance  this  year. 

And  lastly,  DO  YOU  REMEMBER  what  happened  to  the  God  language  — or  trinitarian 
terminology  question?  The  Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Spirit  issue.  Well,  the  most  glaring  feminine 
language  in  the  new  Book  of  Worship  was  changed,  and  the  new  Book  of  Worship  was  approved 
about  850-150  votes. 

Then,  about  two  months  following  General  Conference,  all  28  of  us  Jurisdictional 
Conference  delegates  joined  about  550  other  delegates  from  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction 
at  Lake  Junaluska,  North  Carolina. 

Although  there  are  about  15  major  committees  in  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction 
organization,  probably  the  two  most  important  committees  are  the  Committee  on  the 
Episcopacy,  AND  the  Nominating  Committee. 

I’m  going  to  ask  Rev.  John  Ed  Mathison,  who  headed  the  clergy  delegation  to  report 
now  on  the  Episcopacy  Committee . . . and  I’ll  come  back  and  complete  our  delegation  report. 
John  Ed. 

REV.  JOHN  ED  MATHISON: 

Breakfast  interviews  were  held  at  General  Conference  for  all  announced  candidates  for 
the  information  of  General  Conference  delegates.  As  half  the  delegates  served  as  jurisdictional 
delegates  only,  they  were  given  an  opportunity  also  to  entertain  candidates  at  Lake  Junaluska. 
This  process  occurred  the  first  day  of  Jurisdictional  Conference  between  1 and  5 p.m.  For 
each  conference  delegation  ten  (10)  candidates  in  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction  made 
themselves  available  to  fill  the  four  (4)  vacancies  for  bishop  in  the  SEJ. 

Each  candidate  gave  a 3-4  minute  statement  which  was  followed  by  a ten  minute  question 
and  answer  period  by  the  Alabama- West  Florida  delegation.  Judge  Dale  Segrest  and  I served 
on  the  Episcopacy  Committee  to  recommend  assignment  of  bishops.  We  were  the  first 
conference,  alphabetically,  so  we  had  the  first  choice  to  make.  Following  consultation  with 
the  AWF  delegation,  we  were  pleased  and  fortunate  to  be  able  to  select  Bishop  Bill  Morris 
to  be  our  bishop  replacing  Bishop  C.W.  Hancock  who  retired. 

Across  the  United  States  there  were  to  be  16  new  bishops  elected  in  1992,  four  (4)  of  whom 
were  to  be  in  the  SEJ . . . one  of  whom  was  to  be  assigned  to  the  Alabama-West  Florida 
Episcopal  Area. 

Prior  to  this,  candidates  to  be  elected  bishop  had  to  receive  60%  of  the  votes  of  those 
casting  valid  ballots.  Bishop  Morris  was  elected  on  the  eleventh  (11th)  ballot.  New  bishops 
began  service  to  the  church  in  their  assigned  area  as  of  September  1,  1992. 

The  AWF  delegation  (14  clergy,  14  lay)  were  privileged  to  hold  a celebration  reception 
at  Lake  Junaluska  for  Bishop  and  Mrs.  Morris  following  his  election  and  assignment  to  our 
conference  and  episcopal  area. 

This  completes  my  portion  of  the  report.  Thank  you,  Charles. 

CHARLES  HOLSTON: 

Thank  you,  John  Ed. 

The  other  important  committee,  the  Jurisictional  Nominating  Committee,  nominates 
persons  from  the  SEJ,  including  the  AWF  Conference,  to  a pool  of  nominees  from  which 
persons  are  selected  to  serve  on  general  boards  and  agencies  at  the  national  level  of  The 
United  Methodist  Church. 

Term  restrictions  such  as  “no  more  than  two  consecutive  four  year  terms”  eliminated 
some  of  our  better  known  delegates.  Some  successes  from  the  AWF  Conference  to  general 
boards  were:

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Others  from  our  conference  will  be  serving  at  the  jurisdictional  level  by  virtue  of  their 
office  held,  or  by  episcopal  appointment. 

Mr.  Robert  Powell  was  presented  to  the  conference  as  the  incoming  President  of  the 
United  Methodist  Men  for  the  SEJ. 

At  this  conference  the  almost  600  delegates  were  presented  with  some  65  calendar  items 
to  consider,  some  of  them  having  missional  and  some  having  program  implications  for  us. 
For  instance . . . Older  Adult  Ministries,  and  Ministry  to  Persons  with  Handicapping  Conditions. 
Also,  the  SEJ  Missional  Fund  which  finances  much  of  the  jurisdictional  work,  asked  local 
churches  to  contribute  fifty  cents  per  member  to  support  the  fund. 

Other  issues  receiving  prominence  and  approval  were  in  the  area  of  racial  inclusiveness 
and  sexual  harassment.  And  there  was  affirmation  of  the  new  Book  of  Worship,  UMVIM 
and  other  efforts  receiving  approval.  In  general,  the  Jurisdictional  Conference  was  sending 
a note  of  concern  for  those  persons  vulnerable  in  our  society. 

We  had  a great  AWF  delegation.  I would  like  to  ask  them  to  stand  so  that  you  may  show 
them  your  appreciation  for  their  hard  work. 

On  behalf  of  John  Ed  and  the  28  Jurisdictional  Conference  delegates,  we  thank  you  for 
the  confidence  you  placed  in  us,  and  we  appreciate  the  opportunity  of  representing  you  at 
the  jurisdictional  level.  Thank  you.

We  have  audited  the  accompanying  statements  of  certificates  of  deposit  for  the  Council 
on  Finance  and  Administration  of  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  of  the  United 
Methodist  Church  at  January  7, 1993,  and  the  related  statement  of  cash  receipts,  disburse- 
ments and  transfers  for  the  period  January  8, 1992  through  January  7, 1993.  These  financial 
statements  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Council’s  management.  Our  responsibility  is  to  express 
an  opinion  on  these  financial  statements  based  on  our  audit. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards.  Those 
standards  require  that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable  assurance  about 
whether  the  statements  of  recorded  cash  receipts,  disbursements  and  transfers  are  free  of 
material  misstatement.  An  audit  includes  examining,  on  a test  basis,  evidence  supporting 
the  amounts  and  disclosures  in  the  financial  statements.  An  audit  also  includes  assessing 
the  accounting  principles  used  and  significant  estimates  made  by  management,  as  well  as 
evaluating  the  overall  financial  statement  presentation.  We  believe  that  our  audit  provides 
a reasonable  basis  for  our  opinion. 

As  explained  in  Note  1,  the  Council’s  policy  is  to  prepare  its  financial  statements  on  the 
basis  of  cash  received  and  cash  disbursed.  Consequently,  certain  revenue  is  recognized  when 
received  rather  than  when  earned  and  certain  expenses  are  recognized  when  paid  rather 
than  when  the  obligation  was  incurred.  Accordingly,  the  financial  statements  are  not  intended 
to  be  presented  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 

In  our  opinion,  the  statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly,  in  all  material  respects, 
certificates  of  deposit  at  January  7, 1993,  and  the  receipts,  disbursements  and  transfers  for 
the  period  January  8, 1992  through  January  7, 1993,  of  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Adminis- 
tration of  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  of  the  United  Methodist  Church  on  the  basis 
of  accounting  described  above.

The  Council,  as  an  agency  of  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  of  The  United 
Methodist  Church,  is  exempt  from  income  taxes  under  Section  501(c)(3)  of  the 
Internal  Revenue  Code  and  related  provisions  of  the  States  of  Alabama  and  Florida.

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SELMAN  DAVID  BRADLEY 
(1909-1993) 

Selman  David  Bradley  was  born  March  10,  1909,  in 
Covington  County  Alabama,  to  Charles  Wesley  Bradley  and 
Annie  Majors  Bradley.  His  father  was  a minister  in  the 
Congregational  Church,  but  later  became  a member  of  the 
Alabama  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Church.  Selman  was 
reared  in  a Methodist  parsonage  by  a dedicated  father  and 
mother.  He  was  called  to  the  ministry  in  1929.  He  attended 
Bob  Jones  College,  Birmingham-Southern  College  and 
Huntingdon  College. 

On  August  14,  1932,  he  married  Rowena  Chason  from 
Montgomery,  Alabama.  He  is  survived  by  Rowena,  their 
son,  Ben  David  Bradley  (born  June  6,  1936),  Ben’s  wife, 

Sallie  and  four  grandchildren.  Selman  died  January  25, 1993, 
in  Gulf  Breeze  Hospital,  after  a long  illness. 

Selman  had  a keen  interest  in  the  Methodist  Children’s 
Home,  serving  on  its  Board  of  Directors  for  twenty  years.  He  also  had  a special  interest 
in  the  Blue  Lake  Assembly  Ground,  where  he  served  as  Executive  Director  for  twelve  years. 
He  served  on  the  Board  of  Education  and  the  Board  of  Evangelism. 

The  funeral  service  for  Selman  Bradley  was  held  January  27, 1993,  at  the  Gulf  Breeze 
Methodist  Church  with  Dr.  Herb  Sadler,  Dr.  J.B.  Nichols  and  Dr.  Andrew  Turnipseed 
officiating.  Burial  was  in  Forest  Lawn  Cemetery  in  Gulf  Breeze,  Florida. 

“There  was  a man  sent  from  God  whose  name  was  John.  He  came  for  testimony,  to 
bear  witness  to  the  light,  that  all  might  believe  through  Him.”  We  may  easily  adapt  that 
verse  in  the  annals  of  our  conference  to  read:  there  was  a man  sent  from  God  whose  name 
was  Selman  David  Bradley. 

What  a Methodist  heritage  Selman  had.  His  father  was  named  Charles  Wesley  and  served 
many  years  in  the  Alabama  Conference.  A brother,  Sledd,  and  a sister,  Lunnie  Capell,  served 
in  the  conference  several  years.  Another  sister,  Nettie  Lou,  and  her  husband,  Robert 
Lawrence,  blessed  many  lives  in  their  long  service.  Ben,  the  Bradley’s  son,  can  point  to  thirty- 
two  years  of  dedicated  service  in  this  great  fellowship. 

In  my  own  time,  soon  to  be  fourscore  years,  I have  known  few  preachers  as  intensely 
loyal  to  our  doctrine,  our  literature,  our  polity,  our  colleges  and  other  institutions,  and  to 
the  principles  that  we  affirm  as  a people  in  our  concern  for  human  society  as  Selman  Bradley. 

He  was  a gentle  man  — a Christian  gentleman.  How  wonderful  to  have  a man  like  Selman 
for  a husband,  a father,  a grandfather,  a friend.  He  was  a specialist  in  the  art  of  friendship. 
There  was  nothing  vindictive  in  his  spirit.  Behold  a man  in  whom  there  is  no  guile. 

“Since  Lord,  Thou  doest  defend  us 
with  Thy  spirit, 

We  know,  we  at  the  end,  shall  life  inherit 
Then,  fancies,  flee  away!  I’ll  fear  not 

What  men  say. 

I’ll  labor  night  and  day  to  be  a Pilgrim!” 

Such  a Pilgrim  our  loved  one  and  friend  has  been  — eighty-four  years  long.  Such  a 
Pilgrimage  — such  a Pilgrim. 

He  who  would  valiant  be,  ’gainst  all  disaster, 

Let  him  in  constancy  follow  the  master. 

There’s  no  discouragement  shall  make  him  once 
relent  his  first  avowed  intent  to  be  a Pilgrim.

Selman  was  real.  He  always  chose  essence  over  image.  To  him,  real  faith  beat  false 
piety.  He  had  his  priorities  right.  He  was  committed  to  excellence  in  matters  of  the  mind 
as  well  as  the  heart. 

For  all  of  us  who  come  after  you,  we  say  thank  you,  Selman,  for  the  example  of  your 
professional  and  personal  priorities. 

And  now  he  is  a part  of  God’s  great  galaxy.  Thanks  be  to  God. 


JAMES  ANDREW  DINKINS 
(1896-1993) 

James  Andrew  Dinkins  was  born  August  25,  1896  in 
Westville,  Florida.  He  was  born  the  youngest  of  five  children 
to  William  Marshall  and  Charles  Zachary  (Kelly)  Dinkins. 

Brother  Andrew  Dinkins,  as  he  was  called  by  his  many 
friends,  spent  most  of  his  % years  in  Bonifay,  Florida. 

When  Andrew  Dinkins  was  19  he  began  teaching  school, 
then  on  September  18, 1917,  at  age  22,  he  was  inducted  into 
the  United  States  Army.  He  served  in  the  infantry  in  France 
during  World  War  I.  Shortly  after  returning  to  the  United 
States  in  1919,  he  took  the  Civil  Service  Examination  to  be 
a mail  carrier.  For  42  years  and  7 months  he  served  as  mail 
carrier  to  the  Bonifay  community. 

In  1921,  James  Andrew  married  Bonnie  Ellis.  They 
would  have  two  sons.  Their  first  child,  Austin,  died  after  only 
three  months.  Their  second  son,  William  Millard,  now 
resides  in  Washington  State.  Five  years  after  they  were  married  Bonnie  became  ill.  She 
died  on  October  5,  1926. 

On  June  24, 1928,  Andrew  and  Corine  Williamson  were  married.  To  this  union  were  born 
six  children;  Elton,  Jeriel,  Randall  (died  December  8,  1992),  Betty  Wynns,  Wendell,  and 
Margaret  Reynolds.  Andrew  and  Corine  would  be  grandparents  to  18  grandchildren  and  14 
grea  t-grandchildr  en . 

For  many  years  Brother  Andrew  served  as  a lay  speaker  in  our  Conference.  In  1961  he 
was  licensed  as  a lay  pastor.  In  1966  he  was  ordained  a deacon  and  in  1969  became  an  associate 
member  of  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Annual  Conference. 

Brother  Andrew  will  be  remembered  for  his  knowledge  of  and  love  for  the  Word  of  God. 
He  read  through  the  Bible  116  times  and  was  in  the  process  of  reading  it  through  again  when 
he  died.  He  will  surely  be  remembered  for  his  love  and  concern  for  the  people  on  his  mail 
route  and  for  his  parishioners.  Perhaps  he  would  have  had  more  of  the  material  things  of 
life  had  he  not  been  so  lovingly  willing  to  share  with  those  whom  God  placed  in  his  pathway.

He  was  always  a faithful  servant  to  God’s  children.  He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Corine, 
who  still  resides  in  Bonifay,  Florida. 
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WILLIAM  S.A.  FLOYD,  SR. 

(1920-1993) 

Rev.  William  Samuel  Alexander  “Bill”  Floyd,  Sr.,  was 
born  September  10, 1920,  in  Gastonia,  North  Carolina,  to  the 
late  William  Wallace  Floyd  and  Hattie  Adams  Floyd.  He 
confessed  Christ  as  his  Savior  at  an  early  age  at  the  Trinity 
A.M.E.  Zion  Church  in  Gastonia. 

Rev.  Floyd  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Gaston 
County,  North  Carolina.  He  received  his  undergraduate 
education  at  Stillman  College,  1942,  and  Alabama  State 
Teachers  College,  1951.  He  was  a veteran  of  World  War  II, 
and  was  awarded  the  American  Theatre  Service  Medal  and 
the  Good  Conduct  Medal.  He  began  his  career  as  an  educator 
in  the  public  schools  of  Alabama  in  1951,  and  taught  in 
Dallas,  Marengo,  Lowndes,  Wilcox,  and  Perry  Counties.

(1915-1993) 

The  odyssey  of  Lloyd  Hunter  Kimbrough  on  this  earth 
covered  more  than  seventy-seven  years.  He  was  born  May 
11,  1915  at  Claud,  Alabama  in  Elmore  County.  His  loving 
parents  were  Lovick  Haynie  Kimbrough  and  Tommie  Colley 
Kimbrough.  As  a child,  he  lived  in  Elmore  and  Montgomery 
Counties.  While  a teenager,  his  family  moved  to  the  rural 
area  outside  Milton,  Florida.  Lloyd  graduated  from  Jay 
(Florida)  High  School. 

Birmingham-Southern  College  was  his  alma  mater.  He 
graduated  in  1938.  Through  necessity,  and  his  love,  Lloyd 
worked  on  the  family  farm  before  he  went  to  college.  During 
his  summer  breaks,  he  would  return  home  to  till  the  soil. 

On  May  17, 1940,  Lloyd  married  Flora  Hale.  She  taught 
school  before  being  a full  time  mother  to  two  daughters,  who 
were  born  to  their  union.  Virginia  Colley  Kimbrough  was 
born  January  11,  1943  and  Flora  Jean  Kimbrough  was  born  August  20,  1945. 

Lloyd  was  ordained  a deacon  November  21,  1940  and  an  elder  on  November  14,  1942. 
He  was  admitted  to  the  conference,  on  trial,  in  1938.  In  1940,  he  was  admitted  in  full  connection. 

A faithful  and  effective  minister  in  the  United  Methodist  Church  for  over  fifty-two  years, 
Lloyd  served  the  following  charges  and  churches  of  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference: 
Uriah;  St.  Andrew,  Panama  City;  Forest  Home;  Hope  Hull-Snowdoun;  East  Tallassee; 
Chipley;  Luverne;  Clanton;  Atmore;  St.  Mark,  Pensacola;  Government  Street,  Mobile; 
DeFuniak  Springs  First;  Marianna  District.  He  retired  in  June  1980,  then  served  from  January 
1, 1982  through  December  31, 1992,  as  a retired  supply  at  Chumuckla.  His  service  as  a retired 
supply  was  given  with  effectiveness  and  without  salary. 

For  thirteen  years,  Lloyd  served  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Annual  Conference.  His  quiet, 
efficient  style  was  appreciated  by  the  bishops  and  the  members  of  the  Annual  Conference. 

Lloyd  was  preceded  in  death  by  his  beloved  wife,  Flora.  He  kept  a loving  vigil  beside 
her  until  she  succumbed  to  cancer  in  1986.  To  show  his  appreciation  to  the  nurses  who  attended 
his  wife,  Lloyd  often  baked  cakes  and  took  them  to  the  hospital. 

On  February  9, 1993,  Lloyd  Hunter  Kimbrough’s  body  died  at  the  West  Florida  Hospital 
in  Pensacola,  Florida.  The  death  and  resurrection  service  for  him  was  held  from  Harper- 
Morris  Funeral  Home,  Pensacola,  Florida,  February  12,  1993.  Burial  was  in  the  Elizabeth 
Chapel  Cemetery  near  Milton.  His  survivors  are  two  daughters,  Virginia  Colley  Kimbrough 
Daily,  Chumuckla,  Florida  and  Flora  Jean  Kimbrough  Emmet,  Tullahoma,  Tennessee;  four 
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grandsons,  Marvin  Dailey  and  his  wife,  Lisa,  Pensacola,  Florida;  Robert  Dailey,  Stone 
Mountain,  Georgia;  Richard  and  Jonathan  Emmet,  Tullahoma,  Tennessee;  three  sisters, 
Vesta  Diamond,  Katherine  James  and  Betty  Hendricks,  all  of  Chumuckla,  Florida;  and  three 
brothers,  Pete  Kimbrough,  Columbus,  Georgia;  John  Kimbrough,  Panama  City,  Florida 
and  Jack  Kimbrough,  San  Antonio,  Texas. 

Officiating  clergy  at  the  death  and  resurrection  service  held  February  12,  1993,  were 
his  pastor  at  Chumuckla  United  Methodist  Church  — Rev.  David  Rhodes;  his  Pensacola 
District  Superintendent  — Dr.  Langdon  H.  Garrison;  and  his  spiritual  son  in  the  faith  — 
Dr.  Billy  D.  Gaither,  pastor  of  Ozark  (Alabama)  First  United  Methodist  Church. 

The  following  are  excerpts  from  the  eulogies  at  his  death  and  resurrection  service:  “He 
always  encouraged  me”;  “Lloyd  always  prepared  well.  When  we  moved  in  the  parsonage 
after  him  and  Flora,  there  was  not  even  a pine  needle  on  the  drive-way” ; “...he  was  no  flashing 
star,  streaking  across  the  sky  in  a brief  moment’s  glory,  and  then  disappearing.  He  was 
a constant  steady  beacon  of  light,  warming  and  shedding  its  brilliant  brightness,  never 
quenched  by  darkness”;  “...this  man  of  God  and  his  impeccable  integrity”;  “His  life  was 
not  a stormy  sea,  blowing  and  howling  creating  chaos.  He  was  like  a silent,  powerful,  subter- 
ranean current  which  ran  deep  and  true.” 

On  Tuesday  night,  February  9, 1993,  about  9:30  P.M.,  Lloyd  Hunter  Kimbrough  received 
his  last  appointment.  In  all  due  respect,  this  appointment  was  not  given  by  a bishop.  It  was 
given  by  the  Great  Shepherd  and  the  Suffering  Servant,  Jesus  Christ. 

Lloyd,  being  the  servant  he  was,  went.

(1908-1992) 

Mrs.  Rachel  QuinteUa  Winn  Campbell  was  born  June  15, 1908,  to  Thomas  Oscar  and  Ethel 
B.  Carr  Winn  of  the  Willard  community  in  Trousdale  County,  Tennessee.  Her  family  moved 
to  Delray,  Florida  when  she  was  fourteen.  After  high  school,  she  attended  Florida  State 
University  and  Stetson  University.  In  the  meantime,  her  family  moved  to  Miami,  where 
she  met  and  married  Karl  C.  Campbell  from  Plains,  Georgia  on  March  30, 1935.  Karl,  who 
is  now  retired  and  living  in  Crestview,  Florida,  entered  the  ministry  in  our  Conference  in  1955. 

The  Campbells  have  three  children:  Mary  Jo  Campbell  Enzor  Stout,  born  September 
7, 1936;  Cassandra  Campbell  Faust  Thompson,  born  August  18, 1943;  and  Karlene  Campbell 
Polk,  born  March  13,  1950.  She  is  also  survived  by  eight  grandchildren  and  six  great- 
grandchildren. 

Mrs.  Campbell’s  special  contributions  included  work  with  children  at  the  congregational 
and  district  levels  at  the  time  she  was  raising  her  own  children  and  grandchildren.  In  1970 
her  longterm  involvement  in  the  W.S.C.S.  culminated  in  her  being  selected  as  the  Conference 
Chairman  of  Missionary  Education.  In  retirement,  she  began  doing  geneaology,  ultimately 
compiling  four  volumes  of  family  history.  The  epilogue  of  one  contained  these  words:  “I 
am  grateful  that  I do  not  have  to  search  for  my  identity. . . I’m  a child  of  the  King,  and  in 
my  humble  way  have  tried  to  serve  Him.”

(1900-1993) 

Mrs.  Mattie  Alice  Norman  Ellis,  daughter  of  North 
Carolina  natives  Clementine  Michael  and  Monroe  Franklin 
Norman,  was  born  February  19, 1900  in  Osceola,  Oklahoma 
(Indian  Territory).  Her  early  childhood  was  spent  in 
Thomas,  Oklahoma. 

Mrs.  Norman  married  Henry  Marvin  Ellis  on  her  20th 
birthday.  He  served  as  a minister  in  the  Alabama- West 
Florida  Conference  until  his  death  March  31,  1933.  The 
Ellises  had  six  children:  Gay  Ellis  Smyyer,  born  December 
6,  1920;  Howard  Marvin  Ellis,  born  January  31,  1923 
(deceased  July  21,  1979);  Norman  Leith  Ellis,  born 
December  11, 1924;  Wesley  Crosby  Ellis,  born  April  4, 1927; 

Carolyn  Ellis  Lipscomb,  born  April  25, 1929;  and  Lamar  Ellis 
Gilson,  born  April  21,  1931. 

Mrs.  Ellis  resolved  to  move  her  young  children  to  a 
college  town  so  that  they  would  have  the  opportunity  for  a college  education.  They  moved 
to  Auburn  in  1934,  where  she  lived  for  the  rest  of  her  life.  She  was  secretary  to  the  Dean 
of  the  School  of  Agriculture  at  Auburn  University  from  1939  until  her  retirement  in  1964. 
For  many  years  following  her  retirement,  she  served  as  a hospital  auxiliary  volunteer. 

She  was  a lifelong  Methodist,  and  joined  the  Auburn  United  Methodist  Church  upon 
moving  there.  In  the  following  years  she  held  such  offices  as  secretary  of  the  Administrative 
Board,  treasurer  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  and  teacher  for  the  Two-Year-Old  Sunday

Mrs.  Ellis  moved  to  Auburn’s  Wesley  Terrace  Retirement  Center  in  198  6,  and  resided 
very  happily  there  until  declining  health  made  it  necessary  for  her  to  move  into  the  Wesley 
Terrace  nursing  home  wing.  Her  death  came  on  May  31, 1993.  Burial  was  in  Memorial  Park 
Cemetery  in  Auburn,  followed  by  a memorial  service  at  the  Auburn  UMC  on  June  3, 1993. 
Dr.  George  Mathison,  Pastor,  and  Dr.  Charles  Britt,  Pastor  Emeritus,  officiated.  Music  for 
the  memorial  service  was  presented  by  three  of  her  children:  Wesley  Ellis,  organist;  Carolyn 
Lipscomb,  pianist;  and  Lamar  Gilson,  pianist.  They  played  organ-piano  dues  of  their  mother’s 
favorite  hymns,  “How  Great  Thou  Art,”  “His  Eye  is  on  the  Sparraw,”  and  “In  the  Garden,” 
which  had  been  arranged  by  Wesley  for  her  88th  birthday.

(1916-1992) 

Mrs.  Estelle  Mosley  Herring  was  born  September  10, 

1916,  at  Paxton  in  Walton  County,  Florida.  Her  parents  were 
Virgil  Eugene  and  Mary  Ida  Parker  Mosley.  Much  of  her 
adult  life  was  spent  in  Reids ville,  North  Carolina,  where  she 
worked  for  American  Brands  for  thirty  years. 

Estelle  married  Johnnie  Herring  on  August  6, 1976.  He 
became  a Part-Time  Local  Pastor  in  the  Alabama-West 
Florida  Conference  in  1978  and  served  until  his  retirement 
in  1990. 

Mrs.  Herring  died  instantly  while  sitting  in  her  recliner 
at  their  home  in  DeFuniak  Springs,  Florida,  on  June  23, 1992.

City,  Florida.  She  later  remarried  and  moved  to  Pensacola, 
studying  cosmetology  before  the  death  of  her  second  hus- 
band. When  she  married  Rev.  John  M.  Rich,  she  joined  the 
Myrtle  Grove  UMC  in  Pensacola.  She  loved  helping  with  his 
ministry,  and  served  as  a volunteer  in  a local  hospital 
auxiliary.  All  through  her  life  she  stood  by  the  church,  often 
serving  as  a pianist  and  soloist.  She  had  great  compassion 
for  the  elderly  and  for  orphan  children,  and  had  a heart  for  missions. 

Over  the  last  few  years  of  her  life,  Mrs.  Rich  slowly  began  to  show  signs  of  mental  and 
physical  deterioration.  She  suffered  a series  of  mini-strokes  prior  to  her  death  on  September 
29, 1992.  In  addition  to  her  husband,  she  is  survived  by  one  son,  John  M.  Williamson,  born 
around  1930.  She  was  laid  to  rest  October  1 at  the  Shiloh  Church  Cemetery  in  Chipley,  Florida. 

One  of  Velma  Rich’s  friends  wrote  the  following  poem  in  her  memory: 

“I  love  you  not  only  for  what  you  are,  but  for  what  I am 
when  I am  with  you. 

I love  you  not  only  for  what  you  have  made  of  yourself, 
but  for  what  you  are  making  of  me. 

I love  you  because  you  have  done  more  than  any  creed 
could  have  done  to  make  me  good,  and  more  than  any  fate 
could  have  done  to  make  my  happy. 
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You  have  done  it  by  being  yourself.  Perhaps  that 
is  what  being  a friend  means,  after  all.” 


LINDA  DIANE  FAIRWEATHER  ROTHY 
(1947-1993) 

Mrs.  Linda  Diane  Fairweather  Rothy  was  born  in  Bay- 
shore,  New  York,  August  3,  1947.  She  was  the  daughter  of 
William  and  Dorothy  Armstrong  Fairweather.  On  January 
25, 1975.  Linda  married  Charles  E.  Rothy.  Charles  and  Linda 
became  a part  of  our  Conference  family  when  he  was 
appointed  to  the  Alaqua-Wesley  Memorial  Charge,  Mari- 
anna-Panama  City  District,  as  a Part-Time  Local  Pastor 
in  1992. 

Mrs.  Rothy  battled  cancer  and  its  complications  for  two 
and  a half  years  before  her  death  on  May  11,  1993.

WHEREAS,  the  Charge  Conference  of  St.  Francis  Street  United  Methodist  Church 
meeting  in  a duly  called  session  on  March  24,  1993,  voted  in  a majority  to  discontinue  as 
a congregation  under  Paragraph  2549  of  The  Book  of  Discipline,  1992,  AND 

WHEREAS,  the  Charge  Conference  of  the  St.  Francis  Street  United  Methodist  Church 
meeting  in  a duly  called  session  on  May  30,  1993,  voted  in  a majority  to  request  that  The 
Methodist  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension,  Inc.,  of  the  Mobile  District,  a religious 
corporation,  which  is  the  District  Union  for  the  Mobile  District,  accept  all  title  to  all  church 
property,  real,  personal,  and  mixed,  contents,  cash  and  securities,  AND 

WHEREAS,  the  Charge  Conference  requested  that  memberships  not  transferred  from 
St.  Francis  Street  United  Methodist  Church  by  June  13, 1993,  be  accounted  for  by  the  District 
Superintendent  and  his  staff  until  December  31, 1993,  after  which  time  all  memberships  not 
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transferred  will  be  placed  in  a United  Methodist  Church  geographically  nearest  to  a member’s 
residence,  AND 

WHEREAS,  Edwin  R.  Sells,  District  Superintendent  of  the  Mobile  District  has  recom- 
mended that  the  St.  Francis  Street  United  Methodist  Church  be  discontinued,  the  Bishop 
of  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  and  a majority  of  the  District  Superintendents 
thereof  have  consented  to  the  discontinuance,  AND 

WHEREAS,  the  Mobile  District  Board  of  Church  Location  and  Building  has  consented 
to  the  discontinuance  of  St.  Francis  Street  United  Methodist  Church; 

NOW,  THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  Annual  Conference  of  the  Alabama- 
West  Florida  Conference  of  the  United  Methodist  Church  does  hereby  declare  the  St.  Francis 
Street  United  Methodist  Church  discontinued.

STATEMENT  OF  THE  DISTRICT  SUPERINTENDENT 

After  consultation  with  the  representatives  of  the  congregation  of  St.  Francis  Street  United 
Methodist  Church  and  the  appropriate  agency  assigned  the  responsibility  of  the  conference 
parish  and  community  development  strategy,  it  is  my  recommendation  that  this  local  church 
be  discontinued  because  this  local  church  no  longer  serves  the  purpose  for  which  it  was 
organized  and  incorporated.

(2)  No  bishop  shall 
be  transferred  unless  that  bishop  shall  have  specifically  consented.  (3)  No  bishop  shall  be 
eligible  for  transfer  unless  the  bishop  shall  have  served  one  quadrennium  in  the  jurisdiction 
which  elected  the  bishop  to  the  episcopacy.  (4)  All  such  transfers  shall  require  the  approval 
by  a majority  vote  of  the  members,  present  and  voting,  of  the  Jurisdictional  Committees 
on  Episcopacy  of  the  jurisdictions  which  are  involved.  After  the  above  procedures  have  been 
followed,  the  transferring  bishop  shall  become  a member  of  the  receiving  College  of  Bishops 
and  shall  be  subject  to  residential  assignment  by  that  Jurisdictional  Conference. 

A bishop  may  be  assigned  by  the  Council  of  Bishops  for  presidential  service  or  other 
temporary  service  in  another  jurisdiction  than  that  which  elected  the  bishop,  provided  request 
is  made  by  a majority  of  the  bishops  in  the  jurisdiction  of  the  proposed  service. 

In  the  case  of  an  emergency  in  any  jurisdiction  or  Central  Conference  through  the  death 
or  disability  of  a bishop  or  other  cause,  the  Council  of  Bishops  may  assign  a bishop  from 
another  jurisdiction  or  Central  Conference  to  the  work  of  the  said  jurisdiction  or  Central 
Conference  with  the  consent  of  a majority  of  the  bishops  of  that  jurisdiction  or  Central 
Conference.

On  May  12, 1992,  at  a session  of  the  General  Conference  of  The  United  Methodist  Church 
held  in  Louisville,  Kentucky,  the  following  Constitutional  Amendment  was  made  by  a recorded 
vote  of  727,  yes;  31,  no.  It  is  now  presented  to  the  Annual  Conferences  for  vote. 

In  Division  Three,  Paragraph  53,  Article  VI,  change  “ministerial”  to  “clergy.” 

If  voted  and  so  declared  by  the  Council  of  Bishops,  1 53,  Article  IV  would  read: 

The  bishops,  both  active  and  retired,  of  The  Evangelical  United  Brethren  Church  and 
of  The  Methodist  Church  at  the  time  union  is  consummated,  shall  be  bishops  of  The  United 
Methodist  Church. 

The  bishops  of  The  Methodist  Church  elected  by  the  jurisdictions,  the  active  bishops 
of  The  Evangelical  United  Brethren  Church  at  the  time  of  union,  and  bishops  elected  by  the 
jurisdictions  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  shall  have  life  tenure.  Each  bishop  elected 
by  a Central  Conference  of  The  Methodist  Church  shall  have  such  tenure  as  the  Central 
Conference  electing  him  shall  have  determined. 

The  Jurisdictional  Conference  shall  elect  a standing  Committee  on  Episcopacy,  to  consist 
of  one  clergy  and  one  lay  delegate  from  each  Annual  Conference,  on  nomination  of  the  Annual 
Conference  delegation.  The  committee  shall  review  the  work  of  the  bishops,  pass  on  their 
character  and  official  administration,  and  report  to  the  Jurisdictional  Conference  its  findings 
for  such  action  as  the  conference  may  deem  appropriate  within  its  constitutional  warrant 
of  power.  The  committee  shall  recommend  the  assignments  of  the  bishops  to  their  respective 
residences  for  final  action  by  the  Jurisdictional  Conference.
